The Pleasures of Collecting 

Over a long period of years many of our clients, as well as other 
enthusiasts, have made numismatics a part of their lives. I recall 
many pleasant hours spent with Harry Bass after he discovered 
coins, and in 1976 purchased a gold dollar at auction. He was 
a businessman par excellence - the main developer of the Vail 
ski resort who later started Beaver Creek, an investor, and an 
oilman. Equally important, he had a great sense of curiosity, 
a desire to explore the unknown. Collecting coins opened 
a new world for him. Starting slowly, he set about buying as 
many books as he could for various American series. He 
attended coin shows. After exploring several avenues he settled 
on American gold coins as his specialty. In time, he built the 
highest-quality collection ever. He did not stop there. He signed 
on as a councilor of the American Numismatic Society and was 
eventually its president. By the 1980s he knew more about gold 
coin die varieties than anyone before or since. Numismatics 
became very important in his life. 

For more than just a few prominent medical doctors - James 
Ferrendelli, Warren Lapp, James O. Sloss, Harry Salyards, J. 
Hewitt Judd, Haig Koshkarian, and many others come to mind 
- immersion in the art and science of numismatics was and still 
is central to their enjoyment. I must not forget George F. Heath, 
a medical doctor who was the mayor of Monroe, Michigan, 
who loved traveling on railroads, and who was a great author. 

In 1891 he founded the American Numismatic Association. I 
could make a list of great figures in science, business, politics, 
and entertainment that have also been prominent in the hobby. 

Indeed, for men and women with sharp minds who enjoy the 
finer things in life, coin collecting has always been a magnet. 

A fine collection cannot be built quickly or without knowledge. 
Success is the reward for those who take time and enjoy 
learning. 

With this as prologue, I introduce this sale.

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The Alexander Collection 


The Alexander Collection of United States coins belonged to 
a man who was brought to the United States as a young boy 
by his immigrant parents at the end of the 19th century Like 
so many others they came in search of new opportunities, 
and their son, Alexander, was taught to appreciate his 
adopted country and hold it dear. He was proud to join the 
United States Navy and afterward started a family business, 
working tirelessly through the Great Depression to ensure 
its success. 

He began collecting his coins in the 1920s. His days were 
spent tending to his business, but his evenings were usually 
dedicated to enjoying and maintaining his coin and stamp 
collections, both of which mainly consisted of United States 
issues. Coin collecting became a lifelong hobby for this highly 
patriotic man. He was a regular client of Stacks, buying 
many of his high quality 1930s silver commemoratives 
through them. He also bought coins from Abe Kosoff, B. 
Max Mehl, Frank Katen, Hollinbeck Coin Company, Joseph 
Barnet, Greens, and other prominent dealers. 


A deep appreciation of gold is evident throughout the 
Alexander Collection. There are numerous rare Proof gold 
coins, including a complete set of 1900 issues as well as an 
impressive offering of quarter eagles. Also noteworthy are 
two beautiful 1907 High Relief double eagles by Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, rarities that span from Proof two-cent 
pieces to early dollars, and a particularly attractive 1795 half 
eagle - one of the nations first gold coins. 

Alexander bought the coins, enjoyed them and cared for 
them until his passing more than a half-century ago. The 
collection has remained intact until the present time, and 
now a new generation of collectors has the opportunity 
to enjoy these distinctively American artifacts lovingly 
collected by a passionately patriotic American. 
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Remembering Cathy Bullowa

If anyone wants to define a 
leading lady in the profession 
of numismatics, the story of 
Cathy Bullowa would be a 
good place to start. I do not 
recall when I first met her, but 
it surely was in the early 1950s 
when I was getting my start in 
the coin business. In the middle 
of that decade I was a regular 
attendee at the Middle Atlantic 
Numismatic Association, Penn-Ohio, and other shows in 
the East. Cathy was often on hand, sometimes with a bourse 
table, other times moving around to visit. 

She was always quiet, always polite, and always ready to help 
me, a youngster, with basic questions. I last saw her at the 
August 1996 American Numismatic Association banquet 
where, with assistance, she was able to attend and enjoy the 
occasion. Her table was next to mine, and we had a nice 
chat. She passed away on May 15, 2017, at the age of 97. She 
is missed by all, and a number of nice tributes to her have 
appeared in the media. 

Catherine Bullowa Moore (to take the surnames of her 
husbands) was born Catherine Elias on July 21, 1919. She 
hailed from Larchmont, New York. In 1941 she graduated 
from Connecticut College in New London with a degree in 
Zoology. She spent several years at the Long Island College 
of Medicine, doing research and teaching in the Physiology 
Department. She became interested in coins and began 
trading in them along with antique jewelry. 

In 1951 she met coin dealer David Marks Bullowa and in 
May 1952 they were married. By that time David was famous 
in numismatics, with his credentials including an early 
study of commemorative coins, work with the Smithsonian 
Institution, and a stint in the New York City office of the New 
Netherlands Coin Company, run by Charles M. Wormser. I 
never had the opportunity to meet him. 


When David passed away in September 1953, Catherine 
continued the couples coin business in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. She learned quickly about numismatics 
through research and with the help of old-time dealers 
such as Charles Wormser and Abe Kosoff. She became well 
versed in coins and currency of the United States as well as 
ancient and world coins. 

In 1959, Bullowa married Earl E. Moore, an autographs 
and manuscripts specialist who, by the way, was a relative 
of Stephen K. Nagy, well-known Philadelphia numismatist 
who had been prominent in many transactions earlier in the 
century. The couple attended coin shows and conventions 
throughout the country and Catherine continued her coin 
dealership, Coinhunter, in Philadelphia. In 1965 she served 
on the United States Assay Commission. She would remain 
in the coin business for over six decades, with her final mail 
bid sale held in 2003. 

Cathy was a member of many prominent organizations, 
including the International Association of Professional 
Numismatists, which she served as a member of the 
Executive Committee 1953-1971, and as 2nd Vice President 
1972-1979. She also belonged to the American Numismatic 
Association (Life Member #355), the American Society 
of Appraisers (senior member), the Royal Numismatic 
Society (fellow), the American Numismatic Society and 
the Professional Numismatists Guild (Charter Member 
#3). Bullowa was the recipient of the first PNG Lifetime 
Achievement Award in 1997 as well as that groups Art Kagin 
Numismatic Ambassador Award in 2013. 

Professional numismatics will forever be the richer for her 
presence. 

It is humbling and an honor to include her estate coins in 
our present sale. 
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The Frog Run Farm Collection, Part IV 


We are delighted to once again present coins from the Frog 
Run Farm Collection. The first time we worked with this 
collector to sell portions of his collection was more than a 
dozen years ago. At that time, we sold his fabulous collections 
of United States dimes (1796-1916) and half dollars, (1794- 
1947), both of which included many great rarities, but also 
were of great quality. We later sold further holdings in two 
additional parts, with rarity and quality the ongoing theme. 
At this time we have the pleasure of presenting his nearly 
complete Mint State collections of Barber dimes, Mercury 
dimes and Barber quarters—almost all are Gem Mint State! 
Again, high quality pieces were always the focus, as will be 
seen in the pages to follow. We have enjoyed working with 
this collectors coins over the years and, just as much, we 
have enjoyed his friendship. Indeed, he is a fellow we greet 
with a hug rather than a handshake. 


As with most collectors, he began his collection as a young 
boy, first sparked by the Indian cents and other old coins he 
would occasionally receive as payment for repairing bicycles, 
an enterprise he founded in his parents garage. Though his 
first occupational love was farming (and remains so to this 
day), his entrepreneurial spirit led him down several other 
paths along the way, with each pursued to success, as with 
his coins. Though his life was always busy with his family, 
farming, general contracting, auctioneering and community 
service projects, he was able to put aside a little time for 
numismatics for most of his life, having attended his first 
major coin show in 1954. He has enjoyed all of his life’s 
pursuits very much and in his coins we see both his focus 
and his passion. However, as with all collections there comes 
a time for the coins to be made available to a new generation 
of collectors and that time has come for this portion of the 
Frog Run Farm Collection. It is our hope that the coins may 
be enjoyed by those who acquire them here, just as our fine 
friend has enjoyed them for many years, some for more than 
half a century. 
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The Lux Family Collection 


Henry Lux emigrated from 
Niederbrun, Alsace to the 
United States in 1844 at the age 
of 12. He worked as a chore 
boy, an engineer in a lumber 
factory, a railroad watchman 
and a butcher. Henry was 
best known as the owner and 
proprietor of The Washington 
(meat) Market. He was a 
member of the Utica (New York) Common Council for 
several years in the late 1860s and was also appointed as the 
first Commissioner of Police of Utica in 1874. Henry passed 
away in 1881 at the age of 64. 

According to his obituary, Henry was one of Uticas “Best 
Known, Prominent, and Popular Citizens.” “After he had 
reached his 50th year, and when the pedestrian craze was 
at its height, he engaged in a walking match with a much 
younger man, and defeated him in a 100-mile walking 
match at the Opera House, the proceeds of which were 
devoted to charity. His object was not to make a record as 
a pedestrian, but to give the Orphan Asylums a substantial 
benefit as well as to create some fun for the boys, all of which 
he accomplished.” 


Park Avenue near Oneida Square. Over the course of his 
life, Arthur J. Lux was an avid coin collector. At some point 
Arthur took a bad fall and sustained a traumatic head injury. 
He was in a coma for approximately 10 years, and required 
constant nursing care, the cost of which greatly affected the 
family fortune. Arthur died in 1948 at the age of 91. 

Arthur’s son Fordyce G. Lux was not a collector. However, 
in Fordyce’s son Walter William Lux, Arthur found a 
numismatic kindred spirit. Arthur would give his grandsons 
silver dollars at Christmas and for their birthdays. 
W. William always kept his and bargained with his brothers 
for theirs, as they were more apt to spend them than to 
collect them. W. William shared his grandfathers passion 
for coin collecting and before his injury, Arthur passed his 
coin collection on to W. William. 

Walter William Lux, born in 1922, was a collector of 
coins and stamps for his whole life. He attended college 
at the University of Michigan in Ann Arbor. Although his 
education was interrupted by a stint in the Navy during 
World War II as an Electronic Technicians Mate Second 
Class, he eventually graduated with a degree in chemical 
engineering. W. William spent his entire career working as a 
metallurgist and in copper tubular sales for Revere Copper 
and Brass in Rome, New York. 



Henry Lux 


Henry’s son Arthur J. Lux was born in 1857. He and his 
brother, Henry G. Lux Sr., were partners in the Henry Lux 
& Son’s meat market firm, carrying on their father’s business 
after his death. Henry Lux & Son’s had various locations in 
Utica, but in 1886 the brothers purchased and remodeled 
the commodious Lux Building on Bleecker Street, where the 
market was operated until 1907. Arthur and his brother were 
considered pioneers of motion picture theaters, establishing 
the Alhambra Theater in Utica in the Lux Building. This 
theater was one of the first in the country. In 1916, they 
erected a second theater in Utica, the DeLuxe Theater on 



This coin collection reflects the dedication of three Lux 
family members spanning four generations, going back to 
the mid-19th century. The collection has always remained 
in the Utica/Rome, New York area, however the family is 
now excited to see these treasures find homes with a new 
generation of enthusiasts. 
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Richard Stuart April 23,1926 - June 20,2016 


specialist and collector Richard Stuart 
passed away on June 20, 2016, in 
California at age 90. Mr. Stuart began 
collecting in the late 1940s with a 
broad interest in Latin America. From 
the early 1980s onward, Richards sole 
focus was Central America as he sold 

“-■ his South American holdings. Most of 

the latter series (although not identified as such and now 
widely known as the “Americas” collection) was auctioned 
at the 1983 ANA convention and that sale catalog remains a 
reference in its own right. Over the years, Richard was able 
to gather what will in all probability remain the greatest 
collection of Central American coinage ever assembled. 
Richard was active at coin shows and directly participated 
in many notable sales including H. Gibbs (1966), F.C.C. 
Boyd (1975), Norweb (1985), Eliasberg (2005) and 
Caballero de las Yndias (2009). Exceptional in both quality 
and comprehensiveness, Richards collection has anchored 
many books and articles including Carlos Jaras recent 
works “Historia de la Casa de Moneda de Guatemala” 


(2010) and “Central American Provisional and Provincial 
Mints” (2007). For any Central American coin, the Stuart 
provenance now represents a more desirable pedigree than 
any of the aforementioned famous names. 

Mr. Stuart was known for his extreme generosity in sharing 
his collection with fellow scholars and collectors. Dozens 
of us have made the pilgrimage to Northern California and 
spent many enjoyable hours with Richard, reviewing and 
discussing the coinage of Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
El Salvador, Nicaragua, Panama and British Honduras. 

Richard was born on April 23, 1926, to Gilbert Stuart and 
Sara Norwood in Medford, Oregon. Richard obtained a 
B.A. and Ph.D. in Physics at UC Berkeley and served as staff 
physicist for Lawrence Livermore Labs from 1952-77, and 
as a lecturer at UC Berkeley. From 1978 on, Richard was a 
Consulting Physicist in accident reconstruction. Richard is 
survived by his wife Elizabeth, sons Paul and John, daughter 
Amelia Schaller and six grandchildren. Richard is preceded 
in death by his son Eric and sister Graecha. Richard will be 
fondly remembered by the numismatic community.

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Libertas Americana Medals 


Following the decisive victories at Saratoga and Yorktown, 
Benjamin Franklin wrote to the United States Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs Robert Livingston, “This puts me in mind 
of a medal I have had a mind to strike ... representing the 
United States by the figure of an infant Hercules in his 
cradle, strangling the two serpents; and France by that of 
Minerva, sitting by as his nurse, with her spear and helmet, 
and her robe specked by a few ‘fleurs-de-lis. 5 ” That concept 
of Benjamin Franklins vision of Liberty -- the beautiful 
Libertas Americana Medal struck in 1783 - struck a chord 
with the people and nations of the world, and ultimately 
became the inspiration for the flowing hair Liberty coinage 
of the First U.S. Mint. 

From concept to realization, execution, delivery, payment, 
and worldwide press coverage, Benjamin Franklin truly 
was THE man behind the historic Libertas Americana 
medals. He leveraged his position in France as the Minister 
Plenipotentiary representing the United States to garner 
support and connect with the preeminent artists and 
engravers of the day, and he personally stewarded the 
process to bring the Medals into reality. Even after the 
designs and prototypes were approved and the completed 
medals were struck, Franklin continued on, ensuring that 
the entire world would know of the medals and the historic 
victories they commemorated. Press coverage began 
immediately, with articles in the London Magazine March 3, 
1783, the Gentlemens Magazine (London) for March 1783, 
the New Annual Register (London) for April 10, 1783, and 
the Hibernian Magazine (Ireland) for December 1783. 


From the very beginning, the Flowing Hair image of Lady 
Liberty was described as a “fine woman” and a “beautiful 
maiden. 55 The lovely image of Lady Liberty inspired artists 
and engravers of the day, and became the genesis of the 
Flowing Hair Liberty Cap coinage of the First United States 
Mint. Yet, Liberty's inspiration did not end there, but has 
continued on through generation after generation, enduring 
in the thoughts of the public and spawning official restrikes 
and tribute pieces through the present day. 

Not surprisingly, it has remained the unanimous choice 
for the Number 1 spot among the 100 Greatest American 
Medals and Tokens. While the original medals of 1783 may 
be challenging to acquire (especially those struck in silver), a 
series of later restrikes have been issued officially in a variety 
of metals and formats, allowing this beautiful historic design 
to be within the reach of collectors everywhere. 

The present sale includes several examples of the famous 
Libertas Americana design from the Cardinal Collection 
Educational Foundation. Their collection of Libertas 
Americana medals was recently named a PCGS Set Registry 
Gold Award Winner for 2017. 
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Diplomatic Medals 


Diplomatic Medal of the United States was the brainchild of 
Thomas Jefferson, who served as a minister to France from 
1784 to 1790, and then assumed his position as Secretary of 
State. As custom had it, when a foreign diplomat had served 
in another country, that country would provide a gift upon 
the diplomats retirement. John Adams received such a gift 
when he left his service in the Netherlands, and Jefferson 
received a gift from King Louis XVI when he left France. 

The Dutch custom was to present the retiring diplomat 
with a medal accompanied by a gold chain, with the chain 
being sized in relation to the length of service the diplomat 
had provided to his host country. Jefferson favored that 
custom and requested permission from President George 
Washington, who approved Jefferson’s request resoundingly. 
Washington viewed this as an important recognition of the 
services of those European diplomats serving the United 
States, noting in his diary: 

“Fixed with the Secretary of State on the present which 
(according to the custom of other nations) should be made to 
Diplomatic characters when they return from that employment 
in this Country and this was a gold Medal, suspended to a 
gold Chain - in ordinary to be of the value of about 120 or 130 
Guineas. Upon enquiry ; into the practice of other Countries, 
it was found, that France generally gave a gold Snuff-box set 
with diamonds; & of differ. Costs to the amount, generally, to 
a Minister Plenipotentiary of 500 Louisdores - The England 
usually gave to the same grade 300 guineas in Specie - And 
Holld, A Medal & Chain of the value of, in common, 150 


or 180 Guinesas the value of which to be encreasd by an 
additional weight in the chain when they wished to mark a 
distinguished character. The Reason why a medal & Chain 
was fixed upon for the American present, is, that the die being 
once made the Medals could at any time be struck at very little 
cost, & the Chain made by our own artizans, which (while 
the first should be retained as a memento) might be converted 
into Cash.” 

Just four original gold Diplomatic Medals were struck, but 
none appears to have survived. Just four original bronze 
Diplomatic medals are known to have survived. Due 
to the importance of the medals, there was a desire to 
feature the medals at the National Centennial Celebration 
in Philadelphia in 1876, but none was found at the U.S. 
Mint, and the dies themselves could not be located. Then 
Mint Director Henry Linderman tasked William Barber to 
prepare copy dies for the Medal, based on lead proofs of the 
original dies lent by Professor Jules Marcou of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. Just a small number of Diplomatic Medals 
were struck for the Centennial from Barbers dies, now 
scarce and prized mementos that hearken back to the days 
of Washington and Jefferson. 

Several specimens in the pages following derive from the 
Cardinal Collection Educational Foundations collection 
of Diplomatic Medals, which included the finest known 
original bronze Diplomatic Medal struck in 1792, the sole 
specimen bearing its original hanger.

1 (C. mid 19th century) Cast copy of the Lord Baltimore 

and Anne Arundel Maryland Settled medal. As Betts-34. 
Silver. 46.2 x 50.6 mm with integral loop. A well made and 
antique copy with attractive antique gray toning with lighter 
silver on high points. A cast, rather than the occasionally 
seen Robert Ready British Museum electrotypes that display 
the same distinctive loop, this piece shows file marks on the 
edge that run parallel to the rim; it is within the realm of the 
possible that this is actually a cast of a Ready electrotype. 
The two known original examples in private hands both 
came from the family consignment in the 1983 Spink and 
Son USA Auction #4, the second of which later reappeared 
in our 2001 Lucien LaRiviere sale. The original from which 
this is made is in the British Museum and another resides in 
the Hunterian Museum in Glasgow. 



(C. mid 19th century) Cast copy of the Cecil Calvert, 
Lord Baltimore award medal. As Betts-36. Unknown 
composition (low grade silver or base metal), cast and 
chased. 47.6 x 52.4 mm with integral loop and added 
jump ring. Mottled gray with coppery and olive overtones. 
Well made, devices fairly clear but not as distinct as on an 
earlier cast or a struck medal, rims heavily filed mostly 
parallel to the rims. The exact purpose of the original medal 
is unknown; Betts notes that the reverse “field [was] plain 
for inscribing name of recipient,” while the 1983 Spink and 
Son USA Auction #4 that offered the original, consigned by 
the descendants of the Calverts, called it an “early colonial 
award.” While that original is currently untraced since its 
sale in 1983, casts such as this occasionally surface and an 
early electrotype is present in the collections of the British 
Museum. This important rarity in the Betts series may not 
exist in private hands.

Porto Bello Medals with 
Vernon’s Portrait Alone. Brass. 37.2 mm. Adams & Chao 
PBv-42-RR; Betts 198; M-G 72. Rarity-5. Plain Edge. 
AU-55 (NGC). A dark brassy example that still shows the 
slightest remnants of its original bright Pinchbeck finish 
in the most sheltered areas. Well struck with all elements 
impressively rendered. An attractive type on its own, in 
show-stopping About Uncirculated condition. 



4 1739 Admiral Vernon Medal. Porto Bello Medals with 
Vernon’s Portrait and Icons. Pinchbeck Brass. 37.0 
mm. 16.7 grams. Adams & Chao-PBvi 13-Q, M-G 105, 
Betts-238. Rarity-5. Plain Edge. Choice Extremely Fine. 

This is a beautiful specimen, fully struck on a problem free 
planchet. Mottled olive-brown patina with vestiges of the 
original golden finish here and there. The planchet appears 
lightly pitted in the fields, a natural consequence when a 
piece has been struck on a cast planchet. A superior Vernon 
medal, far nicer than the typical specimen. 



5 1754 Academy of San Marcos at Lima, Peru. Silver. 
30.4 mm. Unsigned. Betts-399, Fonrobert-8097. Twin 
leaf edge. Extremely Fine. 12.96 grams. Date and “R” on 
obverse, reverse displays arms of the academy and a Latin 
legend that translates as the Academy of San Marcos in the 
Royal City of Peru. Founded on May 12,1551, the Academy 
of San Marcos (now the National University of San Marcos) 
has the distinction of being the oldest university established 
in the New World. This medal of 4 reales weight and size 
comes in two variants, one with an “R” on its obverse, as 
here, and another with an “A” (Betts-398), the meanings 
of which today remain obscure. Deep silver-gray toning 
with rich iridescence, with two inconsequential traces of 
mounting along edge, not unusual for an academic award 
like this. A rare medal that only very occasionally turns up, a 
specimen called AU brought nearly $1200 in a 2017 Sedwick 
auction, while we sold an PCGS EF-45 of the “R” type for 
just over $1100 in 2014.

White Metal. 43.5 mm. Betts-400, Julian MI-33 About 
Uncirculated. Pewter gray with delicate and attractive 
undertones that bespeak originality. A very rare striking 
from the era soon after these dies were deposited at the U.S. 
Mint by Joseph Richardson, likely circa 1800-1810. The 
strike is crisp and the surfaces bear considerable original 
luster. The thin planchet shows no inherent flaws, but there 
is a small void at the top where a suspension loop was once 
attached. These dies were the very first medal dies created in 
what was to become the United States, first struck in 1756, 
when silver pieces were coined atop Pillar 8 reales to award 
to veterans of the attack on the Indian village at Kittanning 
in western Pennsylvania. While bronze strikings from later 
states of the dies are not terribly uncommon, issues from 
this early state are quite rare.

Betts-557, Julian MI-2. Adams-Bentley Die State 3. MS- 
64BN (NGC). Pleasant mahogany bronze with underlying 
traces of orange red remaining from an ancient cleaning that 
has almost completely toned back. Very faint hairlines remain 
visible upon close inspection, but the overall aesthetic appeal 
is quite nice as the assigned grade might suggest. Sharply 
struck and with only a few tiny marks. Struck in Philadelphia 
from the original dies executed in Paris by Nicolas Marie 
Gatteax, this piece is Adams-Bentley Die State 3, the latest 


observed for the original dies. The original gold medal still 
exists, as do three examples in silver. A few are known in 
bronze from these dies, and they are generally the best even 
an advanced collector is likely to be able to secure. Comitia 
Americana medals are immensely historic and all are in great 
demand. They appeal to a broad range of collectors, from 
specialists seeking mint medals or Betts medals, to more 
general collectors of historical medals.

Tin, uniface, backed with paper. As Betts-566. MS-62 
(PCGS). Personally produced by the hand of DuVivier, the 
Paris engraver who was contracted by Augustin Dupre to 
create several of the Comitia Americana medals, this piece 
was created from a pre-completion state of the obverse die. 
The exergual legend is rendered with different lettering in the 
third line (R.P. AMERIC. D.D. instead of RESP. AMERIC. 
D.D.) versus the struck silver and bronze examples, though 
this state also produced the only other obverse cliche known 
to us, offered as lot 201 in the 2006 Ford XIV sale. 

DeFleury was a French engineer and one of three soldiers 
awarded medals by the Continental Congress for the Stony 


Point action that took place on the banks of the Hudson 
River in July 1779, the others being Anthony Wayne and 
John Stewart. All three of the Stony Point medals are rare 
to extremely rare in original form. The John Stewart is 
uncollectible, with just two known and only one in private 
hands. The Anthony Wayne is nearly as rare, though 
Waynes own gold medal survives. The DeFleury may have 
a total population of 15 or so, most of which are bronze. The 
population in tin, as here, is roughly half of that of silver and 
a tiny fraction of the number of bronzes, making it the most 
elusive form of this rarity.

Betts-566, Julian MI-4. MS-65BN (NGC). Beautiful dark 
mahogany bronze surfaces are impressively uniform with 
only a couple of small abrasions on the highest points of the 
reverse. A bit of light surface oil in the obverse fields subdues 
them slightly, but soft reflectivity is still seen and stands as a 
nice background for the sharp devices. The original medals 
are extremely rare, with fewer than ten accounted for by 
Adams and Bentley. The U.S. Mint made these copy dies in 
1880, as noted in the lower reverse exergue, but the number 
made seems to have been small. According to the Adams- 
Bentley reference, at least 35 specimens were struck from 
these dies, but they do not frequently appear for sale and 
they are very much in demand as important entries in the 
Comitia Americana series.

Betts-568, Adams and Bentley-8, Julian 
NA-1. MS-62 (NGC). Deeply toned nearly to light slate 
gray on the obverse with hints of pale blue and fine outlines 
of lighter gray. The reverse is beautifully toned with pale 
rose dominating the center surrounded by a broad ring of 
violet, blue, green and gold. Lightly hairlined but no serious 
flaws. A Paris Mint restrike from the original dies with all 
of the usual rust or spalling marks, and a thin rim cud on 
the reverse centered over NAVIBUS, extending to each side. 
Anchor and ARGENT marks of the Paris Mint on the edge. 
NGC has dated the piece to 1841-1842. A fine opportunity 
to acquire this prized Comitia Americana medal in silver, 
and though it is a later restrike, one could certainly do worse 
than this fine impression from the original dies.

Matte-like pearl gray surfaces with the 
only mentionable defect being a minor edge bump at about 
2 o’clock on the obverse. The Paris Mint restrikes differ from 
the U.S. Mint versions in that they are signed on both sides 
by the sculptor and often have edge inscriptions which allow 
collectors to more closely date their specimens. The edge of 
this specimen is inscribed with a cornucopia and ARGENT 
(silver), indicating that this medal was produced between 
the years of 1880 and 1898. All silver strikings of this medal 
are highly collectable. This one was produced after the 
original dies had been sandblasted to remove defects.

The Jones 
medal is prohibitively rare as a silver original and enjoys 
strong demand in just about any form. Silver restrikes, 
though not nearly as precious as originals in any metal, are 
certainly worthy of inclusion in any extensive collection of 
Comitia America medals.

(NGC). Attractive and boldly struck medal ordered to 
celebrate William Washingtons (a distant cousin of George 
Washington) victory at Cowpens, South Carolina. Few 
Americans today are familiar with this Revolutionary War 
battle, but our newly-formed Congress authorized the Paris 
Mint to produce no less than 3 different medals for this 
pivotal battle. This example has the edge inscribed with a 
pointing hand privy mark and CUIVRE, indicating it was 
struck at the Paris Mint between 1845 and 1860. The U.S. 
copy of this medal, (Julian MI-8), was not struck until 1863. 


14 1781 Lieutenant Colonel William Washington at 
Cowpens Medal. Bronze. 46 mm. Betts-594, Adams and 
Bentley-11, Julian MI-8. MS-63BN (NGC) 

Original dies with plain concave edge. Light olive brown 
accented by light rose, blue and gold in the reflective fields. 
A few trivial patina spots are seen on the reverse and noted 
only as a point of aesthetics. Nicely struck and quite pleasing. 
An ever popular Comitia Americana issue.

Intense rose, blue and blue-green iridescence graces 
both sides of this lovely medal. The fields are deeply reflective 
and the devices sharp and satiny. The eye appeal is superb. 
Several small raised imperfections are from the original dies, 
and as made, including lumps in the rim over EDIT, which 
Adams and Bentley note as being found on pieces struck 
using the original collar, both for originals and restrikes after 


1830. A few light hairlines are noted, but these are largely 
masked by the toning and there are really no further marks 
worthy of mention. The Anchor privy mark is reported to 
have been used between 1822 and 1842, though NGC has 
narrowed the striking of this piece further to 1841-1842.

The tiny copper plug, used as an 
electrolyte in this medal, has done its job over the centuries 
preventing the tin pest oxidation so prevalent for medals of 
this composition. One of the most famous medals celebrating 
the Treaty of Paris, signed by representatives of Great Britain’s 


King George III and the United States on September 3,1783 to 
end the American Revolutionary War. The Dutch government 
presented a tin impression to John Adams in 1787, which 
later found its way into the Massachusetts Historical Society 
collection.

By Augustin Dupre. Betts-615, Adams and Bentley-15. 
MS-64 BN (NGC). CAC. Landing in the number one spot 
of The 100 Greatest American Medals and Tokens by Jaeger 
and Bowers, the Libertas Americana medal has always been 
an object of intense desire. The offered piece is especially 
attractive. Deep chestnut-brown with exceptional eye appeal, 
the only distractions of note are a few tiny scattered contact 
marks in the fields. An original in copper with the die cud 
front and center beneath the 4 in the obverse date. 

Struck in Paris to commemorate peace following the 
American victory over Great Britain in the Revolutionary 
War, the Libertas Americana is regarded as the most beautiful 
and important of the peace medals. The concept and mottos 
displayed by this medal are attributed to Benjamin Franklin, 
who at the time was serving as U.S. commissioner to France. 
While in France, Franklin set about the production of a medal 
to present to a select few individuals he deemed instrumental 
in securing American independence. The Libertas Americana 
medal was to be symbolic of the winning of American liberty, 
not only on the battlefields of the New World but also in 
the courts of Europe, most particularly that of France. For 
without French support American victory over Great Britain 
would not have been possible. And since it was Franklin 
who secured the support of the king and queen of France, he 


was as indispensable to the political victory of the American 
Colonies as George Washington was to their military victory. 

The dies for the Libertas Americana medal were cut in Paris 
in 1782 by Augustin Dupre. The obverse portrait would later 
influence the first renditions of Liberty to appear on United 
States coinage, specifically those of the Liberty Cap copper 
coinage and the Flowing Hair silver coinage. The reverse 
design is highly symbolic, the two serpents representing the 
American victory over the British at the battles of Saratoga and 
Yorktown, with Minerva keeping the British lion at bay and 
confirming that ultimate American independence would not 
have been possible without French aid. The dates in exergue 
on the reverse are the dates of the victories over General John 
Burgoyne at Saratoga and General Charles Cornwallis at 
Yorktown. All original Libertas Americana medals are scarce- 
to-rare pieces with most examples encountered in todays 
market being copper impressions, of which approximately 
100-125 medals are known.

20 “1781” (1782) Libertas Americana Medal. Bronze. 47 mm. 
By Augustin Dupre. Betts-615, Adams and Bentley-15. AU- 
55 (PCGS). This is a choice and appealing example of this 
classic rarity with rich reddish-brown patina over remarkably 
smooth surfaces. Only a few surface marks are noted, with 
just two of them being significant enough to identify this 
particular medal: a very small contact mark beneath the letter 
E in AMERICANA on the obverse, and a tiny attempted 
puncture inside the border at 12 o’clock on the reverse. 
Additionally, the obverse shows a small area of darker toning 
over and around the letters IB in LIBERTY. This example is 
evenly and well struck with all the detail of the high relief 
motifs boldly impressed. Fewer than 200 examples of this 
medal are known to exist in bronze, varying in grade from 
well worn to Gem Mint State, with the present piece among 
the nicer specimens. 

There is perhaps no medal or coin that speaks so loudly about 
the birth of the United States of America as the Libertas 
Americana medal. The ownership of a Libertas Americana 
medal adds depth to any collection of American coins and 
medals, and the present beauty will be a focal point in its 
next numismatic cabinet. The Libertas Americana medal 
was voted by collectors as number one in The 100 Greatest 
American Medals and Tokens book by Jaeger & Bowers. It is 
also one of only two historic medals significant enough to be 
cataloged in the standard reference A Guide Book of United 
States Coins. 

Designed by Augustin Dupre in Paris in 1782, this beautiful 
medal was instigated by Benjamin Franklin, then minister to 
France and representative of the newly proclaimed United 


States of America. Every single specimen of this medal can 
trace its provenance directly back to him. The most prominent 
feature for history buffs is the date below Liberty’s bust on the 
obverse — 4 JUIL 1776. The head of Liberty facing left with 
her cap on a pole inspired the earliest U.S. Mint engravers 
to make the liberty cap motif part of our nation’s earliest 
coinage in 1793. Dupre’s design is about as beautiful and 
intricate as a medal can be, especially on the reverse. The 
reverse features are laden with symbolism: an infant Hercules 
representing the new American nation strangles two serpents 
that represent the British armies at Saratoga and Yorktown, 
the beginning and end of struggles during the Revolution. 
France, here depicted as Minerva, holds a shield above the 
infant America and her spear keeps the British lion at bay; 
the lion’s tail between its legs is a symbol of England’s defeat. 
The dates in exergue, October 17,1777 and October 19,1781, 
represent the dates of the American victories at Saratoga and 
Yorktown. 

Two Libertas Americana medals were struck in gold for 
the king and queen of France, several more than that were 
struck in silver for European monarchs, court ministers and 
museums, and more still in bronze, as here. The fate of the 
two gold medals is unknown today, though hope springs 
eternal that a gold Libertas Americana medal will show 
up someday. There are 25 to 30 or so known in silver, all of 
which are greatly prized. The 200 or so pieces estimated to 
exist in bronze are hardly less a treasure, and their number 
allows many collectors today to enjoy the ownership of 
what is perhaps the most widely desired of early American 
numismatic prizes.

Bronze cast, uniface. 42.6 mm. By Augustin Dupre. 
Type of Betts-615. Extremely Fine. 38.57 grams, 4.0- 
4.7 mm thick. A marvelous decorative object, cast from 
a mold incorporating only Dupres flowing hair Liberty 
of his Libertas Americana medal, without any legends, a 
circular inner border was introduced where the bottoms of 
the legends would have been, the overall size of the medal 
reduced from the approximately 48 millimeters of an original 
struck Libertas Americana Medal. The mold was clearly 
made from an original medal, the details matching perfectly, 
down to Dupres clear signature on the truncation of the 
bust. The original intention of this piece was undoubtedly as 
an object to decorate a box or piece of furniture, and it might 
have been made by famous electrotyper Samuel Black, who 
incorporated the obverse of the Libertas Americana medal 
into the upper right corner of his 1859 National Medallion 
Plaque. Unlike Blacks electrotype products, this piece is 
clearly cast, the rough, unfinished cast surface being plainly 
visible in the blank, noticeably concave reverse, contrasting 
with the gorgeous chocolate brown, well-patinated obverse. 
Two holes were drilled from face to back at top and bottom 
of obverse to affix to some object. Further research may 
reveal more about this lovely piece, as someone went to 
great lengths to create this variation of this important and 
iconic early American medal, perhaps the most famous and 
desired of all time.

Bronze. 38.5 mm. Mint State. Obv: Laureate bust of King 
Charles III, atypically facing left, his hair tied at the back 
with a ribbon. A heavy floral band around the periphery 
encloses the legend CARLOS III REY DE ESP. EMP. DE 
LAS INDIAS. Unsigned. As issued in 1783, the reverse of this 
piece would have read EN / PREMIO DE LA / FIDELIDAD 
within a closed wreath. It is believed that this medal, in its 
original form, was presented to Native Americans loyal 
to the Spanish Crown during the Tupac Amaru Revolt of 
1780-1782 in Peru. These medals are very rare, with only 
two pieces presently documented. The Tupac Amaru medal 
is a rare component of a larger series of medals issued 
throughout the Spanish held territories of the New World 
that were presented to Native Peoples who fought alongside, 
or were in support of the Spanish colonial forces. 

The die used to strike this piece shows considerable 
rusting and pitting, none of which was present when the 
original Tupac Amaru medals were struck. Years — or 
more probably decades — of improper storage in a moist 
environment had allowed the surfaces of the die to degrade 
to the condition they were in at the time this example was 
struck. Interestingly, in January of this year we sold a silver 
medal ($3,300) utilizing this same die, in exactly the same 
die state, that was muled with the reverse of an unrelated 
but similarly sized circa 1810 Peruvian medal that shows no 
evidence of die rust. That would dictate that that piece could 
not have been struck before 1810 or so, despite the obverse 
die having been cut more than 25 years earlier. Further, 
since the state of die deterioration of that example is exactly 
as is found on the item we are offering today, we have to 
conclude that this piece is also a restrike — albeit a very rare 
and desirable one — from a later period. 

The only known use of this die is on the very rare Tupac 
Amaru medals and on the unique silver muling described 
above. This third variant of the Tupac Amaru Revolt medal 
will intrigue collectors of Peruvian and Spanish Colonial 
coins and medals, as well as collectors of Indian Peace 
medals. Spirited bidding is expected. 


Military Medals 



29 1835 Colonel George Croghan Medal. Bronze. 65 mm. 
Julian MI-12. MS-65BN (NGC). Rich chocolate brown 
copper. Uniform and quite attractive. A few irregularities 
in the otherwise smooth fields are quite likely confined to 
the surface oils, though a couple of faint spots are detected 
under magnification. Traces of light die rust and a thin 
roughly vertical crack through the bust are noted. This is 
also noted by Julian to be on an example at the museum at 
West Point, thought to have been struck around 1885. 

Though struck in recognition of the War of 1812 battle that 
took place August 2, 1813, the dies for the medal were not 
cut until the mid-1830s and the gold medal for presentation 
to Croghan wasn’t struck until March 1837. The dies for this 
medal were the last of those for the War of 1812 issues to be 
finished.

Julian MI-12. Mint State. Quite a handsome piece with 
dark crimson-copper bronzing and lustrous surfaces. A 
small carbon spot is noted directly in front of Croghans 
collar. The last of the War of 1812 medals to be authorized 
and struck, 23 years after the event memorialized, displays 
a dramatic overview of the Battle of Fort Stephenson at 
Sandusky, Ohio. 
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31 1814 Major General Edmund P. Gaines Medal. Bronze. 
65 mm. Julian MI-13. MS-62BN (NGC). Cleaned once 
long ago and now largely toned back to light olive brown 
on the obverse. Traces of unnatural orange red remain in 
the right field, and more extensively on the reverse. A bit 
imperfect, but really not unattractive in hand as the medal is 
sharp, the toning is pleasing and there are no serious marks. 
The original dies were completed in 1822, with the gold 
presentation medal struck in May 1824. According to Julian, 
a new die was made in 1884, but this has the appearance of 
being from original dies.

Just a few minor marks, though 
none is individually distracting. According to Julian, the 
future President took exception to the reverse design of the 
medal, preferring a battle scene instead of that proposed. He 
was overruled by Judge Hopkinson at the War Department, 
and the gold medal was struck in May 1824. Likely the 
original dies, but struck later in the 19th century.

Richly bronzed, with reflective surfaces displaying 
abundant multicolored iridescence. Slight cabinet friction is 
evident upon close inspection, as are microscopic hairlines 
from an ancient cleaning. 


34 1815 Major General Andrew Jackson Medal. Bronze. 65 
mm. Julian MI-15. MS-65BN (NGC). A beautiful medal 
with dark mahogany bronze surfaces flecked with deep 
reddish tan. Satiny and very attractive with only trivial 
patina breaks on the highest points of relief. Moritz Furst 
likely finished the dies in late 1822, with the gold medal 
being struck in March 1824. According to Julian, the gold 
medal was discovered in a pawn shop and is fortunately now 
preserved in the collection of the ANS. This appears to be a 
late strike from the original dies, which were still in use as of 
1885, according to Charles Barber. Small rim cuds are noted 
on the reverse.

Beautiful surfaces with some 
faint brushing lines in the surface oils, but essentially pristine 
surfaces otherwise. Somewhat reflective in the fields in nice 
contrast to the razor sharp devices that have a more satin 
finish. A simply superb example of this beautiful work of 
medallic art. The dies were cut by Moritz Furst in the early 
1820s, and the reverse had to be done twice as the first one 
prepared broke during the hardening process and was never 
used. The original gold medal was struck December 1824 
and, according to Julian, the original dies were still being 
used for restrikes as of 1885.

Furst, who did much contract work for the Mint, is another 
prime candidate for a book-length study.

MOONEY, on the ribbon below the 
palmetto tree. Light silver gray surfaces display attractive 
highlights of rose and blue iridescence. Though somewhat 
hairlined and handled, considerable prooflike character 
remains in the fields, and the overall eye appeal is quite 
nice. In 1858 the state of South Carolina authorized gold 
and silver medals to be presented to the officers and men 
of the Palmetto Regiment for their participation in the 
Mexican-American War battles of Vera Cruz, Contreras, 
Churubusco, Chapultepec and Carita de Belen. The medals 
were actually struck in 1850 in Charleston. It is believed 
that 882 specimens were awarded, 68 in gold for the officers 
and 814 in silver for the non-commissioned offers and 
enlisted men.

Matte finish medium gray 
surfaces with some deeper steel patina on the rims and 
interior high points. The first of the Preble medals were 
struck in 1806, including the gold one and, reportedly, 
200 in copper. The dies were put into storage at the Navy 
Department. They were returned to the mint in 1820 so 
that more medals could be struck to fulfill the Navy’s own 
request for 50 additional in silver and 50, presumably in 
bronze though the term “composition” was used. The dies 
were again returned to the Navy Department. They were 
rediscovered in 1872 after having been thought lost, and 
returned to the Mint where further examples were struck. A 
new reverse dated 1884 was prepared, as was a new obverse 
at some uncertain date, but certainly by 1886. This was 
struck from those copy dies.

The eventually fatal die crack 
extends through the reverse exergue up and into the smoke 
coming from the forward port guns of the USS United States.

A few tiny nicks, but the 
eye appeal is quite excellent, the medal appearing very much 
pristine without the aid of magnification to find the trivial 
imperfections. A large rim cud on the reverse extends from 
the lower left point of the leftmost cloud upward to over the 
R in HORAE.

1. Lustrous silvery gray with some areas of light toning, 
particularly behind and below Adams’ portrait bust. Some 
minor surface marks are seen, along with areas of inherent 
granular texture at HN of JOHN. Fissures and irregularities 
create a somewhat crude look, not unusual considering how 
many cliches the Philadelphia Mint was making at this era 
(few) or how long this was intended to exist (not very long at 
all). 

The John Adams Indian Peace medal portrait die was 
attributed to Moritz Furst when first described by Franklin 
Peale in 1841, two years after Furst departed the United States 
and ended his career as an American medal engraver. Julian 
theorized that the die was probably produced as an addition 
to the Indian Peace medal series during the presidency of his 
son John Quincy Adams, and we cannot quibble with the fact 
that his 1825 to 1829 tenure coincided with some of Furst s 
best work. At some point after this obverse was catalogued by 
Peale, the die left the US Mint and ended up in the collection 
of Joseph J. Mickley. Though catalogued for sale in an 1878 
auction, the die was sold privately back to the Mint and 


returned to use thereafter, producing the now familiar bronze 
51 mm medals with a Peace and Friendship reverse. 

In his 1861 work on national medals, James Ross Snowden 
described the very rare cliches taken from the Adams die: 
“the die was never hardened, nor was there any reverse. A 
few copies [i.e. strikes] were taken in soft metal. Engraved by 
Furst.” While Julian speculates these soft metal productions 
were likely made outside the Mint by Mickley, that begs the 
questions of how then Snowden would have known about 
them and why they are so different in fabric from other likely 
Mickley productions (like the 1804 and 1823 cent restrikes). 
It seems far more likely that they were produced at the Mint, 
or at least in the era when the die was first produced, as their 
production fabric matches other cliches struck in the pre- 
1850s era. Needless to say, the fact that the texture of this one 
is identical to the cliche from the unfinished die (offered in 
the next lot) suggests that both were made at about the same 
time, namely when the die was brand new. 

Missing from most major medal collections, current or past, 
Carl Carlson found only one auction offering of a tin IP-1, 
almost certainly the 1979 sale of the lot that follows. 



54 (C. 1820s?) John Adams Indian Peace medal die trial from 
the unfinished obverse die. Tin, uniface, 51.9 mm. As Julian 
IP-1. Lustrous and well preserved, with an attractive silvery 
gray surface. This piece shows few marks but does display 
a few natural flaws around Adams’ profile suggestive of the 
planchet’s crude manufacture (and how unusual making a 51 
mm tin planchet was at the Mint in this era. The portrait is 
well impressed, and the multi-step rim is present in the same 
form as on the standard production pieces from this die, but 
no legends are present and many raised lines in the fields have 


not yet been polished out. The blank reverse is smooth and 
even but for an area of crystalline texture. The edge is plain 
but for some fairly crude finishing or file marks. A fascinating 
piece, showing an earlier state than the previous specimen but 
essentially the same fabric or texture. Studied together, they 
provide a good lesson into the why and how of cliche or soft 
medal trial production.

A perfectly lovely 
example of this rare silver Peace Medal, obviously among 
those awarded and worn. Pleasing medium to dark gray 
mottling over both sides, with some light hairlines. One 
scratch is easily seen just above Pierces head, while other 
lighter ones are scattered about alongside numerous other 
small nicks and marks. Though typically such marks are seen 
as negative in terms of quality, Indian Peace medals are nearly 
unique in the respect that such marks can simultaneously 
increase desirability through their identification of a piece 
actually worn by a Native recipient. This is a piece that was 
used for its intended purpose. It lived the history, so to speak, 
and bears the marks to prove it. 


The Pierce medals were issued in two sizes, the typical large 
or First Size of 76 mm, and this Second Size. The dies for 
both were accomplished by Salathiel Ellis and Joseph Willson 
outside of the Mint, and delivered to the institution in late 
May, 1855. According to Julian, Mint records indicate that 140 
examples were originally struck in this size, with 22 of them 
melted and used for the initial James Buchanan medals. While 
this suggests that the medal would be readily available with 
more than 100 pieces presumably distributed, this is far from 
the case. This issue was represented in the NASCA sale of the 
Kessler-Spangenberger Collections in 1981, our offerings of 
the David Dreyfuss Collection (1986) and the Chris Schenkel 
Collection (1990) by only a single specimen. Another 
appeared in our Tree Many Feathers sale in November 2001, 
two were in the Ford Collection and we have seen two more 
since. This one is a new example, but it would seem that the 
number known is probably still only a dozen, or even fewer.

This example had (as did nearly all the 
Buchanan Indian Peace medals produced for the public), 
the older reverse with a settler explaining the benefits of 
civilization to a Native American instead of the then current 
“Indian Scalping” design used on medals actually presented 
to Native Americans. In the context of the Indian Peace 
medal series, that used here is rare and unusual. The dies are 
by Salathiel Ellis (obverse) and Joseph Willson (reverse). 

Buchanan is a sorry figure in the lineup of presidents. 
Inaugurated on March 4, 1857, he found himself working 
with a Congress that was sharply divided on the question of 
slavery. He attempted to please both the North and South 
factions and failed to please either side.

In this sale we have elected to order the Washington Medals in accordance with the listings found in Neil Musante’s 
excellent reference, Medallic Washington, published by Spink in 2016. This marks a departure from a very long tra¬ 
dition of using the numbering system created by William Spohn Baker, in 1885. Baker’s work was among the great 
numismatic references of its time, an effort to not just list but to categorize all of the known portrait medals of 
Washington. His work built on efforts of others to be sure, but what set his apart was the goal of providing not only 
a list but an arrangement that would aid the collector in understanding the series. It rightfully became the standard 
reference. 

Where Baker organized the medals largely by theme, Musante has endeavored to order them by chronology, an ap¬ 
proach that will perhaps make the series more accessible to today’s collector. In doing so, he adds a new element of 
temporal context to the medals with respect to how Washington was viewed in his life and celebrated in medallic 
form for nearly a century after his passing. This includes, by default, consideration of the portraiture, the original 
sources used, artisans who put them to steel, and events that revived the use of Washington’s image and name. 

Medallic Washington includes new original research by the author who studied numerous major collections and 
probably hundreds of auction sales in an effort to better understand the material at hand. The reference is beautifully 
illustrated and includes sizes, compositions, other reference numbers and estimates of rarity with specific notes as to 
numbers known or reported struck, where available. 

Collectors have commented that this book has revitalized personal interest in this series, one client even mentioning 
that this book “lives on the nightstand.” It covers all known Washington medals from 1777 to 1890. This will become 
the new standard reference for the series and likely will be for a long time to come. It is highly recommended to any¬ 
one interested in Washington medals.

Beautiful deep tan and olive brown with faded orange and 
gold undertones on the obverse that are the last vestiges of 
the original color, a feature rarely seen on this medal. Both 
sides exhibit subtle steel mottling and the reverse is a bit 
more deeply toned overall. Nice luster and beautifully struck 
with crisp detail throughout. Clear evidence of double 
striking on the obverse. A bit of spalling is seen at the central 
reverse, as typical for the issue, and the rims are rough in 
places which is also a common feature of the bronze Voltaire 
medals. One of the finest examples we have seen in some 
time, perhaps since the Choice Uncirculated example we 
sold in Ford, Part II, in 2004. 

This is considered the first Washington portrait medal, a 
piece that inaugurated what would become a vast array of 
medals and tokens struck in honor of George Washington. 
By the 1850s, enough different types had been produced 
that collecting them had become very much in vogue, with 
prized specimens bringing extraordinary sums for the time, 
especially when compared to contemporary sales of classic 
American rarities such as 1792 half dismes, and the like. 
Though it may be the first portrait medal, the source of this 
portrait is unknown and it certainly bears little resemblance 
to George Washington. Almost certainly, medalists in 
England or France, the most likely countries of origin 
for this medal, had not seen good depictions of General 
Washington as of 1777, so the portrait was designed in the 
style of a classical figure, that of Roman senator.

Semi-reflective mahogany bronzing is evenly applied to 
both sides of this attractive medal. Some contact marks are 
evident on the obverse, the single notable one over the letter 
S in WASHINGTON. This piece was struck from the 1859 
dies created at the behest of Colonel James Ross Snowden 
during the height of the Washingtoniana craze. By 1904 a 
total of 303 examples had been struck from the replacement 
dies. Specimens produced after that time have the modern 
sandblast appearance.

Relatively even light pewter gray on both sides. Scattered 
ancient scratches and abrasions are noted on both sides, 
with one in the left obverse field and a small series at the 
rim after WASHINGTON being the most notable. A gentle 
rim bump is also noted over RG of GEORGE. Other marks 
are far more subtle and none could be considered all that 
unusual for a white metal piece of this age and this grade. 
This is to say, as rare as this is, much can be forgiven. 

There has been quite a bit of confusion over the assignment 
of varieties to this issue. Neil Musante has broken what 
has been traditionally called Baker-66 into three distinct 
varieties, and at least one more is known. For so many 
combinations to exist it is quite remarkable that the general 
type is as rare as it is. The Norwebs owned two, representing 
two different varieties. The same was true of John Ford. 
Combined, they owned three of the four versions. The fourth 
is plated in the Rulau-Fuld revision of Medallic Portraits of 
Washington , 1999. On this variety, WASHINGTON ends 
about level with the base of the shoulder on the portrait. The 
reverse is easily identified by the position of the 1 in the date 
to the S in RESIGNED, which us directly under the left foot 
of the S. This combination is Musantes 1st Obverse and 1st 
Reverse.

When we sold the 
Ford holdings, this piece was catalogued as an unpublished 
variant. As noted in the description above, the Baker-66 
medals have now been recategorized into four different 


dies and combinations, three of which are included in 
Neil Musante s 2016 reference, Medallic Washington.

lovely medal with a slight greenish olive cast to its otherwise 
glossy deep pewter gray surfaces. Light gray highlights of 
more pristine metal may be seen through the legends and 
outlining the portrait. One small nick in the left obverse field 
would be ideal for plate-matching, while some irregularities 
around the rims are apparently as made. A bit of light residue 
is noted at the upper right of the reverse, but it does not seem 
threatening in any way. Overall, the eye appeal is superb and 
the relief is sharp and glossy. William S. Baker was aware of 
only a single variant of the rare Resumed Command medal 
in 1885, his B-67. The catalogue number B-67A used for 
this type was assigned by George Fuld in his 1965 reprint 
of the original Baker reference where this specific medal 
was also plated. It can be most easily distinguished as a 
different obverse by the positions of the letters. On this piece, 
WASH of WASHINGTON are directly over the head of the 
portrait., whereas usually the head divides the GEORGE and 
WASHINGTON. There are other small differences as well, 
most notably the shape of the truncation. This piece seems to 
have been turned up by Wayte Raymond, but where is unclear. 
It is plated in his 1940 work The Early Medals of Washington 
as number 12. Its next appearance is in George Fuld’s article 
published in the 1964 Lake Erie Exonumist Bulletin, Vol. 1, No. 
1, p. 5, where he first presents this as a newly discovered variant 
of Baker-67. In the article, Fuld identifies it as being in his 


own collection, having been acquired from Wayte Raymond 
who is said to have gotten in from the W.W.C. Wilson sale. We 
can assume that Fuld s direct source is reliable considering the 
1940 plate by Raymond, but the Wilson sale example is also 
plated and is not this variety. It is the piece we sold as part 
of the Norweb Collection in November 2006, lot 2062. The 
provenance error seems to have morphed further by 1965. In 
the Baker reprint, Fuld noted the following at Baker-67: “Four 
known...Fifth specimen (Fuld or Raymond) has a different 
obverse. See ‘Lake Erie Exonumist Bulletin,’ Vol. I, No. 1, p. 
5 (1964).” While this note clearly identifies this as a unique 
variety, it also inserts a curious uncertainty as to the source 
in the language, “Fuld or Raymond.” In the Russell Rulau- 
George Fuld revision of Baker, (1999 edition), it was indicated 
that an example of B-67A was in the Smithsonian Collection, 
which we have not been able to confirm but have reason to 
doubt since Fuld himself noted in 1964 that the Smithsonian 
example was the usual Baker-67, and “probably the poorest 
condition piece in the cabinet). Further, Neil Musante studied 
the Smithsonian Collection and made no mention of this 
variety being included. If the Smithsonian does indeed have 
an example this would make two specimens known. If they 
do not, the present one is unique as far as we are aware. Either 
way it is a great rarity and a important opportunity for any 
collector of early American or Washington medals.

The devices 
are sharp, and both sides present deep reddish-copper patina 
with hints of reflectivity to an otherwise satin texture. A few 
minor contact marks are noted on both sides. These large and 
impressive medals were struck on cast planchets and, while 
casting pits are always present on survivors, none on this piece 
are distracting. Indeed, the overall appearance of this medal is 
outstanding with just one tiny edge nick on the reverse noted 
for accuracy. For many years this has been one of the most 
popular and desired pieces in the Washington series. It is one 
of the most elaborately engraved as well. 

Washingtons portrait by English engraver Thomas Webb 
is exceptional, and his draped breastplate of armor is finely 
appointed. The depiction of Washington in this attire is 
a powerful sentimental statement, and the legends are 
supportive. However, at the reverse center a Native American 
dejectedly stands, surrounded by THIS LAND WAS OURS, a 


simple statement that acknowledges those who would stand 
to lose the most as the “innumerable millions yet unborn” 
would “venerate the memory of the man who obtained their 
country’s freedom.” It is interesting that the Native American 
figure is nearly an identical copy of that seen on the reverse of 
the 1775 William Penn Deeds of Peace medal, Betts-531. It is 
as if the Eccleston medal is, in part, a response to that medal, 
illustrating a stark contrast in the perceived British treatment 
of the Native American peoples to that which the Americans 
would levy now that Washington had set them free to carry 
on as they pleased, without the direction of the Motherland. 

By Eccleston’s own account, he spent time in America in 
the late 18th century and was Washingtons guest at Mount 
Vernon. After Washingtons death, Eccleston expressed 
his “admiration” in a most curious way. He commissioned 
Thomas Webb (active circa 1804-1827) to cut the dies for the 
medal here offered.

The planchets 
for these large pieces were, of necessity, cast, and specimens 


normally exhibit porous surfaces. That natural planchet 
porosity is present on this piece, to a minor degree — more 
so on the reverse than the obverse. Typical die crack at 
center right of the reverse. As noted above, Quaker eccentric 
Daniel Eccleston combined his admiration of Washington 
with his lifelong advocacy of Native American rights in this 
bold design, which depicts Washington in medieval armor 
juxtaposed with a nearly naked Native American.

Counterstamp EF, Host 
Coin VF. Rare. This is one of the most famous, most desired 
counterstamps in American history. Only rarely is one of this 
superb quality offered. For the specialist in early American 
coppers, here is a showpiece par excellence! 

The dies for Joseph Lewis’s Washington - Lafayette medalet 
are here neatly impressed into an 1822 large cent. This is 
an especially appealing example of this elusive type with 
bold portraits and legends all around. Of interest is that on 
opposite sides of the rim, at about 1 o’clock and 7 o’clock, grip 
marks are still visible from the tongs or pliers that were used 
to hold the coin as it was held in place for the counterstriking. 

This piece is one of the rarer items issued in honor of Lafayette’s 
1824 to 1825 tour of America during which he was feted with 
celebrations and parades in all 24 states of the Union. At that 
time, approaching our country’s 50th anniversary, he was 
received with acclaim as the last surviving Revolutionary War 
commander, and the business of producing various souvenirs 
as he travelled throughout the country was brisk. The dies 


used to produce this counter stamp were originally cut to 
strike tiny 14.5 mm medalets that were worn suspended from 
a length of ribbon or mounted into more ornate pendants 
to be worn at parades, balls, dinners and other events along 
Lafayette’s route. All of these are scarce to rare. At some point 
these medal dies were used to produce counterstamps on 
various coins dated from 1820 to 1824, and they are, as a class, 
of even greater rarity than the medals. 

In addition to Lafayette’s prominent role in the American 
Revolution, the American ideals of independence and 
democracy he fought for returned with him to France, and 
Lafayette became a key figure in the French Revolution of 
1789 and the July Revolution of 1830. Lafayette’s regard for 
America is perhaps best revealed in the name he chose for his 
son — Georges Washington de Lafayette — and in the fact 
that when he died in 1834 he was buried in Paris, but under 
soil he had brought back with him from Bunker Hill. For his 
accomplishments in the service of the two countries he loved 
he is sometimes known as “The Hero of the Two Worlds.”

In their 
revised edition of Bakers Medallic Portraits of Washington, 
Russell Rulau and George Fuld included this medal noting 
that it was “unknown to William S. Baker in his 1885 
opus.” They further commented that a copper example was 
reported but unconfirmed. Most likely, the fact that it does 
not bear a portrait was central to Baker having left it out 
of his work, as he participated in the Bushnell sale where 
one was offered and he would certainly have been aware of 
it. The assertion that a copper example had been reported 
but not confirmed, right alongside mention of the Garrett 
specimen which was copper and from these dies, defies 
explanation. It would seem that there are at least two known 
in copper from these dies. The first is the aforementioned 
Bushnell-Garrett specimen, and the other is this piece which 
is clearly a different one. Examples from these dies are also 
known in silver and white metal, though all are very rare. A 
second variety of this medal also exists (Musante GW-159). 
It is of cruder style, seemingly of equal rarity and known 
only in copper. John J. Ford owned five Canel medals, one 
in each of the three compositions from these dies (including 
the Garrett piece mentioned above) and two of the cruder 
styled pieces. However, they are rarely offered.

Scattered marks 
and light hairlines commensurate with the grade are a bit 
magnified by the reflectivity, but for a silver medal awarded 
to a non-numismatist, this piece is in excellent condition. 
Many of these were carried, polished or otherwise harshly 
treated by their recipients who, though they valued the 
award highly, might not have held equal respect for the 
medals themselves or considered that future owners would 
give a thought to the condition of the surfaces. Hand 
engraved on the reverse to “Ewd. Stewart / for best case

Within the Masonic 
elements of the reverse, the upper right globe appears abraded, 
as do parts of the rightmost wreath and legends. These features 
are as made. This medal is overstruck over an example of the 
slightly more common Non Nobis Solum medal with the first 
obverse (Musante GW-309), and the abrasions are simply 
filing marks on the host that did not strike out. Evidence of the 
overstrike may be seen on the reverse just to the left of the top 
of the central pillar, where the H of WASHINGTON from the 
obverse of the host will be found. Additional evidence is the 
partly serrated rims, which was a feature of the host. A very 
rare medal which seems to be a virtual twin to the one plated 


in the Musante reference. Indeed, that piece was erroneously 
noted as the Garrett medal, which is, in fact, this one. It is also 
worth mentioning that the Musante plate also shows evidence 
of the partial rim serrations, so we suspect that both medals 
are overstruck on Non Nobis Solum hosts. Musante reports 
three examples known of this medal, and Rulau and Fuld 
were unable to locate a specimen to plate in their revision of 
Baker. Charles Bushnell also owned one, which was bought 
by Frossard in the sale of his collection in June 1882. It is 
interesting that two century-old appearances of this medal 
we know of were in the same year, yet the Chapmans were 
unaware of the appearance of this medal two months before 
they catalogued Bushnells as “unique?”.

The obverse 
retains considerable original red, which is as unusual as it is 
appealing. The reverse has mellowed to medium chocolate 
brown, though hints of faded red and accents of pale blue 
iridescence are noted. A few old spots are scattered about, but 
considering the excellent condition and eye appeal otherwise, 
even a discerning collector might find these easily forgivable. 
Among the most well known of Bolens medals, this piece 
has long been considered an essential entry into specialized 
collections of George Washington medals, in addition. It is 
arguably one of the finest products within this specialty from 
the Civil War era, a period in which collecting such pieces 


was fevered. This issue is widely known to have been struck 
in silver, copper and white metal, all with very low mintages.

Washington Inaugural Buttons 


Washington tokens and medals formed an important part of the collecting repertoire of America’s first numismatists. 
With few United States coins yet struck, medals and tokens were eagerly pursued by collectors of the 1850s and 1860s. 

Material relating to George Washington was especially popular, beginning with pieces struck abroad and in the United 
States during his lifetime. A great flowering of later Washington issues took place around 1857, featuring the work 
of U.S. Mint engravers and private medalists such as Robert Lovett Jr. of Confederate cent fame, his prolific brother 
George Hampden Lovett, John Adams Bolen of Springfield, Joseph Merriam of Boston, William H. Key and many 
others. 

Also popularly collected are the political buttons struck on the occasions of George Washington’s two presidential in¬ 
augurations, 1789 and 1793. The late J. Harold Cobb was one of the leading collectors of this material and in 1963, he 
published the fruits of his research in “George Washington Inaugural Buttons and Medalets 1789 & 1793.” Mr. Cobb 
died in 1968 and his collection passed first to his son, and then to his family, who kept it intact. Its contents had not 
been examined by anyone outside the family and it was generally unknown to collectors until presented at auction by 
Stack’s in their Americana sale of January 2003. The J. Harold Cobb collection was notable not only for the rarity of 
its contents, but also for the outstanding condition of the pieces. Now a handful of those rarities are showcased again 
today in the pages that follow.

Julian-Keusch AC-22. Extremely Fine. The reverse with an 
image of a medieval assayer by George Morgan, which was 
replaced, on the regular Assay Commission medals for the 
year, with the old reverse inscribed ANNUAL / ASSAY and 
the date within a wreath. This rare pattern is only known in 
Silver and Copper, so this Lead (or it may be some tin-based 
white metal) example is an unlisted variety. An interesting 
aspect of this medal is that there appear to be two large semi¬ 
circular die breaks in the lower left quadrant of the obverse 
- a die state not noted on the pieces struck in harder metals. 
There seems to be little or no actual wear, but the surfaces 
are so affected by oxidation that it is difficult to say. The 
entire surface of the medal appears grainy or pebbled, and 
the surface of the metal has actually flaked away on some 
of the higher elements of the design. While this piece has 
definite condition problems, many collectors will feel that 
this is more than made up for by its rarity. We have found no 
mention of this medal struck in this composition, so it may 
well be the only specimen in existence.

The obverse surface quality is 
excellent, with no individual blemishes of note, however there 
is an overall darker appearance on this side resulting from 
the mint-applied finish showing some slight deterioration 
over the fields and on Roosevelts rugged bust. A truly 
insignificant speck before Washingtons neck is the sole 
defect on the reverse, which otherwise displays an extremely 
pleasing light olive-brown patina. Julian and Keusch (Medals 
of the United States Assay Commission 1860-1977 ) state that 


this is “one of the rarest of all modern Assay medals, and is 
the subject of strong competition amongst collectors.” Part 
of that competition is due to the actual rarity of the piece, but 
an equally important factor is the use of portraits of George 
Washington on one side and Franklin Roosevelt on the other 
— each of whom has a strong and active collector base. Julian 
and Keusch also note that the medals actually presented to 
commission members were inscribed on the edge with an 
incuse ANNUAL ASSAY 1936, and this specimen has that 
edge inscription. Clearly the present offering is a rare and 
important one that deserves serious consideration among 
specialists. 
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152 1946 U.S. Assay Commission Medal. Bronze. 51 mm. 
By Laura Gardin Fraser and John R. Sinnock. JK AC-91. 
Rarity-7. MS-63 (NGC). This is a particularly scarce Assay 
Commission medal that features George Washington and 
Mount Vernon. Inscribed, in part, UNITED STATES / ASSAY 
COMMISSION 1946 / 154TH ANNUAL SESSION. At the 
time this medal was produced, the common assumption was 
that the Commission had been meeting annually since 1792 
(other than 1817 when no assay was held) making this the 
154th Assay Commission meeting. However, more recent 
research has shown that while the Assay was proposed in 
1792, the first meeting did not actually take place until 1797, 
which would make the 1946 Assay the 149th, not 154th, 
meeting. The obverse portrait is adapted from Laura Gardin 
Frasers 1932 Washington Bicentennial Mint medal. The 


reverse design was recycled, as well, this time using the same 
view of Mount Vernon that had been used on the 1932 Assay 
Commission medal. 

The obverse exhibits slightly mottled light olive-brown with 
some rubbing on the high points of the portrait. The reverse 
is somewhat crisper, with more even patina. The NGC holder 
notes George J. Kloepfer, but does not state if his name is 
engraved on the rim, which is obscured by the plastic. 

Laura Gardin, a pupil of James Earle Fraser, became his wife. 
The duo is perhaps best remembered for their design of the 
1928 Oregon Trail Memorial commemorative half dollar. 
On her own, Laura produced many medals including for the 
Society of Medalist series.

The die was recut 
to read March 23 to adjust for the change, with all later 
pieces bearing the new date. The few known pieces with the 
original date are typically worn and/or impaired, perhaps 
because with the date change they had no real purpose, 
and since they were struck on large cent planchets were 
tempting to spend, fitting in among the Hard Times tokens 
in everyday circulation at the time. The present example is 
far superior to most, with uniform medium brown toning 
and few minor contact marks noted. An important offering 
for the specialist in any grade - and this specimen is among 
the finest known.

Just four originals are known of this highly 
important medallic work, from dies executed by Augustin 
Dupre, and many years can pass between offerings. Indeed, 
we are aware of no offerings between the sale of the Charles 
Bushnell example in 1882 and its reappearance in the Garrett 
sales in 1981-nearly a century without an opportunity! The 
most recent to sell publicly was in our October 2015 sale 


where one brought $188,000. As a result of the great rarity of 
the originals, examples such as this one from Charles Barbers 
fine 1876 copy dies, enjoy great demand and are rightfully 
prized, especially in the fine condition seen here.

Further research by Bob Mueller, 
president of the Cornish Colony Museum, relates that this was 
most probably chiefly the work of Grimes under the critical 
tutelage of Saint-Gaudens. These medals were awarded by 
the Association to eighth grade and high school students for 


competitive essays on Civil Service Reform; later awards of 
this medal were made by other organizations. This medal is 
awarded to student CHARLES HOLT GOULD in the reverse 
cartouche, and the edge is marked GORHAM CO at the 6 
o’clock position relative to the obverse. A man by that name 
comes up in an online search, having been born in Webster, 
MA in 1893 and died in 1957. Brighter antique tan bronze 
patina that is different from others seen. A rare medal that is 
more difficult to find than its academic award nature might 
indicate, as it is collected by Saint-Gaudens, art medal and 
Massachusetts buffs alike; its rarity has been verified by price 
realizations as much as $10,000 for top quality pieces.

The completion of the first Atlantic Cable between 
Newfoundland and Ireland through the efforts of Cyrus West 
Field of Stockbridge, Massachusetts triggered an explosion of 
worldwide celebration. In August 1858 this to Americans what 
the Moon landing would be in the next century. Newspapers 
and magazines were filled with articles and illustrations of 
celebrations. Disappointment followed when the cable parted 
after a brief period of service, sending Field “back to the 
drawing board” to complete yet another cable in 1867.

the Abraham Lincoln Assassination Conspiracy. Also of note 
was his participation in what was called “Seward s Folly” - the 
then very controversial purchase of Alaska from Russia for 
24 an acre. Bois Durci, an early plastic intended to simulate 
wood, was a mixture of animal blood and sawdust that was 
developed by Frenchman Charles LePage in the 1850 s. This 
material is best known to numismatists through a series of 
wall plaques of famous personages of the day.

This is a very rare piece that purports to be an awarded medal to the 
famed Bolivian geographer Ballivian, but apparently this specimen was retained by Tiffany — it seems his middle name is misspelled 
(Vicente, not Vincente), which may be the reason this medal was not given to the award winner. Ballivian s obituary includes mention of 
this medal first among the lengthy list of medals he received. There were actually two recipients of this medal in 1917, the second year it 
was awarded: the other was Theodore Roosevelt. Only 32 specimens have been presented to various notables in the world of geography, 
including Admiral Richard Byrd (1929) and Lincoln Ellsworth (1936), the South Pole explorer who also happened to be the son of famed 
numismatist Col. James Ellsworth. A very rare medal, and a much more convenient example of Borglums sculptural skills to collect than 
say, Mount Rushmore or Stone Mountain! It is one of the most important, and rarest, of the few medallic commissions completed by 
Borglum.

Ellsworth Bunker (1894-1984) was a noted businessman and 
diplomat, a two-time recipient of the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom with Distinction which, along with the comparable 
Congressional Gold Medal, is the highest civilian award of the 
United States. It recognizes those people who have made “an 
especially meritorious contribution to the security or national 
interests of the United States, world peace, cultural or other 
significant public or private endeavors.” Bunker also served 
as ambassador to several countries, including South Vietnam, 
where he was a noted proponent of American intervention 
under presidents Johnson and Nixon — during which time he 
was awarded this medal.

The following blurb outlining the rescue of the Carioca and 
the awarding of these State Department gold medals appeared 
in the New York Times of May 21, 1921: “Washington, May 
20. On behalf of President Harding and the Government 
of the United States, the State Department is forwarding to 
the British Foreign Office, through the American Embassy 
at London, for distribution, testimonials which have been 
awarded to master and second officer and certain members of 
the crew of the British steamer Agapenor for their heroism in 
rescuing the crew of the American barkentine Carioca of New 
Orleans off the coast of Crete last January. In recognition of 
the services rendered by the rescuers, a gold watch and chain 
is being awarded to James W. Clark, master of the Agapenor; a 
first-grade binocular to P. Purkiss, second officer, and medals 
to W. Wiles, boatswain; T. Keans, lamp trimmer; R. Russell, 
carpenter; A. Watkins, J. Hayden, W. Graham, W. White, A. 
Lawrence and T. Arnold, seamen. Each of the testimonials 
bears an engraved statement of the circumstances of the 
rescue. At 4.45pm on Jan. 23 the Agapenor sighted the 
Carioca, with seven feet of water in her hold, the pumps 
choked and much of the rigging lost. The Carcioca had 
been in a hopeless condition for three days, and was rolling 
violently in the trough of the sea, with waves breaking over 
her. The wind was increasing in violence, with a fast-rushing 
sea. Under these conditions, all on board the Carioca were 
rescued.”

Superb eye appeal and condition, which is a bit remarkable 
for a medal of this size. According to Julian, three gold 
medals were struck for the intended recipients in 1868, and 
further impressions in bronze were first made available to 
the public in February 1875.

The fields 
are prooflike and remarkably free from the contact marks 
and edge dings so often seen on large medals of this relatively 
soft composition.

Apparently in Charleston, like some other 
expositions, the gold medal winners could have their medals 
struck in gold if they were willing to pay the value of the 
metal. It seems the very successful firm of Henry Disston & 
Sons opted for the prestige of having their 6.3 ounce medal 
struck from pure gold. This is the only one of these medals 
struck in gold that we have seen. A rare and significant 
bidding opportunity.

A delightful 
example of this well known and highly prized issue, believed 
the first medal to depict baseball being played. Some 
faint hairlines and minor spots are detected under close 
examination, but overall the eye appeal is very pleasant. 
Generous red remains around the legends and central motif on 


the obverse. The reverse is deeper bronze with pale blue-green 
accents. Clearly double struck on the reverse, but narrowly so. 
Just 75 are believed to have been struck in copper, the scarcest 
and most attractive of the two compositions seen as the white 
metal pieces often appear grainy and rough.

A couple of tiny flecks are noted 
under magnification and a very small lamination may be 
seen at the G of SPRINGFIELD. Excellent quality and very 
attractive. As with the copper examples, 75 are reported to 
have been struck in Brass, with the possibility of a few more 
by Edwards.

Called Tin 
by NGC on their grading holder, which composition Bolen 
is reported to have only struck a single piece in. However, 
Musante notes that Kline struck examples in a tough white 
metal alloy called “albitinum,” which Kline himself claimed 
“is as white and nearly as hard as silver, and can scarcely be 
distinguished from the same; it is warranted not to tarnish 
or become dull, but will always keep as fine as when first 
struck from the dies.” This piece is identified as being from 
the Q. David Bowers Collection on the grading holder. 
While we did have one in tin in his reference collection sold 
in January 2011, it was a different specimen.

Boldly struck, with no evidence 
of the undertype seen on the obverse, while the central 
shield, several stars around it, and a few letters of the legend 
of the E. Ivins merchant card (Miller Pa-232) can be seen on 
the reverse. Bolen reported 14 in brass, while the American 
Journal of Numismatics reported only one.

Lustrous and beautifully struck, with 
virtually no marks worthy of mention beyond one minor 
spot near the date. The dies were executed by Bolen in 1869, 
and are reported to have been canceled and given to the 
Boston Numismatic Society. Bolens own example, now in 
the ANS collection is marked on the edge “40 Struck,” which 
is the source for the believed mintage in this composition. 
The number in silver has variously been reported as two 
or three examples, with five more in Brass. Though copper 
examples are the largest in number, they are also the most 
similar to the famous original Clinton Copper which is both 
extremely rare and extremely expensive, thus they have an 
added layer of desirability.

A. Ramsay McCoy, but neither the medals nor dies appeared 
in the sale of his collection in 1918. Musante s first record for 
a struck piece was in Woodwards 33rd sale, December 1880.

Musante JAB W-4, GW-691. Baker-526. MS-62 (NGC). 

Bright prooflike surfaces have essentially retained their full 
brilliance save for where a bit of light handling has marred 
the open fields. A visually distinctive composition and very 
rare. Musante estimates just five examples in tin and three 
in copper. Indeed, they rarely appear for sale and Musante 
was unable to locate one to image for his references, either 
for that on Bolen medals or his recent work on Washington 
medals, using composite images instead.

Bold blue 
steel toning over deep mahogany brown copper with traces 
of fiery orange in the deeper recesses. Beautifully executed 
in high relief, and fully struck. Double striking is evident on 
the Lincoln side, which has suffered a die break that bisects 
it. Prooflike and as attractive as it is rare. According to W. 
Elliot Woodwards cataloging of one in his 1880 Jenks sale, 
just five were struck in copper. This one is the plate piece in 
both Musantes Bolen reference and his recently published, 
Medallic Washington. An important opportunity for serious 
collectors of Bolen or Washington medals.

Woodward reported that just five copper 
examples were struck from these dies in his March 1879 sale 
catalogue. Extremely rare as such. This one is the Musante 
plate piece.

Muling of J.A. Bolen’s Soldier’s Fair and 
Joseph Merriam’s Parties Supplied at Short Notice dies. 
Tin. 28mm. Musante JAB W-16. MS-63 (NGC). Brilliant 
white metal surfaces with bold prooflike fields and satiny 
devices. A bit of handling is noted, commensurate with 
the grade, but only a couple of short scratches below FAIR 
are worthy of specific mention. Excellent eye appeal and 
extremely rare. Musante noted two appearances in this 
composition in Woodward sales 46 (1882) and 69 (1884), 
which could certainly have been the same example. Called 
by Musante “the most nonsensical combination in this 
group,” which seems fair, but it causes us to wonder if there 
was not some utilitarian purpose in such strikings beyond 
simple commercial interests which would seem to be small 
for a muling of this nature, in particular.

Antique copper and 
olive-brown blankets smooth satin surfaces; the obverse has 
glints of original color in the protected areas around some of 
the peripheral lettering.

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So-Called Dollars 


(1826) Erie Canal Completion Medal in Silver 
Featuring a Newly Discovered Reverse Die 
The Unique HK-1000a 



271 (1826) Erie Canal Completion Medal. Silver. 30.04 grams, 

44.0 mm, 2.4 mm thick. HK-1000a. Rarity-10 (Unique). 
First Reverse. MS-63 PL (NGC). When completed on 
October 26, 1825, the Erie Canal was an engineering marvel 
that was nearly four decades in the making, having first been 
proposed in the 1780s. The canal connected Buffalo and the 
Great Lakes in the west to Albany and the Hudson River in 
the east, and by extension to New York City and the Atlantic 
Ocean via the Hudson River. Its completion ushered in an era 
of economic, cultural and political prosperity in New York 
and specifically New York City, whose increasing importance 
as a port city outpaced those of competing ports along the 
eastern seaboard. The Canal was famous with bringing the 
agricultural products of the western interior to markets in 
the east, and bringing finished goods from the port of New 
York City to the interior, all the while slashing the cost of 
transportation by 95% from the usual overland routes. 

A medal befitting the national importance of the canals 
completion was authorized by the Common Council of 
New York City, which put its execution in the able hands 
of Archibald Robertson, a contemporary American artist. 
Detailed information about the medals is found in Robertsons 
report in the 1826 publication of An Account of the Grand 
Canal Celebration at New York November the Fourth 1825 , 
which itself is an appendix to Cadwallader Coldens 1825 
Memoir detailing the evolution of the Erie Canal. We learn 
that Robertson himself designed the medal, that iron and steel 
worker William Williams made the dies upon which famed 
medalist Charles Cushing Wright engraved the designs and 
Richard Trested punched the legends. The medals themselves 
were struck by Maltby Pelletreau of Pelletreau, Bennett 
and Cooke, Pelletreau being from a family of New York 
silversmiths dating back to colonial times. 


Robertson writes that “The first of my operations was to make 
an appropriate Device, intended for a Medal, to be worn by 
the guests of the Corporation [of the City of New York] on 
the joyful day; but time not permitting the execution of such 
a work as would be worthy of the occasion, it was resolved to 
have the Device engraved by a first-rate artist, and postpone the 
Medal to be executed at leisure...” A satin badge was created 
in lieu of the medals, using Robertsons design for the “device,” 
a version of which appears on the medals that were eventually 
struck. Robertson does not elucidate when the medals were 
actually made, which had to be sometime between the grand 
November 4, 1825 New York City celebration of the opening 
in the canal and the eyewitness account of a medal published 
in the April 25, 1826 issue of American Traveler, which was 
referenced in the August 10, 2003 issue of the E-Sylum. 

Most known Erie Canal medals are in Gold (HK-1001), Silver 
(HK-1000), or White Metal (HK-1, called “semi-metal” or 
“composition” in Robertsons report), all of which share the 
same obverse and reverse: 

Obverse 1: at left, Pan seated on an overflowing cornucopia 
representing the bounty of the Great Lakes and the western 
lands embraces Neptune, representing the connection to the 
waters of the Atlantic Ocean, the waves and the lighthouse of 
Sandy Hook (NJ) visible in the distance, the legend UNION 
OF ERIE WITH THE ATLANTIC is above, in exergue are R. 
DEL. and W. SC, abbreviations for “Robertson Designed It” 
and “Wright Sculpted It.” 

Reverse B (Second Reverse): arms of the State of New York 
at the center, the locks and aqueducts of the Erie Canal to the 
left, the harbor and city of New York to the right, the legends 
read ERIE CANAL COMM. 4 JULY 1817 COMP. 26 OCT. 
1825, in exergue C. C. WRIGHT SC. / 1826 / PRESENTED 
BY THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 
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Newly Discovered Reverse A

The present example in silver is a newly discovered die 
pairing, designated HK-1000a by NGC and sharing obverse 1 
as described above, but with a wholly different and previously 
unrecorded reverse: 

Reverse A (First Reverse): the new reverse design is similar 
in general outlines to Reverse B, but is greatly different in 
detail and execution, being generally bolder. The arms of New 
York are larger and lower in the field, the eagles wings are 
shown outstretched to left and right rather than its left wing 
shown pulled back, a large grassy area replaces all the exergual 
legends, hills now overlook the locks and aqueducts, which 
are fewer and at the right (rather than the left), and the New 
York City and harbor view is larger and now at the left, rather 
than the right. 

Interestingly enough, a close reading of Robertsons 
description of the medal reveals that it is a mixing of Reverses 
A and B. He seems to be describing Reverse A: “On the 
reverse is the Armorial Bearings of the State, the sole agent 
in the great work; on the right of which are appropriately 
represented Canal Aqueducts and Locks; and on the left is a 
view of the Harbor and City of New York.” But he goes on to 
detail the mottos and other legends that are on Reverse B, but 
his description of the orientation of the locks and New York 
City view are clearly that of Reverse A. He does not mention 
the medal being dated, which is more like Reverse A than 
B. Also interesting is that the supposed eyewitness account 
referenced above follows Robertsons description, and given 
the other details about the production of the medal published 
in that account, we surmise it was taken from Robertsons 
report and not from the medal itself. 

This newly discovered reverse A die of HK-1000a shows a 
clear bisecting crack from about 2 o’clock through the arms, 
ship and to the rim around 8 o’clock, the crack extending 
upward from the ship through ER of ERIE to the rim around 9 
o’clock. The die had clearly failed, and had to be removed from 
service early on, as no other survivors of this die combination 
have been reported since the medal’s creation nearly 200 
years ago. Both dies are sharp, unworn and prooflike on this 
medal, indicating that this is an early strike from fresh dies. 
We believe this discovery medal to be an early strike utilizing 
a reverse die whose failure required the execution of a new 
reverse die, Reverse B above, which is the one known to 
numismatics until now. The designs were slightly modified, 
and most importantly, a date, engraver and sponsor were 
added in the exergue. 

At some point in the production of the Erie Canal medals, 
the obverse die common to both die pairings cracked from 
Pan’s hand through his torso to the top of the cornucopia and 
beyond; as it is wholly absent on this newly discovered HK- 


1000a, HK-1000a must have been struck before the HK-1, 
HK-1000, and HK-1001, many of which show some signs of 
the die crack. Given the lack of a date on HK-1000a, and that 
it was struck before the main group of Erie Canal Completion 
medals that are actually dated 1826, NGC has dated this 
medal to 1825, which is a possibility that can’t be verified 
with the information currently at hand. Perhaps archival 
evidence will one day be discovered detailing the chronology 
of production. 

Whether this medal was sent to one of the participants of the 
November 4,1825 celebration or saved by someone involved in 
the manufacture of this ill-fated initial production is probably 
unknowable today. Its modern discovery was serendipitous. 
Our Vice President of Numismatics, Vicken Yegparian, sat 
down with the consignor at his table at the August 2017 ANA 
Convention in Denver, and having an interest in Erie Canal 
medals, asked to see a new one he had in his case. After a few 
moments of examination, Vicken could see that something 
was not quite right, but couldn’t put his finger on it. How could 
the reverse be so badly cracked, when the obverse was perfect, 
and most known survivors have a crack on the obverse and 
not on the reverse? Only after comparing this photo with that 
of a specimen in Stack’s Bowers archives via our mobile app 
did Vicken realize that the reverse was totally different than 
that on the usually seen Erie Canal Medals. After the elation 
of their discovery died down a bit, it was decided that the 
appropriate venue for the sale of this previously unknown 
Erie Canal Medal type would be the present sale. 

This beautiful medal is crisply and fully struck, highlighting the 
fine details of Robertson’s design and Wright’s able engraving, 
its fields prooflike on both sides, its surfaces richly toned in 
steely blue and gray, the obverse a bit more deeply than the 
reverse, which boasts hints of rose and blue iridescence. The 
obverse is essentially Gem, the reverse displays some minor 
hairlines in the wide open fields. The reverse must have been 
loose in the die, as it shows three distinct strikes, most clearly 
visible in the eagle’s wings, in the legends from 12 o’clock to 
3 o’clock, and in the large bisecting die crack. Accompanying 
this medal is half of one of the original two piece wood boxes 
that were specially made from wood “brought from Erie in 
the first Canal Boat The Seneca Chief.” 

This is a unique major variant of a historic medal com¬ 
memorating an event of great national importance whose 
lasting economic influence resonates to this day, though the 
Erie Canal today is a mere shadow of its mid-19th century 
heyday. It is one of the most significant discoveries in the field 
of early American medals in recent years and will be avidly 
pursued by collectors of rare early American medals, students 
of American history, and serious collectors of So-Called 
Dollars. 
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272 1869 Pacific Railway Completion. Bronze. 45 mm. HK- 
12, Julian CM-39. Rarity-5. MS-65 BN (NGC). Rich 
mahogany-brown patina is seen on both sides of this fully 
struck, overall smooth Gem medal. A few minor contact 
marks in the right obverse field and a faint spot in the 
central reverse field are all that seem to preclude an even 
higher grade. Struck in the Philadelphia Mint from dies 
prepared by Chief Engraver William Barber, medals of this 
type commemorate completion of the first transcontinental 
railroad on May 10, 1869 in a ceremony in Provo, Utah. 
Total mintage for bronze specimens amounted to just 496 
pieces.

He issued many 
medals, some of them satirical and some that were against 
the American Numismatic Association and the greatest 
rascal ever to be ANA president, Farran Zerbe.

Rich golden-bronze patina enhances boldly rendered 
features. A bold sandblast texture is readily evident, and 
provides an antique appearance to this handsome piece.

Copper. 28 mm. MS-65 RB (PCGS). This is probably the 
most famous American anti-slavery token or medal, with its 
evocative image of a female slave in chains on one knee with 
hands clasped together, looking upward and asking AM I 
NOT A WOMAN AND A SISTER. Well struck, weakening 
slightly in the lower half of the reverse. There is considerable 
orange-red mint bloom still present on both sides. The finest 
example of this popular token that we have handled in years. 
As do nearly all Hard Times tokens this one has a fascinating 
story. A twice-told but completely inaccurate tale is that 
runaway slaves used these for passes on the Underground 
Railroad! 

The typical grade seen today is VF or EF, with an occasional 
AU. In MS-65, as here, it is incredibly rare. 


303 1838 Am I Not A Woman. HT-81; Low-54. Rarity-1. 
Copper. 28 mm. MS-63 BN (NGC). Predominantly toned 
in a medium-brown shade, both sides reveal significant 
faded-orange luster around the peripheries. Free of 
worrisome blemishes, with an otherwise bold strike that, 
typically, wanes a bit over the lower reverse. 


304 New Jersey—Belleville. (1837) T.D. Seaman. W-NY-320- 
lOj, HT-204B, Low-155. Rarity-5. Copper. Plain Edge. 
27.5 mm. EF-40. Medallic alignment. This lovely specimen 
has just a trace of wear, smooth fields, and hints of original 
mint red in the legends. Seaman was a butcher in Belleville, 
identified by Low as Tobias D. Seaman, who in later years 
kept hotels in Newark. According to an 1848 issue of the 
Journal of the American Temperance Union , a Tobias Seaman 
was fined $40 by the Court of Oyer and Terminer in Newark 
for selling liquor on Sunday. One of the most interesting and 
curious designs in the Hard Times token series — made by 
the private mint that also made copper bouquet sous for 
distribution in Canada. A “story” token par excellence.

This is the only piece given a Red-Brown designation 
by either NGC or PCGS, and is currently the finest example 
graded by either of those services; it very well may be the 
finest survivor of the type that is collected as part of both 
the Hard Times Token and Merchant token series. The dies 
are a tour-de-force thought to have been created by sculptor 
Louisa Lander (1826-1923) in 1847, an ornate masterpiece 
in miniature crafted by an artist of only 21 years of age. 
Lander went to Rome in 1855 and studied under Thomas 
Crawford, famed Rome-based American sculptor, who is 
famous for Freedom sculpture on the US Capitol dome. This 
is her only known foray as a medalist, and evidence points 
to its striking by Charles Cushing Wright.

$10 gold pieces of the mid-19th century. Probably unique. 
Rulau never saw this piece, relying on the listing in Charles 
Kappens California Tokens. In truth, there are probably very 
few (if any) living token enthusiasts who have ever seen this 
extremely rare pre-Civil War California token. A landmark 
offering.

The 
Jennie Hubbs was a stern wheel steamboat launched in 
1863 running from Cincinnati to Memphis until it sank 
in 1866. It was quickly salvaged, repaired and re-launched 
as the Empire — which sank again after just two years on 
the Mississippi and Ohio rivers. This time the ship was 
unsalvageable and a total loss. A rare counterstamp with a 
very popular theme.

If 
that is so, this piece would fit his collection as a birth year 
souvenir, as the Samuel Clayton Kingman in question was 
born on May 15, 1830.

MAIN St. / MEMPHIS - TENN. on the obverse of an 
1858-0 Liberty Seated half dollar. Brunk M-326, Rulau 
Tenn-102. Host coin VF. One of four reported specimens, 
according to Rulau. A rare and early Tennessee saloon 
token.

The obverse counterstamp 
is well executed and horizontally bisects the center of the 
host coin, while the reverse X is positioned over the letter 
N in ONE. Bold detail to most major design elements 
of the Indian cent, its surfaces a bit rough in texture with 
light scaling to golden-tan patina. Inventor of the Sazarec, 
or famous brandy cocktail, John B. Schiller operated the 
Sazarec Coffee House at 16 Royal Street, New Orleans, from 
1859. Scrip notes in 25 cent and 50 cent denominations are 
also known from this issuer, dated April 3,1862 and payable 
in Confederate currency. The rare counterstamp offered 
here is thought to represent the value of 10 cents; only nine 
examples are known per Rulau (2004). 


317 SPRAGUE & BLODGETT’S / ADMIT / ONE / GEORGIA 
MINSTRELS on an 1873 Arrows, Close 3 Liberty Seated 
half dollar. Brunk S-776, Rulau Mo-Un 7. Host coin VF. 

This counterstamp features a very boldly struck and well 
centered circular prepared punch and is an ever popular 
mark. Sprague & Blodgetts minstrels was a traveling show 
that gave their first known performance in Missouri in 1876. 
Famous members of the troupe included James Bland, Billy 
Kersands, and Sam Lucas, meaningless names today, but 
well known and deeply appreciated stars in their time. 

Such a counter stamp is two coins in one — the Liberty 
Seated half dollar itself plus the advertisement of a great 
traveling show. In essence this is an admission “ticket” for 
fifty cents, perhaps inspired by the earlier counterstamped 
half dollars of Yankee Robinson.

The properly struck side of this token is 
sharply defined, and both sides are originally toned with 
glints of flint gray to otherwise dominant antique copper 
patina. A few minor marks and pits on the brockage side are 
mentioned for accuracy. 

320 1863 Indian Head / Shield. Fuld-60/200 ao. Rarity-8. 
Copper. 19 mm—Overstruck on Civil War Store Card 
Fuld-NY-630W-la—MS-64 BN (NGC). Satiny surfaces 
exhibit golden-copper obverse toning and more vivid rose- 
orange highlights on the reverse. Sharply defined and likely 
a full Gem were it not for a few well scattered carbon flecks. 
The undertype is readily discernible with the aid of a loupe, 
especially on the reverse. 



321 Undated (1861-1865) George Washington. Fuld- 
113/114A a, Baker-95A. Rarity-8. Copper. 21 mm. MS-64 
BN (NGC). Handsome golden-copper surfaces with glints 
of original rose-orange luster evident as the obverse dips 
into a light. An overall smooth and inviting Choice example 
of the type, popular with both Civil War token collectors 
and Washingtoniana enthusiasts. 

322 1863 The Washington Token. Fuld-120/434 b. Rarity-8. 
Brass. 20 mm. MS-62 (NGC). Dominant brassy-gold patina 
with splashes of rose-gray patina to both sides. A boldly 
defined piece with satin luster and a pleasingly original 
appearance. 



323 1864 Rhode Island First in the Field. Fuld-146/185 d. 
Rarity-9. Copper-Nickel. 20 mm. MS-65 (NGC). Satiny 
golden-tan surfaces are boldly defined with an expectably 
smooth appearance for the assigned grade. Impressive Gem 
Uncirculated quality for this interesting type that combines 
a portrait of Union General Ambrose Everett Burnside on 
the obverse with a reverse motif depicting two hunting dogs. 

Appointed commander of the Army of the Potomac on 
November 7,1862, Burnside is perhaps best remembered for 
the disastrous Union defeat at the Battle of Fredericksburg 
during his tenure. Lincoln accepted his resignation on 
January 26, 1863, although he continued to serve in other 
command positions through the end of the Civil War.

d. Rarity-9. Copper-Nickel. 18.5 mm. MS-64 (NGC). 

Lustrous golden-tan surfaces with a few trivial carbon 
flecks precluding an even higher grade. Another use of the 
Ambrose portrait obverse, here mated with a leftover Hard 
Times token die inscribed EAST / BOSTON / 1837. Scarce! 



325 1864 One Country. Fuld-193 A/470A a. Rarity-8. Copper. 
19 mm. AU Details—Improperly Cleaned (NGC). Copper- 
rose and olive-brown surfaces are a bit glossy in texture, yet 
free of singularly mentionable marks. Boldly defined save 
for a touch of softness in the center of the reverse, this is a 
relatively pleasing example of an elusive variety attributed 
to William K. Lanphear s shop. Although this obverse die is 
easy enough to collect on Civil War store cards, it is rare in 
its only Patriotic token usage, offered here. 
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326 1863 Union Forever. Fuld-240/341 fo. Rarity-8. Silver. 
18 mm—Overstruck on an 1858 Liberty Seated Dime— 
MS-64 (NGC). This is a gorgeous piece with smooth, satiny 
surfaces that exhibit original steel gray patina. All devices 
are sharp, and considerable traces of the undertype can be 
seen with close inspection. These include Liberty’s head at 
the lower obverse border, the entire date 1858 at the upper 
border on the same side, and much of the denomination 
ONE DIME within the shield on the reverse. Elusive in an 
absolute sense and rare from a condition standpoint, this 
impressive piece will serve as a highlight in a specialized 
Civil War token collection.

Prominent obverse cud at 1 o’clock, the reverse is 
struck off center at 10 o’clock, and both sides are boldly 
double struck. All varieties that make use of the Silver Mine 
Token obverse are elusive in numismatic circles and eagerly 
sought by specialists.

With vivid steel-blue and bright rose 
undertones to otherwise warmly patinated, gray-brown 
surfaces. A sharp and inviting piece with only faint carbon 
spots precluding an even higher numeric grade. Robert 
Corder, whose name is misspelled COODER on his tokens, 
was born in Ipswich, England on August 23,1823 and came 
to the United States at the age of 26. During the Civil War he 
operated a business dealing in dry goods and groceries. 



342 Indiana—New Albany. 1864 J.F. Larwell. Fuld-680A- 
2a. Rarity-9. Copper. 19 mm. AU Details—Improperly 
Cleaned (NGC). Wispy hairlines and a curious swirl of 
bright pink in the center of the obverse explain the stated 
qualifier, although both sides are predominantly toned 
in rather appealing medium brown. Sharply defined. 
Although some die combinations of this type were made 
as numismatic rarities, Fuld-680A was originally intended 
for use as a watch check for this merchant. At least one 
example is known with the number 28 counterstamped in 
the obverse field (Fuld-680A-4b), indicating that it was used 
in the intended fashion. Single merchant town. 



343 Iowa—Lansing. 1863 Wm. Fleming & Bro. Fuld-560A- 
la. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. MS-66 RB (NGC). Beautiful 
satiny surfaces display virtually complete pinkish-orange 
luster on the obverse. The reverse retains some luster in the 
presence of mottled light brown patina. Fully struck with 
virtually pristine surfaces. Lansing, Iowa is popular as s 
single merchant town; the firm of Wm. Fleming & Bro. dealt 
in lumber, lath and shingles.

345 Iowa—Waterloo. 1864 H. & G. Goodhue. Fuld-930A- 
2a. Rarity-9. Copper. 19 mm. EF-45 BN (NGC). With 
marbled steel, copper-rose and golden-brown patina to 
boldly defined, overall smooth surfaces. H. & G. Goodhue is 
the only merchant in Waterloo, Iowa known to have issued 
store cards during the Civil War, the tokens attributed to 
Lanphear shop in Cincinnati. 



346 Kansas—Leavenworth. 1863 Adolph Cohen. Fuld-550A- 
la. Rarity-6. Copper. 19 mm. MS-63 RB (NGC). Ample 
rose-orange luster is seen through an overlay of light, 
mottled, lilac-brown iridescence. This token is bold and 
appealing. Clothing and furnishing goods dealer Adolph 
Cohen is the only issuer of Civil War store cards from 
Kansas, making it a popular merchant with specialists. This 
is a well preserved example that is sure to sell for a strong 
premium.

347 Kansas—Leavenworth. 1863 Adolph Cohen. Fuld-550A- 
lb. Rarity-8. Brass. 19 mm. MS-61 (NGC). Pale silver 
gray patina to overall brassy-gold surfaces, a few swirls of 
deeper charcoal-lilac are evident in the right reverse field. 
Sharply struck with no significant handling marks, although 
scattered carbon flecks account for the MS-61 grade from 
NGC. Adolf Cohen is not only the sole issuer of Civil War 
store cards from Leavenworth, Kansas, but also in the entire 
state. He was a dealer in clothing and mens furnishing 
goods whose business was located at 21 Delaware Street 
in 1863. Only one pair of dies is known for this merchant 
with examples struck in copper and brass; examples in the 
latter composition are rarer in numismatic circles. This is 
clearly one of the finest survivors of the type that belongs in 
another renowned collection. 

During the Civil War era Leavenworth was an important 
depot for supplies and a point of departure for travelers 
heading west.

344 Iowa—Lansing. 1863 Wm. Fleming & Bro. Fuld-560A-3a. 
Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. EF-45 BN (NGC). This richly 
original example exhibits outlines of charcoal-rose to the 
devices, the balance of the surfaces toned in equally inviting 
golden-copper. Sharply defined for the grade with only 
trivial signs of handling. Lansing, Iowa is a single merchant 
town in the Civil War store card series. 
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348 Kentucky—Lexington. Undated (1861-1865) John W. 
Lee. Fuld-480B-4a. Rarity-8. Copper. 19 mm. MS-65 
BN (NGC). Gorgeous antique copper surfaces are richly 
and evenly toned with a smooth satin texture. Fully struck, 
expertly preserved, and sure to please even the most 
discerning specialist. The distinct reverse stock die 1464 of 
this type uses exceptionally large lettering in the inscription 
1 PINT OF MILK. 



352 Maryland—Baltimore. 1863 Shakespeare Club. Fuld- 
060AK-lb. Rarity-6. Brass. 18 mm. AU-50 BN (NGC). 

Deep antique copper patina with faint traces of underlying 
brass evident as the surfaces dip into a light. Scattered 
carbon is noted, but there are no significant handling marks. 
Although tokens of this type may have been produced after 
1865, the use of the 1863-dated stock die 1001 has made 
them popular with specialists in Civil War store cards. 





349 Kentucky—Newport. 1863 John Butcher. Fuld-640A-3a. 
Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. MS-64 RB (NGC). Mottled 
gray-brown patina to surfaces that retain ample pinkish- 
rose luster. This is a fully struck, satiny example that is at 
the threshold of Gem Uncirculated quality. This dry goods 
merchant was located on the west side of York Street 
between Madison and Jefferson. 



350 Louisiana—New Orleans. John B. Schiller. Fuld- 
670-A-ldo, Rulau La-105, Brunk S-175. Rarity-7— 
Counterstamped on an 1860 Indian Cent—VF-20 (NGC). 

J.B. Schiller is well known to numismatists for his 25 and 50 
cent paper emergency scrip and this counterstamped cent, 
intended to be used as a dime, all of which were issued during 
the successful Union siege of New Orleans in 1862. A true 
New Orleans rarity, this is one of a small handful known in 
all grades, and significant because the Schiller issues are the 
only know examples of American siege money. This piece is 
also very popular with Civil War token collectors because it 
is the only known CWT from Louisiana, and one of the few 
Confederate Civil War tokens.

Fuld-560A-lb. Rarity-8. Brass. 21 mm. EF-45 (NGC). A 

generally deep gold example with glints or pinkish-orange 
and blue-gray iridescence evident as the surfaces dip into a 
light. Scattered handling marks are commensurate with the 
grade, the detail bold and the eye appeal strong. A popular 
type with specialists, this is the only Civil War token with a 
telescope device and astronomical theme. The reverse die is 
inscribed TO OBSERVATORY / AND TELESCOPE with a 
telescope in the center. George R. Bowman, a confectioner 
in Hagerstown as noted on the obverse, also operated an 
astronomical observatory on his roof, and this type probably 
served as an admission token for visitors. One of the few 
examples that we have handled over the years, and a fleeting 
bidding opportunity for the advanced collector. 

354 Massachusetts—Boston. 1863 Joseph H. Merriam. Fuld- 
115E-la. Rarity-4. Copper. 19 mm. MS-64 RB (NGC). 

This satiny and sharply defined example has minimal toning 
on lustrous rose-orange surfaces. This Merriam token with 
the dogs head reverse and the punning GOOD FOR A 
CENT is one of the most popular and eagerly sought in the 
entire Civil War store cards series. In fact, it may be the most 
popular. It is not a rarity by any means, although in this high 
grade it is fairly scarce. Watch this one go!

Formerly cataloged as Fuld-60B. Medium brassy-brown 
patina supports faint remnants of luster on both sides.

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355 Massachusetts—Nantucket. 1864 Great Fair in the Aid of 
the United States Sanitary Commission. Fuld-530A-le. 
Rarity-8. White Metal. 23 mm. MS-62 (NGC). Beautiful 
silver gray surfaces with an overall bold strike and pleasing 
satin luster. According to Alvin Robert Kantor and Marjorie 
Sered Kantor in Sanitary Fairs: A Philatelic and Historical 
Study of Civil War Benevolences (as quoted in the third 
edition of the Fuld Civil War store card reference, page 209): 

“Dr. F[rancis] S[mith] Edwards wrote from New York on July 
23, 1864, that he had in his possession the dies for a small 
medal that was prepared for the New York Metropolitan Fair, 
but not finished in time to be used. He stated that it could be 
fixed up for the Nantucket Fair and sold for 25 cents. Nine 
hundred were sent — one half to the fair and the other half to 
Dr. Edwards.” 

The metallic composition of the 900 pieces is not given. 
Edwards, a physician by profession, amassed a large 
numismatic collection by the time of his death. On the debit 
side for his reputation in the hobby, several well executed 
counterfeits were attributed to him. 



356 Massachusetts—Springfield. 1864 John Adams Bolen. 
Fuld-760A-6a, Musante JAB-9. Rarity-8. Copper. 28 mm. 
MS-64 BN (NGC). A handsome medium brown example 
with hints of pale pink luster evident at direct lighting 
angles. Boldly defined with a predominantly smooth satin 
texture, only a few faint carbon spots preclude an even 
higher numeric grade. The medalets of die sinker and 
engraver John Adams Bolen are numismatic strikes and 
were not intended for commercial use. Those that advertise 
Bolen and his skills are cross-listed as Civil War store cards, 
as here.

357 Michigan—Detroit. 1863 F.A. Burkhart. Fuld-225L-3i. 
Rarity-9. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS-65 (NGC). Intense satin 
luster and bright silver gray patina greet the viewer from 
both sides of this sharply defined and carefully preserved 
Gem. Butcher F.A. Burkharts tokens are attributed to 
Stanton shop, Cincinnati. The word GRATOIT in the 
obverse legend is a misspelling of GRATIOT. 



358 Michigan—East Saginaw. 1863 Stephen T. Leggett. Fuld- 
280C-la. Rarity-6. Copper. 19 mm. MS-61 BN (NGC). 

Dominant rose-brown patina with swirls of warmer copper- 
gray. Softly struck over the high points of the reverse eagle, 
yet appreciably sharper throughout the obverse lettering. 
Stephen T. Leggett was a watchmaker and jeweler. 




359 Michigan—Litchfield. 1863 Allen Burleson. Fuld-577A- 
la. Rarity-9. Copper. 19 mm. AU-55 BN (NGC). With 
rich antique copper patina to boldly defined surfaces. A bit 
of light encrustation at the lower reverse border is noted for 
accuracy, that side of the token rotated 90 degrees clockwise 
relative to normal coin alignment. Dry goods dealer and 
grocer Allen Burleson is the only issuer of Civil War tokens 
from this single merchant town. 



360 Michigan—Lowell. 1863 William R. Blaisdell. Fuld-580A- 
2a. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. MS-63 BN (NGC). Satiny 
orange-brown surfaces with subtle pink and powder blue 
highlights evident as the surfaces dip into a light. This piece 
is boldly struck, nicely preserved, and would fit comfortably 
into any specialized collection. A dealer in stoves, tin and 
hardware, William R. Blaisdell was one of only two issuers 
of Civil War tokens in Lowell, Michigan. 

361 Michigan—Manchester. 1863 Van Duyn & Lynch. Fuld- 
588A-2a. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. AU-58 BN (NGC). 

Medium brown obverse toning contrasts somewhat with 
orange-copper patina on the reverse, both sides with blushes 
of deeper color scattered about. A few light carbon deposits 
around the obverse periphery are noted for accuracy. Single 
merchant town. 



362 Michigan—Schoolcraft. 1863 I. Allen & Son. Fuld-900A- 
2a. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. EF-40 BN (NGC). Original 
copper-brown surfaces, the reverse a bit rough in texture 
with olive-gray peripheral highlights. Isaac and Henry Allen 
were dealers in stoves and hardware, their tokens attributed 
to Childs shop, Chicago. 
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363 Minnesota—Rochester. 1863 F.W. Andrews. Fuld-720A- 
3a. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. AU-55 BN (NGC). Golden- 
copper toning is seen on the obverse with more vivid 
reddish-copper patina on the reverse. Both sides are boldly 
defined and pleasingly original. Located on Broadway in 
Rochester during the Civil War, F.W. Andrews was a dealer 
in dry goods. The firms tokens are attributed to the William 
K. Lanphear shop in Cincinnati.

364 New York—New York. 1864 Lewis Feuchtwanger. Fuld- 
630X-lj, HT-267. Rarity-7. German Silver. 25 mm. MS- 
63 (NGC). Satiny golden-gray surfaces with a bold to sharp 
strike in all but a few isolated areas. A few speckles of light 
carbon notwithstanding, the surfaces are overall smooth 
and choice for an example of this highly prized type. 

Chemist, metallurgist and merchant Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger 
was born in Furth, Bavaria on January 11, 1805, graduated 
from the University of Jena in 1827, and came to the United 
States in 1829. Settling in New York City, he opened the 
first German pharmacy and imported medicine, apparatus, 
chemicals and other items from his native country. His 
store cards from the Hard Times era are well known among 
numismatists, during which time he tried to persuade 
Congress to adopt Feuchtwanger s composition (i.e., 
German silver) for our nation’s coinage. The 1864 three-cent 
token, offered here, was produced as a numismatic rarity 
and did not see commercial use. 


365 New York—New York. Undated (1861-1865) H & M. 
Kayser. Fuld-630AMa-lb. Rarity-7. Brass. 22 mm. MS-66 
(NGC). This is an exceptional example with bright golden 
surfaces, perhaps a bit hazy on the obverse. It is certainly 
one of the finest known for the type.

366 Ohio—Cincinnati. Undated Albert Ross. Fuld NC-V. 
Silver. 20.5 mm. MS-64 (NGC). This is a beautiful near- 
Gem with mottled iridescent toning to an intense prooflike 
finish. Fully struck and obviously handled with great care 
since the time of issue, this piece is sure to please even the 
most discerning collector. Formerly attributed as Fuld- 
165FA, the tokens of Cincinnati druggist Albert Ross are 
now considered to have been produced outside of the Civil 
War years of 1861 to 1865. Some of his tokens appeared 
at auction in 1860, in fact, obviously pointing to a date of 
production prior to the start of that conflict. Even so, they 
remain popular with Civil War store card enthusiasts, the 
type offered here using stock die 1309 for its reverse.

367 Ohio—Findlay. Undated (1861-1865) Ernest Bacher. 
Fuld-300aA-la. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. MS-63 BN 
(NGC). Dominant gray-brown patina to surfaces that retain 
appreciable rose-orange luster in the protected areas around 
the design elements. German immigrant Ernest Bacher 
settled in Hancock County, Ohio in 1858. From 1863 to 
1866 he ran the Union Eating Saloon at 232 Main Street, 
Findlay. 


368 Ohio—Jackson. 1863 Jack Chestnut’s Exchange. Fuld- 
415A-4d. Rarity-10. Copper-Nickel. 19 mm. MS-64 
(NGC). Satiny and bright with original golden-tan patina 
to both sides. The obverse is off center slightly to 4 o’clock 
with an extra wide border along the left side, but the 
denticulation is complete. A shallow flan flaw in the right 
reverse field affects the tips of a couple of the feathers, but 
the overall detail is full. Stock die 1069 is the famous Prairie 
Flower design, a well known rarity in all of its uses within the 
Civil War store card series. This is a particularly appealing 
example associated with Jackson grocer Jack Chestnut, 
whose name is misspelled CHESTNU in the obverse legend. 
Single merchant town. 
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369 Ohio—Mill Creek Township. Undated (1861-1865) John 
Frank. Fuld-557A-li. Rarity-8. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS- 
64 (NGC). Satin to semi-reflective surfaces with lovely 
silver-gray patina. Tinges of pale gold are also discernible, 
especially on the reverse. The Frank family’s dairy in Mill 
Creek Township, Hamilton County was not far from 
Cincinnati. 

370 Ohio—Springfield. 1863 William G. Brain. Fuld-830A- 
lli. Rarity-9. Tin-Plated. 19 mm. MS-64 (NGC). Fully 
struck with an intense satin to semi-reflective finish, this 
brilliant example makes a strong visual impression. Nearly 
in the fill Gem category, and worthy of a premium bid. 



371 Ohio—Wapakoneta. Undated (1861-1865) Sanitary Fair. 
Fuld-905C-lb. Rarity-9. Brass. 22 mm. AU-50 (NGC). 

With glints of silver gray to otherwise boldly toned, antique 
brass surfaces. Generally well defined for the assigned 
grade, although we do note a touch of striking softness in 
the center of the reverse. This fair in Wakaponeta, Ohio was 
held for the benefit of Union soldiers. 



372 Pennsylvania—Philadelphia. Undated (1861-1865) 

William Idler. Fuld-750Lb-ld. Rarity-7. Copper-Nickel. 
19 mm. MS-64 (NGC). Satin to semi-prooflike in finish 
with mottled lilac-brown toning to otherwise pinkish-tan 
surfaces. A fully struck and nicely preserved beauty. Well 
known coin dealer William Idler had close connections with 
Mint officials and was able to procure many restrikes, rare 
patterns and similar numismatic delicacies. He also struck 
and issued many of his own tokens and medalets before and 
during the Civil War. 

373 Pennsylvania—Philadelphia. Undated (1861-1865) John 
Thornley. Fuld-750Va-2h-bro. Rarity-7. Brown Hard 
Rubber. 32 mm. MS-63 (NGC). Warm and inviting sandy- 
brown surfaces with bold definition and no significant 
blemishes. A dealer in India rubber goods, John Thornley 
was located at 311 Chestnut Street from 1858 to 1866. 


374 Rhode Island—Providence. 1863 Henry Dobson. Fuld- 
700D-8e. Rarity-9. White Metal. 19 mm. MS-63 (NGC). 

Satiny silver gray surfaces with a boldly executed strike. 
A few swirls of carbon here and there around the reverse 
border are noted for accuracy, but the overall appearance of 
this piece is smooth and inviting. Although Henry Dobson 
and the Arcade House were previously thought to be 
separate businesses, we now know that the former was the 
keeper of the latter hotel. The particular type offered here is 
a rare numismatic strike that was not issued for commercial 
use. 

375 Rhode Island—Providence. 1863 Frank L. Gay. Fuld- 
700E-2j. Rarity-7. German Silver. 19 mm. MS-63 (NGC). 

Blushes of rose-gray patina here and there around the 
peripheries, the balance of the surfaces with brighter silver 
gray. Predominantly satiny in texture with sharply defined 
features. Frank L. Gay was located at 140 Westminster 
Street beginning in 1861, a popular location for booksellers 
in Providence at that time. Fuld-700E-2j offered here is 
one of several rare numismatic strikes associated with 
this merchant that were distributed to collectors by the 
Numismatic Association of Rhode Island. 



376 Tennessee-Dedham. 1863 Nelson O. Underwood. 
Fuld-180A-2b. Rarity-7. Brass. 19 mm. Unc Details— 
Improperly Cleaned (NGC). The definition is bold 
throughout. There is a curiously bright golden-rose 
appearance, with the obverse retoning in mottled steel blue 
and deep rose iridescence. Dedham, Tennessee is a single 
merchant town, and Nelson O. Underwood was the only 
postmaster in the history of the community. He served in 
that post from January 15, 1852, through the closure of 
the post office on July 25, 1866. He was apparently also a 
merchant, which was not uncommon for postmasters 
during the Civil War era, although his exact business is 
unknown.

Co. Fuld-600F-5b. Rarity-9. Brass. 22 mm. MS-63 (NGC). 

This is a lovely golden-brown piece with a satiny texture 
and overall smooth appearance. Stockman & Co. was a 
merchant dealing in “foreign and domestic liquors, rectified 
whiskey, fancy groceries, tobacco, groceries, etc.,” according 
to a listing in the March 19, 1861, edition of the Memphis 
Daily Appeal.

& Co. Fuld-600F-10bl. Rarity-9. Brass. 22 mm. MS-63 
(NGC). Deep antique brass patina with highlights of rose 
and steel gray. This is a satiny and overall smooth example of 
the type with the number 25 counterstamped in the normally 
blank central obverse field. Most tokens associated with this 
merchant are numismatic strikes made for contemporary 
collectors, and all are rare to very rare. 



379 Tennessee—Memphis. Undated (1861-1865) Cossitt, Hill 
& Co. Fuld-610A-10a. Rarity-8. Copper. 22 mm. MS-62 
BN (NGC). With streaks of orange-tan to otherwise copper 
brown surfaces, scattered handling marks and a thin flan 
flaw in the obverse field accounting for the assigned grade. 
Partners Frederick H. Cossitt and Henry Talmadge both 
lived in New York, the third partner Ira M. Hill residing 
in Memphis and presumably operating the business. Most 
tokens for this merchant were produced expressly for 
distribution to contemporary numismatists. 



380 Tennessee—Nashville. Undated 1864 D.L. Lapsey & Co. 
Fuld-690C-ld. Rarity-10. Copper-Nickel. 19 mm. MS-66 
(NGC). Believed to be unique — the only one known — and 
in ultra Gem grade, this token is a landmark and a treasure! 
Satin to semi-reflective surfaces display beautiful golden- 
tan patina. A razor sharp strike enhances the memorable 
eye appeal of this impressive Gem. The tokens for barbers 
D.L. Lapsley & Co. were produced by the Stanton shop in 
Cincinnati.

Lapsley. Fuld-690D-9a. Rarity-8. Copper. 19 mm. MS- 
63 BN (NGC). Much original mint red still visible in the 
protected areas around the legends of this otherwise warmly 
patinated, copper brown example. A rare merchant from a 
challenging state to collect. The partnership of McKay & 
Lapsley, barbers, is listed until 1870. Daniel L. Lapsley was 
involved in politics during the Reconstruction era and the 
early Civil Rights movement, and in the 1870 census he is 
listed as a justice of the peace. 



382 Virginia—Norfolk. “1863” (Circa 1870) Pfeiffer & Co. 
Fuld NC-VA-A. Genuine (NCS). Formerly cataloged as 
Fuld-530A-1G and VA-580 A, it has now been moved to the 
non-contemporary section of the catalog and designated 
NC-VA-A. A later use of Merriams popular 1863 dog 
pictorial die that experts now believe was not made until 
about 1870. This token has been buried or submerged for a 
long period of time, and its surfaces are eroded; however the 
lettering and devices are clear.

383 Wisconsin—Juneau. Undated (1861-1865) Silas H. 
Coleman. Fuld-320A-2a. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. MS- 
62 RB (ANACS). OH. Mottled gray-brown patina with 
plenty of original rose-red luster remaining, especially on 
the obverse. Die 45580, the second of two for this merchant, 
is one of the classic errors in the Civil War store card series 
with the state listed as MICH (Michigan) as opposed to WIS 
(Wisconsin). 



384 Wisconsin—Madison. 1863 James Fr. Bodtker. Fuld- 
410A-la. Rarity-7. Copper. 19 mm. AU-58 BN (NGC). 

Handsome antique copper surfaces support a tinge of rose- 
red. The devices are boldly defined apart from a touch of 
softness to the high points of the reverse eagle. Bodtker 
was a photographer and dealer in frames, albums and 
stereoscopes in Madison. 

The Civil War store cards of Wisconsin comprise hundreds 
of different varieties and are among the most popular 
specialties with Civil War Token Society members. As a 
class, Civil War store cards offer the opportunity to acquire 
rare pieces in high grades for nominal sums in comparison 
to other areas of American numismatics.

Brewery. Fuld-410G-2a. Rarity-6. Copper. 19 mm. EF- 
40 BN (NGC). Boldly toned in copper-rose, the otherwise 
smooth surfaces have just a few traces of light carbon. 
Tokens of this type, struck by the Childs shop in Chicago, 
are popular with collectors due to the brewery wagon design 
on the reverse.

As the latter delivery 
came one day after the Act of February 21, 1853 reduced 
the weight of the half dime from 1.34 grams to 1.24 grams, 
it is likely that the 85,000 pieces struck on February 22 were 
destroyed through melting. Many of the 50,000 coins from 
the initial delivery probably met the same fate, and those 
that did not were quickly snatched up by bullion dealers 
and speculators since their precious metal value exceeded 
their face value. Even so, a number of Mint State coins 
managed to survive, perhaps as part of a small hoard that 
Walter Breen asserts was found by Harold P. Newlin during 
the 19th century. Numbering among the finest certified, the 
present example would serve as a highlight in any collection 
of Liberty Seated coinage.

As 
with the half dime, quarter and half dollar whose designs 
were also modified in similar fashion that year, the arrows 
were introduced to the obverse of the dime in 1853 to 
signify a weight reduction, in this case from 2.67 grams to 
2.49 grams. The weight standard was changed through the 
Act of February 21, 1853 to discourage hoarding of silver 
coins in the Eastern states that followed within a couple of 
years of the discovery of gold in California and the onset of 
the Gold Rush. By reducing the coins’ weight and making 
them subsidiary, the dime was once again worth more in 
face value than as bullion and was able to circulate freely.

These features were changed by late 1839, 
creating a scarce two-year type that is often under recognized 
for true rarity. It is likely that less than 100 examples of the 
1838 Liberty eagle remain, stressing the desirability of the 
present attractive piece.

A mere 3,332 coins 
were struck, and Doug Winter and Jim Halperin (Gold 
Coins of the Carson City Mint, 2001 edition) account for 
only 55-65 survivors in all grades. 

Presenting in an even brownish khaki-gold color, this is a 
problem-free Very Fine that is sure to arouse the interest of 
CC-mint gold collectors. Both sides reveal only the expected 
moderate wear from circulation, although the curls on Miss 
Liberty’s neck almost disappear due to the softness of strike 
that is often associated with examples of the issue. There are 
no individually distracting marks or abrasions on the face or 
rims, and the overall appearance of the surfaces is actually 
quite smooth. This solid piece is sure to sell for a solid bid.

The double eagles of 1869 played a pivotal role in one of the 
most famous financial events of the modern era. In 1869, 
speculators Jay Gould and James Fisk attempted to corner 
the market in gold and manipulated various Treasury 
officials to help keep the price of gold artificially higher 
than normal by keeping government gold holdings off the 
commodities market, ostensibly to allow domestic farmers 
to have a competitive advantage in foreign markets. In the 
meantime, Gould and Fisk bought so much interest in the 
precious metal that the market premium on a single double 
eagle was one-third higher than it was at the outset of the 
year. By September of that year, President Grant discovered 
the true reason for the withholding and immediately ordered 
the release of $4,000,000 in gold, primarily in the form of 
double eagles, on Friday, September 24. The release ruined 
many investors and speculators and a new expression, Black 
Friday, entered our lexicon. Most examples of the 1869- 
S eventually saw considerable commercial use, premium 
Choice AU survivors such as this scarce and Mint State 
examples rare.

Some 17,500 to 30,000 or more Mint State examples are 
extant, mainly in MS-60 to MS-63 with occasional forays 
into higher grades. Most Uncirculated coins are from 
repatriations of quantities that fled the country in the mid- 
1890s. 

The Treasury was required to keep at least $100,000,000 in 
gold coins on hand, but in February 1895 just $41,393,212 
was in the coffers. Gold coins by the millions continued 
to be shipped overseas, however, as the value of silver was 
less than half that of gold and foreign traders insisted on 
payments in the yellow metal. President Grover Cleveland 
reached a deal with J.P. Morgan & Co. and August Belmont 
& Co. of New York, in cooperation with N.M. Rothschild 
& Sons of London, to offer a bond issue that yielded 4% 
interest over 30 years especially aimed at European gold 
dealers. The bond issue sold out in 22 minutes! By March 30, 
the Treasury reported $90 million on hand, with much more 
gold yet to arrive. Seemingly, J.P. Morgan and friends had 
saved the country. The specter of the government running 
completely out of gold coins passed! 

The typical owner of a Mint State 1895 double eagle today 
probably does not know of the near panic that occurred 
during its year of issue and the great clash between silver and 
gold interests that took place from the late 1870s through 
the mid-1890s. This was the great political question of the 
era, overwhelming everything else.

Fairly uniform deep silver gray with lighter accents around 
the devices and within the recesses. A few scattered surface 
marks as one would expect for the grade assigned, but the eye 
appeal is essentially ideal for a nice EF coin. Nicely struck. 
Traces of light surface oil are noted in some of the recesses. 
This is a rarity and has long been a popular variety, likely 
do to the somewhat obvious overdate that is particularly 
sharp in this early die state. Remnants of the 1,4, and 6 from 
date first entered are seen. PCGS has graded 8 finer, but it is 
likely that most of those are later state coins which are more 
common.

We believe 
that no more than 100 specimens are extant in all grades, 
and this is certainly one of the most visually appealing 
Choice survivors that we have ever offered.

This took the Treasury Department by surprise, its officials 
having ordered the Mints to increase production beginning 
in 1875 to guarantee that enough coins were on hand upon 
the resumption of silver specie payments. By 1878 there 
was an overabundance of coins, newly minted pieces dated 
1875 to 1878 and older pieces that had been hoarded. With 
little demand for additional half dollars circulation strike 
mintages fell off markedly beginning in 1879 and remained 
limited through 1891. 

The low mintage issues of this era caught the eye of 
contemporary numismatists, and many pieces were hoarded 
in the anticipation of the coins being worth a considerable 
premium. W. Elliott Woodwards September 1885 sale of the 
Randall Collection, Part II (quoted in Bowers, A Guide Book 
of Liberty Seated Silver Coins , 2016), includes this comment 
about a circulation strike 1879 half dollar offered as lot 700: 

“Brilliant Uncirculated; much rarer than Proof. The Mint 
struck only a few during the latter days of December; nearly 
all of these were bought on speculation and held for an 
advance.” 

Although interest in these coins waned when the hoped for 
premiums proved illusory, enough Mint State examples of 
the 1879 have survived that todays persistent buyer should 
have little difficulty acquiring one in the MS-60 to MS- 
66 grade range, although Gems such as this are scarce. A 
beautiful and desirable survivor from a mintage of just 4,800 
circulation strikes.

When 
the engraver was entering the stars, he elected to put one arc 
of seven stars, then a second arc of six stars, then flanked the 
eagle with two more stars, rendering 15 stars all told on the 
reverse, two too many. Realizing this and because die steel 
was at a premium, the diecutter tried to correct the mistake 
by drastically enlarging the leftmost and rightmost clouds in 
an attempt to cover up the extraneous stars.

While the samples provided 
by Patent Button Company were blank, all of the samples 
from competing manufacturers had been struck or molded 
by dies provided by the Mint, making these unsculpted 
samples easily distinguishable among the more ambiguous 
plastic “patterns” of the era.

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Chormann’s Special Pattern Coins of 1860 

Recent Additions to the Judd Reference 


We present here an amazing offering of private experimental coins pro¬ 
duced by Philadelphia engraver and die sinker, E.G. Chormann. These 
pieces were produced circa 1860 for the United States Government as 
part of ongoing experiments to prevent “abrasion, counterfeiting, and 
deterioration of the coins of the United States,” in the words of the com¬ 
missioners appointed to examine the proposal on behalf of the United 
States. The genesis of this program of experimentation was a joint reso¬ 
lution of Congress, February 26, 1857, “to prevent the counterfeiting of 
the coins of the United States,” which authorized the formal investiga¬ 
tion of the proposals given by Dr. J.T. Barclay. Appointed as commis¬ 
sioners were Professors Henry Vethake and R.E. Rogers, who reported 
to Vice President John C. Breckinridge, as president of the Senate. E.G. 
Chormann was hired as the engraver, while a veteran mechanic of the 
U.S. Mint at Philadelphia, David Gilbert, was hired as the machinist 
for the project. The five private experimental coins offered here are the 
results of Dr. Barclay’s proposal and its aftermath, their detailed history 
written by Q. David Bowers in the Golden Anniversary of his popular 
book Coins and Collectors as follows: 

A Report on Counterfeiting 

In the mid-1850s there was great excitement concerning false coins and 
paper money in circulation. Dr. James T. Barclay stepped to the fore and 
convinced Congress to investigate the methods of counterfeiting coins 
and to see if changes could be made to restrict the practice. Further, he 
suggested that new methods could be devised to prevent coins from 
wearing as quickly as they did. He saw three problems: 

1. That the coins of the United States sustain a very serious loss from 
the ordinary wear and tear of circulation, and that much of this 
amount can be as easily saved as lost. 

2. That our coins are extensively, profitably, and speciously coun¬ 
terfeited and impaired in value, and government thereby subjected 
to great expense, and society to serious inconvenience and loss on 
account of this great and growing evil. 

3. That every method of counterfeiting at all specious and dangerous 
can be entirely prevented, and that all the other attempts upon the 
integrity of coin that have hitherto been devised can either be alto¬ 
gether frustrated, or so materially obviated as to be rendered virtu¬ 
ally impossible. 

Newspaper clippings and comments from bankers and others were 
presented to indicate that of the $250,000,000 estimated value of silver 
and gold coins in circulation, perhaps one-half of one percent, or more, 
were counterfeits. 


Barclay was like the Pied Piper—his song was irresistible to legislators 
who agreed to form a committee to implement his suggestions per the 
Act of February 26, 1857. A committee of two professors—K.E. Rogers 
and Henry Vethake—was appointed on July 18 and given apartments 
within the Mint to set up machinery and experiment. The two men filed 
an extensive report on April 17, 1860, that included a detailed discus¬ 
sion of current counterfeiting measures: 

1. Imitation by Casting. This process involved pouring metal into 
molds and had been practiced since ancient times. False pieces of 
base metal such as lead then could be silver plated. The committee 
said that casting was exclusively limited to silver coins and “though 
not very specious, is dangerous.” 

2. The Gilding Fraud: Dies could be made by casting and creating 
molds from genuine coins. Inferior metal would then be used to 
strike coins, which could be gilded to imitate gold, or could be silver 
plated. “This fraud, it must therefore be clearly seen, is a most spe¬ 
cious and dangerous one. Our inquiries lead us to believe that it is 
carried on, at the present time, to a formidable extent.” 

3. Coining alloys resembling gold and silver, but containing neither. 
This is self-explanatory. Cheaper metals or alloys were used and 
coins were struck from false dies. 

4. Counterfeits with alloy above the standard amount. “This fraud 
consists in coining a compound containing a liberal proportion of 
precious metal, but still much poorer than the genuine coin. It is at¬ 
tended with so little profit, compared with other modes of counter¬ 
feiting, on account of the skill and machinery required that it is not 
extensively practiced.” A century later in the mid-20th century this 
became a popular way to counterfeit bullion coins, especially double 
eagles, an operation mostly done in foreign countries. 

5. The encasing process. “This mode of counterfeiting consists in en¬ 
veloping a cheap metal within thin soldered disks of precious metal, 
and then striking the planchet in a coining press.” In 1857 Dr. Bar¬ 
clay said this was the “most dangerous which has attracted his no¬ 
tice.” Other than a stir about this method at the time I am not aware 
it was a widespread problem later, if it ever was. 

6. Altering and gilding certain silver coins, in imitation of gold coins: 
This also seems to have been much ado about nothing, or very little. 
Barclay claimed that older half dollars could be gold plated to pass as 
eagles. Such a coin would still have the design of a half dollar, quite 
unlike that of an eagle! 

7. The facing fraud. “This species of deception is accomplished by 
removing one of the faces of a silver coin, and soldering the thin face 
of a gold coin of similar dimensions upon the silver coin suitably 
gilded. Thus the half dollar of 1801 harmonizes sufficiently well with 
the eagle of our earlier coinage to deceive the unpracticed.” Again, 
this seems naive. The 1857 committee, perhaps to justify its exis¬ 
tence, seems to have used a lot of words to say relatively little. The 
comments quoted here are but a tiny fraction of the original text. 

8. The sawing and inserting fraud: “This fraud is practiced by saw¬ 
ing apart the two faces of a gold coin, and inserting between them a 
planchet of base metal, by solder, in place of the precious metal thus 
removed, the circumference being gilded to conceal the interposed 
metal.” Several notices of fakes of this type were published in the 
era and were viewed as a great threat by Mint officials. However, the 
practice does not seem to have been widespread. 
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9. The drilling and plugging fraud: “This method of impairing coin is 
performed by drilling the coin edgewise and plugging the perfora¬ 
tion with base metal, the outer extremity being closed with precious 
metal. Several contemporary notices of this have been found as well. 

10. The eviscerating fraud: This consisted of using a lathe to remove 
metal from the back and interior, leaving the face and reeded edge, 
and then fitting a thin sheet from the back of another coin to it. This 
is used by modern watchmakers today. As a fraud in 1857 this would 
have yielded most of the gold from two $20 plus a new $20 made as 
a shell filled with platinum (not a precious metal at the time). These 
were also a real threat in the 1850s. 

11. The peripheral fraud: “This fraud consists in removing from the 
circumference of coin more or less of the metal by means of the 
turning-lathe and chisel or the file. Several dimes’ worth of pre¬ 
cious metal may be thus removed from the larger coins, and yet the 
reeding be so perfectly restored by the simplest mechanical device 
that the loss cannot be discovered except by means of measurement 
or weighing. It is a process easily executed, and one which we have 
reason to believe is practiced to very considerable extent.” This may 
have been so, but to me it seems complicated, and I am not aware it 
was ever a problem. 

12. The galvano-plastic fraud: This consisted to making electrotype 
shells of the obverse and reverse of a coin and “the hollow portion 
being filled with a platinum alloy of proper weight, the two are ad¬ 
justed and soldered together.” 

13. The sweating fraud. “This method of reducing the value of coin 
consists in abstracting a portion of precious metals by means of 
mercury.” 

14. Chemical reduction: “This fraud, sometimes also called “sweat¬ 
ing,” is performed by exposing coin to the action of dissolving liq¬ 
uids; for silver, nitric acid is usually employed, and for gold, the mix¬ 
ture of nitric and hydro chloric acids. This process is greatly more 
lucrative than the one with mercury, and is, indeed, in our opinion, 
by far the most dangerous of all the methods by which our coinage is 
tampered with.” This was widely done, resulting in a gold coin with 
a somewhat pebbly surface. Such are not uncommon today and are 
usually referred to as “jewelry pieces.” 

Seeking a Solution 

Regarding the wearing away of precious-metal coins in circulation, 
Barclay figured that the larger the amount of surface area on a coin in 
proportion to its weight, the more attrition would occur. Hence, the loss 
was greatest on lower denominations. He proposed that if coins were 
made thicker and of smaller diameter, this loss would be reduced. The 
committee gave this logical comment: 

That this obviously important principle of contracting the surface in order 
to diminish the abrasion should not have been carried further than has 
been done in our coinage, is ascribable doubtless to the fear of the drill and 
saw—a fraud to which the increased thickness would invite. 

The committee further thought that while the 14 methods of counter¬ 
feiting could be practiced, in reality they were all labor intensive and 
were not likely to ever be large scale. There was, however, a suggestion 
for the modification of the coinage, so secret that it could not be given 
in the report. 


John C. Breckinridge, vice president of the United States and president 
of the Senate, was very impressed with the prospect. James F. Heiskell, 
Barclay’s attorney, set about making arrangements. Ernst G. Chormann, 
an engraver in the private sector, was contacted to make pattern coins, 
and David Gilbert, a skilled mechanic at the Mint was selected to make 
suitable coining machinery, as that already at the Mint was not satisfac¬ 
tory. Chormann wrote to Heiskell on May 19, 1860: 

“Being conversant with the plans proposed by Dr. J.T. Barclay for the 
improvement of the coinage, (having been engaged in the recent ex¬ 
periments connected therewith,) I will agree to engrave all the dies (for 
the facial and peripheral devices) that may be required for the produc¬ 
tion of a specimen coin, for the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars 
($2,500.) I will guaranty the same to be in accordance with recent ex¬ 
periment, embracing Dr. J.T. Barclay’s method of improving the coin¬ 
age of the United States. 

Respectfully, your obedient servant,

This is taken from The Executive Documents of the First Session of the 
36th Congress. James Hieskell, as Dr. Barclay’s attorney, was in direct 
communication regarding the coinage experiments with Secretary of 
the Treasury Howell Cobb. 

Gilbert wrote to Heiskell on the same day: 

Dear Sir, 

Having had several interviews with Dr. James T. Barclay, and by him 
been made acquainted with certain plans for improving the coinage of 
the United States, and my having been for about fifteen years in the 
employ of the mint of the United States as a practical machinist, and 
having knowledge of the machinery and coining operations of the mint, 
and at the request of Mr. James F. Heiskell, said Dr. James T. Barclay’s 
agent, I herewith engage to construct the machinery, and to produce the 
mechanical results as proposed by said Dr. James T. Barclay, or his agent, 
Mr. James F. Heiskell 

My estimate for machinery and services is for the sum of eighteen hun¬ 
dred dollars; payment to be made at such times and ways as may be 
agreed upon at the time of contracting. 

Very respectfully submitted by 
David Gilbert 

The arrangement met with favor, and the Senate passed an appropria¬ 
tion to further it. 

However, Barclay’s ideas were rejected by those in charge at the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint. On September 8, 1860, Heiskell sent a letter to Secretary 
of the Treasury Howell Cobb that included this: 

.. .We would undertake, after proper legislation, so as to be placed in¬ 
dependent of the Mint officers, (for whose co-operation we can never 
hope, bitterly arrayed as they have ever been against the improvement,) 
to remodel, prepare, and introduce the new coinage, calling to our aid 
skillful designers and artificers to make the whole worthy of this great 
coin manufacturing government, and would condition that our com¬ 
pensation should be a percentage for a certain number of years on the 
amount that might be conclusively shown to be saved over a like num¬ 
ber of years under the old coinage... 
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Secretary Cobb wrote this to professors R.E. Rogers and Henry Vethake 
on September 12,1860: 

Gentlemen, 

Your letter of the 31st of May enclosed a letter from Dr. Heiskell con¬ 
taining the estimates of Messrs. Chormann & Gilbert of the expense of 
producing a specimen for the purpose of showing Dr. Barclay’s process¬ 
es and discoveries. They offered to make the necessary dies and machin¬ 
ery for $4,300, being $2,500 for the former, and $1,800 for the latter. 
Near the close of the last session of Congress an appropriation of $5,000 
was made applicable to this purpose. The amount beyond the estimates, 
$700, will probably be required to furnish the necessary bullion for a 
sufficient number of the specimens to illustrate Dr. Barclay’s improve¬ 
ments, which I desire may be fully and fairly done. 

Soon after this appropriation was made I addressed Dr. Heiskell, as 
agent and attorney of Dr. Barclay, as to the best and most satisfactory 
mode of applying the appropriation. I have now received his answer 
of the 8th instant, in which he suggests that you be requested to cause 
a coin to be made in accordance with the estimates before referred to. 
Allow me, therefore, to request you to take the necessary and proper 
steps to have a coin of the denomination of eagle or half eagle, as you 
may deem most suitable to exhibit Dr. Barclay’s views, struck off, at an 
expense not to exceed the $4,300 estimated by Messrs. Chormann & 
Gilbert. 

I have to-day sent a copy of your report to the director of the mint, and 
requested him to furnish you with all proper facilities in regard to such 
specimens.

Pattern Coinage 

Although no instructions from Barclay have been found, it seems that 
the main element of his proposal was to have a smaller distance between 
the obverse and reverse fields than that on regular coins. The motifs 
would be in high relief and raised decorations such as ridges would 
use metal that might have ordinarily been employed to make the coin 
thicker. A thin coin would eliminate the possibility of removing gold or 
silver from the interior of a genuine struck coin. 

Whether the Chormann pattern coins were produced within the Mint, 
per the space reserved for the experiment, or outside of the Mint in 
view of the staff opposition to Barclay, is unknown. It seems that within 
the Mint is the more logical possibility as Mint equipment and coinage 
metal were involved. 

Not only did Chormann make patterns, but Chief Engraver James B. 
Longacre made some as well. Correspondence from attorney Heiskell 
to Secretary Cobb reveals that should the Barclay ideas be adopted for 
regular coinage, a royalty was expected. Likely this proved to be a fatal 
flaw in any implementation. Further, not long afterward the secession¬ 
ist movement commenced with the withdrawal of South Carolina from 
the Union on December 20, 1860. Secretary Cobb packed up his be¬ 
longings and decamped to the South to become an official of the Con¬ 
federate States of America. 

In 1860 Chief Engraver James B. Longacre made some pattern gold half 
eagles with larger diameter than standard and with very thin planchets. 
After this time little more was heard about the Chormann ideas. 


Ernst G. Chormann 

Ernst G. Chormann, whose first name was also spelled as Ernest, was 
born in France about 1821. His wife Mary was a native Pennsylvanian 
and was a year younger. By 1853 he was known as an engraver, a profes¬ 
sion he followed for many years, although he was sometimes listed as an 
artist as well. He did work on dies as well as on copper and steel printing 
plates. In 1855 he engraved an award medal for the Pennsylvania Insti¬ 
tute of Philadelphia, a standard die that was used for years afterward. 
Examples are in the cabinet of the American Numismatic Society. In 
1856 he engraved the dies for the St. Louis Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association medal. 

In the late 1850s Chormann did some work for Chief Engraver James 
B. Longacre. He was well known at the Mint by the time that he was 
selected to make dies to illustrate Dr. James V. Barclay’s coinage ideas. 
In the Scott & Co., 50th Sale, May 1883, lot 469 was described as: “1861 
Indian head surrounded by stars, same as on $3 gold piece, beautiful 
head by Chormann , pewter; rev. blank, size 65, probably a pattern for a 
$50 gold piece.” 

In August 1861 he raised a volunteer group of soldiers in Philadel¬ 
phia known as Col. E.G. Chormann’s Independent Rangers of the 8th 
Pennsylvania Cavalry. Thomas Furniss was captain. Their exploits were 
memorialized in the Pennsylvania Rangers War Song , lyrics by James V. 
Murray, played to the tune of I’m Afloat. 

Chormann was interested in mechanical things, especially relating to 
optics, but in other fields as well. Beginning in the late 1850s many pat¬ 
ents were awarded to him. After the Civil War he was usually listed as 
an artist. He and his wife were members of local society and were listed 
in Boyd’s Philadelphia Blue Book. Their son, Ernest, Jr., was born in the 
early 1850s and practiced law in Philadelphia. 

The Present Offering 

The pieces offered below are at once exciting and fascinating. As far as 
we are aware our offering of these pieces in the August 2013 sale of the 
John J. Ford, Jr. Collection, Part XXIII, was the first time they were pre¬ 
sented in their proper historical context. We are aware of a small group 
of related pieces that surfaced in a Philadelphia estate some years ago, 
but they were not understood at the time and were never published. 
The whereabouts of those pieces is unknown to us today. However it is 
worth noting that they were associated with several trial strikes of Clark, 
Gruber & Company coins, and were punch-linked to those pieces, iden¬ 
tifying Mr. Chormann as most likely the die-cutter for that well-known 
Colorado firm. 

As these pieces were unknown to Judd and Pollock, they were not ini¬ 
tially included in the standard references on United States pattern and 
experimental coins. Thanks to their proper historical context finally 
coming to light, however, PCGS has recently certified these coins with 
newly assigned Judd numbers that correspond to Appendix C in that 
reference, the section that concerns “Pieces Not of Mint Origins.” Of 
obvious importance to pattern specialists, the designs of these pieces 
also make them of interest to advanced collectors of Indian cents and 
Liberty Seated coinage. Given the rarity of these types it is likely to be 
many years before a similar bidding opportunity comes along. We en¬ 
courage interested parties to enter strong bids and prepare for stiff com¬ 
petition when bidding opens on these lots.

63 BN (PCGS). The strike is off center just before 9 o’clock 
with more than half of Liberty’s portrait present and the 
digit 5 in the date discernible. Other features present include 
the words OF and AMERICA in the obverse legend, part of 
the revere shield, much of the reverse denomination ONE 
CENT, and the right half of the wreath on that side. Richly 
and originally toned in orange-copper, this sharply defined 
and pleasingly smooth example would make a lovely 
addition to any collection of major Mint errors.

grams. 26 mm. An amazingly rare territorial pattern or die 
trial, an example of which has not been offered at public 
auction since 1982, when the Henry Clifford specimen was 
sold by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries. Three 19th century 
auction appearances of a copper Miners Bank $10 were 
cited by Edgar Adams in his 1913 Private Gold Coinage of 
California, 1849-55, one called Very Good in the famous 
Parmelee sale of 1890, one called Fine in Woodwards 1884 
Sale of the Levick Collection, and a third called Fine in Scott 
Stamp and Coin Company’s June 1893 Auction. Only one 
side of the Levick piece is plated, and neither of the others 
is plated. Clifford’s could be any of these 3 pieces, or it could 
be a fourth, and the current example could also be one of 
these 3, or a 5th example. And an example was included as 
#57 in the 1964 catalog of the Kenyon Painter collection, 
which is probably one of the 19th century auction pieces, 
though it may be a 6th example. This piece is dark ruddy 
brown and quite corroded-the vestiges of remaining detail 
hint at the fact that this piece was very sharp, maybe even 
Mint State, when it became corroded; such corrosion 
could easily have set in since these 19th century auction 
appearances, perhaps confusing the number of actual 
survivors. A copper die trial Miners Bank $10 piece has 
been missing from all major auctions of Territorial gold 
and patterns of the late 20th century, save Clifford’s. It was 
also missing from the circa 2008 Kagin’s Fixed Price List 
and Catalogue of the otherwise comprehensive Robert Bass 
Collection of Territorial Patterns. None of the major third- 
party grading services have chosen to certify this particular 
example, citing that it is “not suitable for encapsulation” due 
to its poor condition. We believe it to be perfectly authentic, 
having come to us in an otherwise unassuming non¬ 
collector family accumulation. We solicited the opinions 
of Territorial experts Don Kagin and David McCarthy, and 
they also felt the piece to be perfectly genuine. Here is an 
opportunity for the Territorial specialist to acquire a trial for 
a Territorial gold coin that is among the very first issues of 
California gold.

Details—Damage (PCGS). Warm medium gold patina 
to both sides, the central definition bold to sharp to allow 
ready appreciation of the basic design. The date is weak, 
yet discernible, as are many of the obverse stars. Somewhat 
matte like in texture, scattered small and moderate size 
marks explain the PCGS qualifier. After Moffat & Co. the 
firm of Kellogg & Co. is probably the most important private 
mintage establishment to serve Gold Rush California. The 
firm stepped in to fill the need for coinage between the 
closing of the United States Assay Office and the opening of 
the San Francisco Mint, delivering approximately 300,000 
$20 gold pieces from February 9, 1854 through 1855. The 
latter issue was produced despite the fact that the Mint had 
begun operations the year before, such was the popularity 
of Kellogg & Co.’s product in commercial channels. This is 
a more affordable example of the 1855 delivery that would 
serve well in a budget minded type set of territorial gold 
coinage.

3767 (1879) J.W. Scott Confederate half dollar restrike die 
trial. Brass, 30.5 mm. Choice Mint State. Struck on a 
thin but well made brass planchet using the Scott CSA die 
as the obverse and an 1861 half dollar as the reverse die, 
thus creating a concave brockage impression of the Liberty 
Seated design. Lustrous gold with olive, deep blue, and 
coppery highlights and some light toning striations. The 
fields are lightly reflective or prooflike, which, along with 
the notable raised die polish lines, suggest an early die state 
that precedes that of the better known Scott restrikes in tin. 
The die crack at the base of the Scott die appears to be in an 
earlier state than on the tin restrikes (and those over 1861 
half dollars that followed), faintly visible atop GINALS, 
heavy at L DIE.SC, then trailing off at OTT and DER. A wire 
rim is seen around the Scott die side, most prominent from 
10 o’clock to 2 o’clock. 

New to numismatic scholarship and never before offered, 
these pieces appear to be trial strikes from Scott’s purpose- 
made Confederate restrike die that were produced 
contemporaneously with the mulings of this die and the 
original die for the Confederate half dollar. They bare some 
similarity to the known uniface strikings on custom brass 
planchets produced from the Confederate die after its 1879 
cancellation. Their purpose may have been twofold: to test the 
Scott die before putting it into production (without risking 
the Confederate die in the process) and testing an 1861 
Liberty Seated half dollar as an obverse die. This experiment 
was apparently unsatisfactory, as the Confederate die was 
employed as an overstrike with 1861 half dollars rather than 
married to them. A fascinating new addition to the corpus 
of Confederate numismatic Americana and an exciting new 
discovery from the holdings of the Ford collection.

Brass, 30.4 mm. Choice Mint State. As above, with similar 
luster and attractive toning. A minor patch of granularity 
is noted under BY O in the upper right quadrant of the 
Scott die, and some subtle flyspecks are visible. A wire rim 
is visible around that side from 10 o’clock to 3 o’clock. The 
die state is the same as the preceding specimen. This and the 
example in the preceding lot may be the only two surviving 
specimens. 
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3769 (1879) J.W. Scott Confederate half dollar restrike die 
trial. Brass, 30.5 mm. Choice Mint State. As above, but the 
die married to the Scott restrike die reads HONOR at center, 
with OBEDIENCE TRUTH FIDELITY around periphery. 
The surfaces are highly reflective and toned similarly to 
the preceding two lots. The center of the HONOR die is 
somewhat softly impressed, revealing some pre-striking 
marks in that area. No wire rim is seen. This die is new to the 
cataloguer and is apparently previously unknown, as none 
of the thousands of catalogues in the Newman Numismatic 
Portal provide a hit for its distinctive legends (which may be 
inspired by the “obedience, truth, and fidelity” line from the 
1737 epic poem Leonidas by English poet Richard Glover. 
Interesting and likely unique, another new entry to the 
literature.

— you will discover vast differences in eye appeal and, if you 
are a connoisseur, differences in desirability. The more you 
learn about coins the more sophisticated of a buyer you will 
be.

scattered hairlines on both sides. Pleasing mid grade quality 
for this extremely popular variety, considered by many to be 
the quintessential type coin in the entire colonial and early 
federal era series.

An expertly accomplished plug would likely be 
missed by many, located in the empty field just left of 12:00 
on the obverse, over 52 on the reverse. An old horizontal 
scratch is noted in the same areas. The strike is typical for a 
Noe-37, with some weakness atop the obverse that is unrelated 
to the plug and a thick, tight planchet. Though this looks a 
bit clipped, the second Ford piece did not weight appreciably 
more at 18.7 grains. The tree is bold and the date is sharp, 
making this a fine way to include a piece of Pine Tree silver in 
a budget-minded collection .”

Hodder 2-C, 
W-1060. Small Bust, No Stop. EF-45 (PCGS). Silver gray 
with hints of rose, lavender and peach toning, this example 
shows smooth, trouble-free circulation wear and choice 
surfaces. Some minor detritus in the legends and shield 
points to this coins useful life in commerce, and a short 
scratch from upper left shield point is the only mark worthy 
of individually mention. Strike is bold and complete, but for a 
trifling softness at the 8 o’clock obverse and 10 o’clock reverse 
positions may point to a thin area in the planchet at that 


common point. Choice and original Lord Baltimore sixpence 
are highly elusive, a fact that the discovery of 19 pieces in a 
single English hoard over a decade ago did little to change. 
Few of those pieces showed this kind of strike, and none 
showed this sort of toning. At least one example of this type 
has been recovered in the ground in America (in southern 
Virginia), and many are well circulated, definitive proof that 
this type achieved its purpose of American circulation in the 
17th century.

(PCGS). Secure Holder. A more affordable example of 
this elusive Colonial era type. Bright silver surfaces have 
been cleaned with numerous light and moderate scratches 
scattered about. Areas of roughness are also noted, and the 
planchet appears to be bent. The obverse is worn smooth 
in all but a few isolated peripheral areas, although the 
reverse retains more detail with much of the design on 
that side discernible. Shallow curved planchet clip near 6 
o’clock relative to the obverse. The stated qualifier concerns 
a crude square-shaped hole through the upper obverse/ 
lower reverse, this piece likely used a jewelry or otherwise 
suspended for a significant period of time. 

In 1632, Cecil Calvert, second Lord Baltimore was granted 
a royal charter to establish the province of Terra Maria in 
the Middle Atlantic region of the American colonies. The 
early years of Calverts colony, better known as Maryland, 
were a period of flux. An ardent Royalist, Calvert himself 
lost the province in the 1640s during the Commonwealth 
era and only regained it in 1657 after the Restoration placed 
Charles II on the throne. At the time, Maryland’s principal 
crop was tobacco, the same as that of the neighboring 
colony of Virginia, and it was used as a medium of exchange 
(in Virginia, tobacco even became legal tender, a status it 
would retain until well into the 18th century). The absence 
of coins in Maryland was as problematic as it was in New 
England. Calvert, like the Massachusetts Bay Colony, took 
matters into his own hands and used a proviso in his charter 
that granted him the same rights as that of the Bishop of 
Durham, who just so happened to have issued coins in his 
own name. Calvert had dies prepared and an unknown mint 
(most likely the Royal Mint) struck silver shillings, sixpence, 
groats, and a small copper penny called a denarium. The 
coins were well struck and featured Calvert’s portrait on the 
obverse and, with the exception of the denarium, his coat of 
arms on the reverse. Local ordinances were passed requiring 
acceptance of the new coins in trade, however it would not 
be until early 1662 that the Maryland General Assembly 
would authorize their use in the colony. Unfortunately for 
Lord Baltimore, the home government took exception to 
these coins, not because of their private issue in seeming 
defiance of the Royal coining prerogative, but rather because 
they violated laws against exporting silver to the colonies. 
While several inquests were held, the outcomes of which 
are still unknown, Calvert appears to not have suffered any 
long term consequences. He died in late 1675 and the coins 
struck in his name continued to circulate for many years. 
Scarce to rare in all grades, Lord Baltimore shillings are 
eagerly sought by advanced numismatists.

Here 
the surfaces are quite above average, with only some minor 
areas of rough patina. A pleasing survivor of this early West 
Jersey associated coin.

The St. Patrick coinage of Ireland has long been 
collected as an adjunct to the later New Jersey copper series 
of 1786 to 1788. Examples of the halfpence were brought 
to that colony by Mark Newby, a Dublin shopkeeper who 
immigrated to West Jersey (today’s New Jersey) in 1681.

Traces of a wildly misplaced 
brass plug at the lower obverse border are noted. Several 
scratches are present in and around the center on the same 
side, tiny nicks on the reverse before St. Patricks head and 
over the church.

AU-58 (PCGS). This is an appealing example of this 
conditionally challenging early colonial era type. Both 
sides exhibit pewter and dove gray patina, and the surfaces 
are far smoother in overall appearance than typically 
encountered. Environmental damage is minimal, in fact, 
and largely confined to the top of the horses hind legs, over 
the leading rear hoof, and on the reverse at the left corner 
of the shield below the letter T in PART. A minor obverse 
flan flaw on the pedestal is also noted for accuracy. These 
tin tokens were produced under a patent granted to Richard 
Holt in August 1688. An agent for the owners of several 
tin mines, Holt proposed that these pieces have a Spanish 
monetary designation (1/24 real) to facilitate their use in 
the American colonies. Although Eric P. Newman (“The 
James II 1/24 Real for the American Plantations,” Museum 
Notes 11, American Numismatic Society, 1964) states that 
no definitive proof exists that the English Crown ever 
authorized the distribution of these pieces, some appear to 
have circulated in both England and the New World. One 
example was found in an excavation in Jamestown, Virginia. 
Survivors of the original issue, as here, are typically in low 
grades with dark oxidation called “tinpest.” The present 
piece, indeed, is superior in all regards and would serve with 
distinction in an advanced cabinet of colonial coinage.

This is one of the restrikes made circa 1828 from 
original dies by London coin dealer Matthew Young and 
distributed by another London dealer W.S. Lincoln & 
Son. The distinction between original and restrike has 
historically been done on sight, though recent research has 
pointed towards die orientation or metallic composition as 
possible ways of differentiating the 17th century originals 
from the early 19th century restrikes.

This is the 
best one of these, restrike or not, that we have seen, and is the 
finest certified by PCGS. With the recent dispersal of several 
old time Colonial coin collections like Ford, Newman, 
Craige, etc., a small supply of rare or high quality Plantation 
Tokens has entered the marketplace, though none as fine as 
this; a finer quality American Plantations Token may not 
exist.

Essentially Mint State, the brassy gold luster of the 
“tutanaigne” metal from which these are struck remains 
glowing in the protected areas around the lettering and in 
the crevices of the devices. The metal mixture used was often 
poor, leaving impurities near the surface of the rolled metal, 
which then corrode, as here, notably at King Georges cheek 
and behind his head. The surfaces are overall a lovely olive- 
brown, the reverse being especially beautiful. The reverse 
die must have been loose in the press, as there are 3 very 
closely overlapping strikes, while the obverse shows almost 
no vestige of multiple striking. A high quality survivor of 
this patent coinage that is much nicer in hand than the NGC 
grade might connote.

William Wood, a metallurgist living in Wolverhampton 
in the county of Stafford, England, obtained a patent from 
King George I in 1722 to produce coins in halfpenny, 
penny and twopence denominations for circulation in the 
American colonies. The Rosa Americana coinage, as the 
series is known, proved unpopular in the colonies despite 
efforts to support the coinage by the Duke of Newcastle 
and others. Many examples circulated in England, however, 
although likely at reduced value since the coins were of 
roughly half the weight of the English denominations that 
they were supposed to represent. This is a more affordable, 
yet still pleasing example of the 1722 twopence type with the 
date included as part of the reverse inscriptions.

Although the April 10, 1606, charter that King James 
granted to Virginia gave the colony coinage privileges, it 
was not until December 20,1769, that the Virginia House of 
Burgesses passed an act allocating money for the minting of 
copper coins in Britain. The act was the result of increasing 
pressure from tradesmen in the colony who sought copper 
coins to be used in commerce, as the mix of English, 
Spanish, Portuguese and Dutch pieces that were dominant 
at the time were seen as inadequate. The final design was 
approved in 1772, and on May 20, 1773, the English crown 
authorized the coinage of halfpennies for Virginia. The 
coins were struck in the Royal Mint in the Tower of London. 
The Virginia halfpence are, in fact, the only coins authorized 
and produced in England for use in an American colony. 

Newman 7-D is the most available die marriage of the 
No Period After GEORGIVS Guide Book variety, and a 
number of Mint State examples are known from the famous 
Mendes I. Cohen hoard.

Although the late Walter Breen 
offered several different stories for the background of this 
hoard, Michael J. Hodder (as related in Bowers’ colonial 
coin encyclopedia, 2009) believes that Cohen received the 
hoard from his father Israel I. Cohen upon the latter’s death 
in 1801. The Cohens were prominent in Baltimore banking, 
and it is likely that Israel obtained these coins through his 
business activities. The Cohen hoard was dispersed over an 
extended period of time beginning in 1875, and hundreds 
of examples were still held intact as late as the 1950s.

Handsome Mint State Rhode Island Ship Medal 



4043 “1778-1779” (Circa 1780) Rhode Island Ship Medal. 
Betts-562, W-1730. Without Wreath Below Ship. Brass. 
MS-62 (PCGS). Marbled antique gold and steel gray patina 
greets the viewer from both sides of this boldly defined and 
aesthetically pleasing example. Grade defining blemishes are 
few in number and easily overlooked by the unaided eye. The 
popular Rhode Island Ship medals continue to fascinate and 
baffle numismatists. They are believed to have been struck 
around 1780, though by whom and for what reason remains 
unclear. The reverse of the medal depicts the Continental 
Army’s withdrawal from Aquidneck Island in August 1778 
surrounded by the British fleet commanded by Admiral Lord 
Richard Howe. The Americans’ retreat was necessitated by 
the withdrawal of a covering French fleet under the Comte 
D’Estaing to Newport after receiving considerable damage 
in a storm. The obverse has been the subject of debate as 
to what it portrays. For generations, it has been assumed 
that it is a satirical representation of Lord Howe’s flagship 
fleeing Narragansett Bay in 1779, an interpretation in part 
based on the earliest versions of this medal bearing the word 
VLUGTENDE (“fleeing”) underneath Howe’s ship. The most 
recent scholarship asserts that instead of a pro-American 


medal, it is actually a British medal intended for the Dutch 
market, or even an entirely Dutch product created to help 
garner support to the British cause in the global war for 
empire that raged throughout the 1770s and 1780s and of 
which the American Revolution was only a small part. With 
this current interpretation of the medal, it would appear 
that if it was intended to influence Dutch feelings towards a 
more pro-British position, it failed in its purpose. Often at 
loggerheads with each other, British and Dutch relations were 
very tense, culminating in December 1780 when the Dutch 
joined other European nations in the League of Armed 
Neutrality. The League was established as a counter to the 
British Royal Navy’s policy of intercepting neutral shipping 
in search of French supplies. 

Rhode Island Ship medals with VLUGTENDE are of 
the highest rarity, often with decades between auction 
appearances. The transitional type, offered here, as well as 
the later modified die with the wreath are of roughly similar 
rarity with most examples in the VF to AU grade range. Mint 
State specimens are notable rarities.

(NGC). ). Lustrous brassy mint color on the obverse is 
dominant, while the reverse is mostly deep iridescent brown 
with hints of original mint color, the overall quality superb 
for one of these “corrected” types with the ornamental wreath 
hiding the still very visible letters “vlugtende” that were 
originally in the die. This corrected type is much scarcer than 
the usually seen type with “vlugtende” scooped from the 
medal, and this is far nicer than usually encountered. A thin 
die crack from Y[LAND] downwards is noted and is rarely 
encountered. The mysterious Rhode Island Ship medals or 
tokens are generally thought to have been struck in England 
circa 1780 for a Dutch speaking market. One side of the medal 
depicts the retreat of the American Continental Army from 


Rhode Island in 1778 while the other shows the flagship of 
Britain’s Admiral Lord Richard Howe. Although the depiction 
of Howe’s flagship is generally thought to be satirical —thus 
alluding to the eventual British flight from Narragansett 
Bay, Rhode Island in 1779 — some numismatic researchers 
suggests that the medal is entirely pro British in design and 
intent. One of these numismatists, John Kleeberg (quoted in 
Q. David Bowers’ Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and 
Early American Coins, 2009) even suggests that the Rhode 
Island Ship medals are of Dutch manufacture and were 
produced at a time when that country was debating whether 
or not to enter the wider War for Empire that included the 
American Revolution (the Dutch eventually declared war on 
Great Britain).

Exceedingly well struck with lovely 
silver and pewter gray surfaces that are overall smooth and 
highly appealing. A few faint handling marks in the right 
obverse field are noted for accuracy, as is a more prominent 
scrape in the left field on the same side. 

There are several design varieties of the Rhode Island Ship 
medal. Soon after production started the placement of the 
word VLUGTENDE underneath Lord Howes ship came in for 
scrutiny, perhaps because it would lead to a misinterpretation 
of the scene (which has obviously happened, as related above 
in our description for lot 4043). In order to salvage the die 
for continued use, however, the word VLUGTENDE was 
laboriously removed by hand, leaving obvious traces of the 
eftacement. The die was further modified to replace the word 


with a wreath, though even then some traces of VLUGTENDE 
can be discerned. Examples were all but unknown in the 
United States until the appearance of a specimen in a W. Elliot 
Woodward sale in 1864, where it brought the then-staggering 
price of $40. Ever since, the Rhode Island Ship medals have 
been in great demand among specialized collectors. 

Examples of the Wreath Below Ship variety were struck in 
brass and pewter, with the pewter specimens by far the scarcer 
of the two compositions. Perhaps 10 to 15 examples in pewter 
are known in all grades and are among the most fascinating 
and desirable medals from the Revolutionary War period.

4046 1783 John Chalmers Shilling. W-1785. Birds, Short Worm. 
VF-30 (PCGS). This wholly original example exhibits 
splashes of charcoal-russet toning to a base of warmer sandy- 
silver patina. The strike is well centered on both sides with all 
devices sharp and clear, although the left obverse border lacks 
denticulation. Surface texture is a bit granular overall, and a 
few minor flan flaws and ancient pin scratches in the center of 
the obverse are also noted for accuracy. The so-called “worm” 
has a prominent head and is probably a snake. The details of 
early coins are fascinating to study and often have mysteries. 
All in all, however, this is a pleasing example in hand, and one 
that would do nicely in a circulated type set of early American 
coinage. 

Coins of this type are attributed to John Chalmers, a 
goldsmith and silversmith in Annapolis, Maryland. Chalmers 
issued these coins to prevent some of the abusive practices 
associated with fractional parts of the Spanish dollar, those 
being the most widely used coins in the early United States. 


While it was customary at the time to cut Spanish dollars into 
halves, quarters and eighths, unscrupulous persons would 
attempt to make a profit by cutting five “quarters” or nine 
or ten “eighths” out of one coin. Chalmers’ solution to this 
problem was to redeem various fractional parts in exchange 
for his own coins, charging a commission for this service. 
Examples were produced in threepence, sixpence and shilling 
denominations, the dies engraved by Thomas Sparrow, if not 
by Chalmers himself, and the coins struck at a building at 
the corner of Fleet and Cornhill streets in Annapolis. Given 
that several hundred Chalmers pieces are known today, and 
that most display significant wear from extensive commercial 
use, the issue appears to have been well received by the 
contemporary public and widely used in commerce. 

In an absolute sense, of course, all Chalmers coins are rare 
irrespective of denomination or variety. Those most often 
seen are shillings of the bird type, the short worm variant a 
bit more plentiful than its long worn counterpart.

The eye in the center of the obverse is noteworthy for its 
crispness of detail. Olive-copper and orange-brown patina 
blends over surfaces that exhibit considerable gloss. A few 
light marks are scattered about, mostly on the obverse, tiny 
flan flaw in the field before the letter C in CONSTELLATIO 
on the same side, although we stress that the appearance is 
quite smooth for a Nova Constellatio copper irrespective of 
variety. The superior quality and eye appeal are sure to result 
in strong bidder competition. 

The Nova Constellatio coppers dated 1783 and 1785 were 
struck by a private mint in Birmingham, England for the 
firm of Constable, Rucker & Co. Its principals — Gouverneur 
Morris, Robert Morris, William Constable and John Rucker 
— had these coins produced as a private venture, the 
designs copied from the Nova Constellatio silver patterns 
of 1783. The 1783 coppers were probably not struck until 
1785; the 1786 Small Date issue listed in the Guide Book 
is a contemporary counterfeit attributed to Machins Mills. 
These coins were well received at first and saw extensive 
commercial use, explaining the significant number of low 
grade and impaired pieces. The type eventually fell out of 
favor, however, with many examples ending their days as 
undertypes (i.e., planchets) for Connecticut and other state 
coppers.

The sharpest remaining detail is seen at the upper obverse 
border, much of the reverse wreath, and nearly all of the 
periphery on the latter side. The date is fully legible with the 
digits 78 boldest. The surfaces are overall rough in texture 
with scattered encrustation around the peripheries and 
several prominent scratches and scrapes on both sides. A 
flan flaw that originates at 9 o’clock on the border relative 
to the obverse is also evident on the reverse. The rare 1786

The first two digits in the date are partially off the flan, yet 
all four are legible, and the overall detail is uncommonly 
bold for this variety with the only mentionable softness 
confined to the right obverse and left reverse peripheries.

Many early American coins, indeed a significant percentage, 
have problems of one sort or another.

This 
extraordinary coin is sure to appeal to astute Connecticut 
copper variety collectors. Glossy medium brown surfaces 
retain flickers of original mint red in the protected areas 
around many of the peripheral devices on the obverse. The 
strike is trivially off center to 5:30 on the obverse, 11:30 on the 
reverse, the only result of which is incomplete denticulation 
around both sides. Struck from misaligned dies, as are several 
examples of the variety with which we are familiar, the lower 
obverse and upper reverse are softly defined with much of the 
original planchet roughness remaining. Detail is considerably 
sharper elsewhere, and there are no significant handling 
marks or other post-production blemishes. The eye appeal is 
outstanding! 

This is the finest example from the 1787 Miller 33.1-Z.19 
dies that we know of, and it a strong contender for Condition 
Census #1 standing. The only other serious contender with 


which we are aware is the Taylor:2497 coin, similarly struck 
from misaligned dies with nearly identical overall sharpness, 
although with a prominent planchet flaw. Partially described 
in our (Bowers and Merena’s) March 1987 sale of the Taylor 
Collection as: “....exceptionally sharp, technically the finest 
known. Unfortunately, marred by a significantly large wedge- 
shaped flan crack obliterating part of the second and all of 
the third date numerals, as well as the upper portion of the 
effigy’s wreath.” That coin was followed by the Taylor:2498 
specimen, EF details yet with a prominent gouge in the center 
of the obverse.

30 (PCGS). This is a lovely example of an elusive and eagerly 
sought New York issue from the early federal era. The strike 
is generally well centered, only a bit tight to the left reverse 
border, with both sides displaying uniformly bold Choice 
VF detail. Evenly toned in deep gray-brown, the surfaces 
are somewhat rough overall with light pitting evident under 
close examination with a loupe. The appearance is nice for a 
survivor of this type, however, and the rarity of the Excelsior 
coinage as a group is sure to result in keen interest among 
advanced collectors. 

With the Articles of Confederation reserving coinage rights 
for the individual states, in early 1787 several petitions 
reached the Legislature in New York seeking approval to issue 
copper coins. In the end, however, the New York Legislature 


decided against authorizing a new coinage and instead opted 
to regulate the copper coins already in circulation. Even so, 
several unauthorized copper issues made their appearance in 
the state, primarily from the private mint known as Machins 
Mills, located at the outlet of Orange Pond near Newburgh, 
and those operated by John Bailey and Ephraim Brasher in 
and near New York City. The Nova Eborac and Excelsior 
pieces are attributed to Bailey and Brasher, although beyond 
that little is known either of their overall coinage operations 
or the specifics of these issues. The Excelsior pieces are far 
rarer than their Nova Eborac counterparts. Most survivors 
of the W-5785 type offered here are heavily circulated and 
of poor surface quality. This is certainly an above average 
example and worthy of a strong bid.

A very high 
grade for one of these contemporary counterfeits, abundant 
original mint color inhabiting the fields and protected areas 
of this glossy chocolate brown example. Dies well worn on 
both sides, the planchet is a bit small for the dies, cutting off 
the tops of some letters and the bottoms of the date digits, 
not unusual for the 1770 counterfeits. Britannia’s face is very 
well formed and expressive, and the die work on the overall 
is very good, meaning that this coin would have easily 
passed as genuine in the late 18th century, and probably 
even today among uninitiated numismatists. 

4112 1770 Contemporary Counterfeit English Halfpenny. 
George III Type. Peck Plate 50, Coin X. MS-60.131.6 grains. 
Mike Ringo called this specimen AU, but despite seeing 
some hairlines we see no wear. Beautiful and highly glossy 
dark chocolate brown over smooth, hard surfaces. A glass 
detects traces of a cleaning that has not only been forgotten, 
but now has completely naturally retoned. Exceptionally 
eye appealing. This variety, depicted in C. Wilson Peck’s 
treatise on British copper coins in the British Museum, 
inspired the name for a whole family of counterfeits that 
apparently came from the same counterfeiter’s shop: Coin 
X. While other “Coin X” varieties resemble this one with 
fine differences, this is the exact die pair plated by Peck. This 
piece is incredibly well struck, showing fine details in the 
seated Britannia, and would be a superb quality type coin to 
represent the date or family.

Glossy chestnut brown surfaces define what is 
one of the nicest examples we have ever seen of this iconic 
variety featuring the crude die work and distinct, small 
backwards S in GEORGIVS, for which it is well known. 
What is not well known is that there is a very distinct and 
unmistakable “5” just above the globe and to the right of 
the staff that Britannia holds; the “5” is from the same exact 
punch as the “5” in the date, and could easily be mistaken 
for folds in her drapery. The number is too sharp, well 
formed, and well-placed to be accidental, so this might be 
some sort of identifying mark of the counterfeiter. Another 
anomaly we have not noted in the past is that the first N 
of BRITANNIA appears to be punched over another 
letter. Sharp, well-centered and bearing just a few marks 
of circulation, this coin may very well be one of the finest 
known of the die combination; it is a hair sharper than the 
gorgeous front line Ringo coin, lot 5941 in our January 2008 
sale of his collection.

King Georges 
portrait is almost fully outlined, digits III bold, harp partially 
outlined, date clear. Scattered pitting and several scratches 
are noted for both sides, the texture a bit glossy from an 
old, light cleaning. The surfaces, however, are retoning quite 
nicely in golden-brown. This is one of the crudest types in 
the contemporary counterfeit Irish halfpenny series, and it 
is also notable for using a date — 1771 — that was not used 
for genuine George III Irish coppers.

The dies themselves are badly rusted, 
broken, failing and worn, and they have been reengraved 
many times to keep them in service producing Blacksmith 
coppers, including the rare mulings with Hard Times 
Token and other token dies. Small curved clip is joined by a 
pronounced planchet cutter lip on the reverse. Though little 
detail remains, the fields show all the fine texture of the die 
surface, and the coin is little worn but for some scruffiness 
probably imparted by the manufacturer to make this coin 
look older than it actually was.

The strike is nicely centered and offers bold detail 
that wanes appreciably only at the top of the seated figures 
head and at the liberty cap near the upper reverse border. 
The surfaces are overall smooth. Several prominent edge 
bruises on both sides explain the PCGS qualifier. Following 
petitions to the New York State Assembly on February 11, 
1787 for the right to produce copper coins, it is thought that 
Ephraim Brasher and John Bailey produced a large quantity 
of coins that we now know as the Nova Eborac coppers. 
Their name is taken from the obverse inscription NOVA 
EBORAC, which translates as New York. Examples come 
in three varieties, distinguished by the size of the obverse 
bust and the direction in which the reverse figure is seated. 
The Small Bust variety (W-5765) is of significantly different 
design and does not appear to be of Brasher/Bailey origin.

New Jersey Coppers 

Featuring Duplicates from the Syd Martin Collection 

The New Jersey coppers to follow are highlighted by 61 duplicates carefully chosen from the collection of Syd Martin. To members 
of the Colonial Coin Collectors Club (C4) and to ardent colonial coin enthusiasts, Syd needs no introduction. In a nutshell, Syd is an 
amazing collector of colonial coins and allied items, having focused the brunt of his energies in this wide and amazing field for the 
better part of three decades. He has served C4 as a contributor to and was a long-time editor of its quarterly C4 Newsletter. He is a 
life member and Fellow of the American Numismatic Society, and currently serves as its President. 

In the field of Colonial Numismatics, Syd has collected and researched far and wide, taking a keen interest in its less traveled byways, 
leading him to author three masterfully detailed and well-researched works published under the auspices of C4: his 2007 The Hi¬ 
bernia Coinage of William Wood (1722-1724), his 2011 The Rosa Americana Coinage of William Wood , and his 2015 French Coinage 
Specifically for Colonial America were all much needed and instant standard reference works on the series, covering areas of Colonial 
Numismatics that had not previously received this kind of detailed treatment. He is currently in the final stages of a book on the 
enigmatic St. Patrick Coinages that have vexed Colonial numismatists for over a century. 

We sincerely hope that these coins, which include modest coins as well Condition Census coins, rarities, and pedigreed pieces, pro¬ 
vide as much pleasure to their next curators as they have to Syd all these years. 



4120 1787 New Jersey Copper. Maris 6-C, W-5040. Rarity-5-. 
Pattern Shield. Fine Details—Cleaned (PCGS). 136.8 
grains. This is a dark, steely brown and quite pleasing 
example of this popular variety, here very well centered on 
a broad flan that accommodates nearly all of the saw tooth¬ 
like dentils. This early die state presents excellent sharpness 
on both sides; some central weakness is exacerbated by 
light obverse hairlines. This reverse is often referred to 
as the “pattern reverse,” for its earlier mulings with non- 
New Jersey pattern proposal dies, each of which is a great 
rarity: the 1786 Immunis Columbia, the Non Vi Virtute 
Vici, the Washington Head, and a heraldic eagle die. This 
variety is the only collectible way to obtain this reverse die. 
Quite scarce in all grades and elusive sharper than this, the 
rarity of the 6-C seems underappreciated, perhaps because 
of the relative availability of its sister variety, Maris 6-D. 
The upward revision to Rarity-5- in the Siboni/Howes/Ish 
reference (from its longstanding R-4 rating) may better 
reflect the scarcity of the die combination.

Pattern Shield. VG-8 Bent. 125.5 grains. Predominantly 
golden-brown surfaces exhibit scattered swirls of darker 
crimson and russet that are associated with light surface 
encrustation. The bend is minor, but it has resulted in 
heavier wear and consequent loss of detail to many of the 
central design elements, especially on the obverse. Date 
faint, yet legible, with some of the peripheral lettering on 
both sides also weak. A bit rough overall with scattered 
marks and light pitting, the former more significant on 
the reverse. Although scarce in its own right, this variety 
is the only collectible copper that employs Maris reverse C. 
The only other uses for this die are on two extremely rare 
patterns for Confederation coinage and an equally elusive 
eagle/arms muling.

Maris 6-D often represents the 1787 New Jersey copper in 
type collections because its dies were well made, and the die 
combination in turn produced well-made coins that began 
life better than the average New Jersey copper. The present 
coin is no exception, even though it was struck from the 
late stage (Die State 3) of both dies, which display cracking 
and spalling. This, incredibly, did not affect the sharpness 
of most of the designs, the notable exception being the 
weakened final 87 in the date.

(PCGS). 142.3 grains. Struck medal turn as always for the 
Maris number. This is a thoroughly pleasing light to medium 
brown example of one of the few No Coulter varieties that is 
not a significant rarity. As such this is the die combination 
that most often is included in collections of colonials by Red 
Book type. Well centered on a broad flan, the subtle weakness 
to the tops of the letters in the obverse legends are due more 
to strike than to wear or the uniform granularity on both 


sides. Horses mane, eye, ears and snout are perfectly sharp, 
while the lower left corner of horse head and central shield 
are weakly struck, revealing some of the original planchet 
surface in those areas, as is the case on every die combination 
in the No Coulter type. A small curved planchet clip at the 
12:30 clock position serves to identify this specimen for 
future provenance research.

Barely worn, and technically 
probably worthy of an AU grade. Fine raised die finish lines 
remain visible all over the obverse field, elements that would be 
among the first to wear off with any significant friction. Though 
this coin may be the least worn 12-1 in existence, it clearly spent 
some time in the earth, with even deep olive patina on both 
sides. Raised encrustation and scale remains at the peripheries 
of both sides, with some specks nearer centers, raised rather 
than corrosive into the coin. The obverse is well-centered, 
slightly aligned to 10 o'clock, with the outside of the dentils 
visible at lower right. Reverse better centered, showing a full

The surfaces are glossy and light brown, of a 
hue more likely to found on a choice large cent than a New 
Jersey copper. The strike is well centered on a flan that was 
large enough to accommodate only partial denticulation, not 
uncommon for the die combination. Struck from Die State 2 


of the obverse, showing the hairline die crack through the last 
3 digits of the date. Strong magnification reveals the many 
fine die marks around the date and legends that quickly fade 
with even the slightest of circulation and are the marks of a 
high grade coin.

Glints of charcoal tinting here 
and there around the peripheries are associated with ancient 
surface build up that is trivial. The denticulation is absent 
or faint at the upper right obverse and lower left reverse 
borders due to a slightly off center strike, centers weakly 
impressed due to die stage, other areas boldly defined. Die 
Stage 3. 

Although this piece was cataloged as “Condition Census” 
in Pine Trees 1976 EAC Sale, the magisterial 2013 Siboni-

New Jersey State Coppers reference trace this nickname to 
Breens unpublished manuscript on New Jersey coppers. The 
high points of the legends and devices are worn to a light 
olive-brown, while in the fields dark, ruddy brown tones are 
the rule. The obverse is well centered; the reverse is centered 
toward the 9 o’clock position, pulling the distinct serrated 
dentils into view around two-thirds of the circumference 
of the reverse. Struck from Die State 3 of the obverse, as 
indicated by the sinking of the die from the 17 in the date 
through the plow and below the horsehead, in addition to 
the short die break connecting the bottom of the letters EA 
of CAESAREA down to the dentils near the 6 of the date.

The coin is nearly Mint State in 
terms of actual wear, the intricate, fine die marks seen only 
on very high grade colonial coppers are visible around and 
through the legends on both sides and around the plow on 
the obverse. Even signs of faint die clashing are visible at the 
reverse peripheries.

A remarkably pleasing, rich olive brown example of one of 
the most common die marriages in the New Jersey Coppers 
series, though here overstruck on one of the rarest Machins 
Mills Halfpennies, the 1787 Vlack 25-87C, a die combination 
discovered only in 2011 that remains unique in non- 
overstruck form. The consignor of this coin, Dan Knight, has 
written up the whole story of his serendipitous discovery of 
this unique overstrike in the Summer 2017 issue of The C4 
Newsletter , and this coin graces its cover. In a nutshell, Dan 
was offered a couple of New Jersey Coppers at a show, and 
though this piece was pricier than his usual purchases because 
of the undertype, he nor the seller knew the true identity and 
rarity of the host coin. After purchasing this choice copper, 
he had casually met C4 member Clem Schettino on eBay, and 
after sending him photos of this overstrike, Clem was quickly 
able to determine that the host was another example of the 
otherwise unique and newly discovered Vlack 25-87C. It is 
helpful that abundant remnants of the host coin remain, most 
notably the distinct die crack that extends from rim to I to G 
of GEORGIVS then through left field to bow to ribbon ends 
to shoulder and cuirass of George Ills bust. This die crack is 
what makes this an easy to attribute die combination, even 
with the naked eye. Obverse is struck over obverse, reverse 


over reverse, at a roughly 180 degree rotation between New 
Jersey and Machins Mills host, and all of the details of the 
undertype come into clear view when the coin is properly 
oriented, as we have done here for ease of viewing. Though 
New Jersey Coppers overstruck on Machins Mills halfpence 
are very scarce, they are not unobtainable, and we in fact 
sold one as recently as our March 2017 Sale of the Shaw 
Collection, a Maris 56-n over a Vlack 17-87A. Most known 
Machins Mills hosts are common or at best very scarce die 
marriages, and this is the only piece we know of struck on 
Machins Mills Halfpenny host that is an otherwise unique 
die combination. Over a dozen different die combinations of 
New Jersey Coppers are known overstruck atop what must 
be over 100 different types and varieties of hosts, as tabulated 
in Table 29 in Philip Mossmans Money of the American 
Colonies and Confederation. Of all those hosts, this piece has 
our vote for one of the best and most exotic, close behind our 
very favorite, the Maris 56-n overstruck on a Clinton Copper 
that once graced the John Ford Collection and that now 
resides in a refined cabinet of New Jersey Coppers. Here is a 
coin that will see active competition on auction night and that 
will find a welcome home in an advanced set of New Jersey 
Coppers overstrikes, or perhaps a collector of Machins Mills 
Halfpence will pursue this as a placeholder for the otherwise 
unique Vlack 25-87C.

red Uncirculated! The surfaces are dark olive brown and 
exhibit uniform granularity and surface erosion that recall 
a life spent below ground. Well centered, though surface 
texture and the beveled rims seen on this die marriage have 
prevented the appearance of all but a few border dentils. 


Perhaps a hair sharper than the Shaw coin overall, the notable 
exception being the weaker plow handles of this coin.

Overstruck on 1788 Vermont Copper, RR-19. VF Details— 
Environmental Damage (PCGS). An outstanding overstrike, 
the Vermont host coin overtaking the designs of the New 
Jersey copper parasite in places, rendering the legends as 
VENOVON AUCTORI and *E*PLURIBUS*UETLIB. The 
nearly complete 1788 date of the Vermont RR-19 host is 
visible in lower left reverse, an incredible situation given 
the 1787 date of the overstrike! Maris 72-z almost always 
comes overstruck on some identifiable host, though none 


are recorded over Vermont coppers in Phil Mossmans 
listing in Table 2 of his Money of the American Colonies and 
Confederation. Given the abundant vestiges of the Vermont 
copper, it is rather readily identifiable as RR-19. The New 
Jersey Copper is closely double struck, as usual for the die 
marriage, and its surfaces are a uniformly granular, light 
golden brown and rather attractive on the overall, and we 
are somewhat puzzled by PCGS’ “environmental damage” 
descriptive. A jagged planchet fissure at lower right reverse 
further identifies this piece.

4219 Undated (Circa 1785) Bar Copper. W-8520. Rarity-4. AU- 
55 (PCGS). This is a lovely example of a scarce and popular 
type. The obverse is evenly toned in warm reddish-copper 
while the reverse is more olive-brown. Both sides are satiny in 
texture with considerable gloss, and the surfaces are smooth 
apart from trivial planchet roughness in the center of the 
obverse. 

One of the most eagerly sought numismatic items from the 
colonial and early federal era of United States history, the Bar 
copper is also one of the most enigmatic. We are not sure 
by whom or under what circumstances these pieces were 
produced. We are reasonably sure, however, that this type was 
struck circa 1785, as evidenced by an entry in the November 
12, 1785, issue of the New Jersey Gazette that states: 

”A new and curious kind of coppers have lately made their 
appearance in New York. The novelty and bright gloss of 
which keeps them in circulation. These coppers are in fact 
similar to Continental buttons without eyes; on the one side 


are thirteen stripes and on the other U.S.A., as was usual on 
the solders’ buttons.” 

Other facts concerning these coins are circumstantial. Russell 
Rulau (as related by Q. David Bowers, Whitman Encyclopedia 
of Colonial and Early American Coins , 2009) believes that the 
Bar coppers were struck in Birmingham, England by Thomas 
Wyon. As the foregoing article makes clear, at least some of 
these coins found their way to the young United States, where 
a dearth of circulating specie meant that they were eagerly 
accepted in commerce. To create a circulating coinage for the 
United States may have been the minter s intention all along, 
for the design would have been familiar to contemporary 
Americans. And circulate these coins did, for survivors are 
scarce in all grades, and most are well worn and/or impaired. 
Quite well preserved, this attractive Choice AU would serve 
as a highlight in any advanced collection.

Details—Tooled (PCGS). This bold and appealing piece 
is evenly toned in rich copper-rose. The strike is trivially 
off center toward the lower right obverse and upper right 
reverse, affecting only the denticulation on both sides and 
the uppermost bar on the reverse. Minor marks and a bit 
of microscopic roughness are easily forgiven, although 
more significant is a concentration of scratches in the right 
obverse field that explains the PCGS qualifier. Steadily 
increasing in popularity in recent decades, the enigmatic 
Bar coppers were first reported in the November 12, 1785, 
edition of the New Jersey Gazette. Similar in design to certain 
Continental Army uniform buttons of the Revolutionary 
War period, these pieces are thought to have been produced 
in Birmingham, England by Thomas Wyon.

(PCGS). Glossy copper brown surfaces display tinges of 
olive that are more prevalent on the reverse. The strike is 
trivially off center to 1 o’clock on the obverse, 3 o’clock on 
the reverse, but the only significant effect is the absence of 
the base of the digits in the date. A few minor marks on 
the obverse and reverse portraits are appropriate for the 
assigned grade, and the overall detail is suitably bold for a 
circulated survivor of this type. Produced in England and 
circulating there starting no later than 1795, the Auctori 
Plebis tokens have been adopted by American collectors 
due to the similarity of the obverse portrait to that used on 
Draped Bust Left Connecticut coppers.

Thick 
Planchet. Plain Edge. MS-61 (PCGS). This satiny, 
predominantly medium copper example displays splashes 
of crimson and russet patina that are most prominent over 
the upper right obverse (eagle side). The surface texture is 
rough, as made. The dies were in a late state, with the centers 
softly defined and the reverse with a prominent break at 
the upper left corner of the clock. This enigmatic type is 
thought to have been made as late as the 1830s, probably to 
commemorate the founding of the Mott Company in 1789.

Rich antique copper 
patina is seen on both sides. The strike is off center toward 
the lower left obverse and reverse, a shallow curved planchet 
clip at 6 o’clock also resulting in some loss of peripheral 
detail. The central devices are suitably bold for the type, 
the reverse in a later die state with a prominent break at 
the upper left corner of the clock. There are only minor 
handling marks in the fields. Produced no earlier than 1807, 
and possibly during the Hard Times era of the 1830s, these 
tokens served as a business card for the New York firm Mott 
Company.

It is nicely struck with sharp 
to full detail throughout, and displays handsome golden- 
copper patina. Produced in large quantities in England as 
part of the Conder token series, the Kentucky tokens of 
the early to mid 1790s derive their popular name from the 
letter K at the top of the pyramid on the reverse, a reference 
to Kentucky, which was admitted to the Union as the 15th 
state on June 1,1792. Whitman-8810 offered here is a scarce 
variety, most examples in numismatic hands are Plain Edge 
pieces of the W-8800 attribution.

A handsome medium brown example 
with surfaces that are smooth apart from some original 
planchet roughness in the centers from a less-than-full- 
strike. Pleasing Choice quality for this English tradesmans 
token that has long been popular with American collectors.

Mule. Fuld Mule-2, W-8670. Copper. LIVERPOOL 
Edge. MS-63 BN (PCGS). Lovely reddish-brown surfaces 
also reveal flickers of bright pinkish-orange luster in the 
protected areas around most of the obverse devices. Boldly 
defined with a smooth, satiny texture. This “mule” ( a 
blending of two totally unrelated dies) features a reverse and 
edge lettering that was popular in the British Conder token 
series, a series of non-regal coppers that was produced in 
the same time frame — roughly 1787 to 1801 or so — as the 
TAL cents which were made in England for the New York 
firm and shipped to America.

Dark brown, roughened surfaces show lighter brassy hues 
at the high points of the designs on this extremely sharply 
defined specimen that was undoubtedly Mint State when 
lost to the ground. To the uninitiated: This token, despite 
the commentary, is about par for an example of this issue. 
Surface roughness varies throughout the coin, joined by 
some as-made flan flaws through central reverse. Most 


survivors of this rare issue are ground finds, many of them 
from the “Umpqua River Hoard” which hit the market in the 
late 1970s, primarily through the pages of our (Bowers and 
Ruddy’s) Rare Coin Review (see RCR 31, 1978). No other 
numismatic issue relates better to the history of the fur trade 
in the modern Pacific Northwest. If so inclined, with a little 
bit of reading and this token to pass around, you could give a 
half-hour program at a club meeting or convention.

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Medallic Washington

In this sale we have elected to order the Washington Medals in accordance with the listings found in Neil Musante’s 
excellent reference, Medallic Washington, published by Spink in 2016. This marks a departure from a very long tra¬ 
dition of using the numbering system created by William Spohn Baker, in 1885. Baker’s work was among the great 
numismatic references of its time, an effort to not just list but to categorize all of the known portrait medals of 
Washington. His work built on efforts of others to be sure, but what set his apart was the goal of providing not only 
a list but an arrangement that would aid the collector in understanding the series. It rightfully became the standard 
reference. 

Where Baker organized the medals largely by theme, Musante has endeavored to order them by chronology, an ap¬ 
proach that will perhaps make the series more accessible to today’s collector. In doing so, he adds a new element of 
temporal context to the medals with respect to how Washington was viewed in his life and celebrated in medallic 
form for nearly a century after his passing. This includes, by default, consideration of the portraiture, the original 
sources used, artisans who put them to steel, and events that revived the use of Washington’s image and name. 

Medallic Washington includes new original research by the author who studied numerous major collections and 
probably hundreds of auction sales in an effort to better understand the material at hand. The reference is beautifully 
illustrated and includes sizes, compositions, other reference numbers and estimates of rarity with specific notes as to 
numbers known or reported struck, where available. 

Collectors have commented that this book has revitalized personal interest in this series, one client even mentioning 
that this book “lives on the nightstand.” It covers all known Washington medals from 1777 to 1890. This will become 
the new standard reference for the series and likely will be for a long time to come. It is highly recommended to any¬ 
one interested in Washington medals.

Golden-brown surfaces exhibit blushes of vivid crimson 
and deep rose patina around the peripheries. The surfaces 
are satiny, smooth and attractive and a bold to sharp strike 
enhances the desirability of this handsome Choice Mint 
State example. Part of the Conder token series, this popular 
type was struck in England from dies prepared by John 
Gregory Hancock.

(PCGS). This boldly to sharply defined example is retoning 
nicely in dominant olive-charcoal and golden-brown patina 
with a few glints of crimson in isolated peripheral areas. 
Wispy hairlines explain the PCGS qualifier, but there are 
no sizable or otherwise individually mentionable marks. 
Struck by John and Obadiah Westwood in England, the 
Washington Large Eagle cents were made to the order of 
John and Thomas Ketland, Philadelphia, and were intended 
to support their bid for a coinage contract for the new 
nation. Although these pieces undoubtedly influenced both 
Congress and the American public, the Ketlands failed to 
secure the contract and, in the end, the federal government 
established its own mint.

Handsome deep olive-brown, lightly reflective surfaces 
boast a hint of iridescence and are quite attractive on the 
whole. Some ruddy adhesions are not unusual for these and 
the Washington Small Eagle cents and are part of the metal 
mixture used for the planchets. A high quality example of 
this popular Washington type, a pattern coinage for a federal 
coinage proposal predating the US Mint act and struck in 
England from dies prepared by John Gregory Hancock.

Light 
auburn surfaces are lustrous where not gently worn, the 
high points are a deeper shade of brown, the fields showing 
a hint of iridescence when rotated in the light. A choice 
example of John Gregory Hancocks proposal for a coinage 
for the nascent United States.

(PCGS). Handsome satiny olive-copper surfaces are overall 
smooth and very attractive. The strike is bold and sure to 
please. The portrait of Washington used on this type is 
attributed to John Gregory Hancock, one of England’s most 
accomplished die-sinkers and engravers of his day.

With a similar bust to that seen 
on the Washington Large and Small Eagle cents of 1791, 
the dies for the 1793/2 Ship halfpenny are also attributed to 
prolific English engraver John Gregory Hancock.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA Lettered Edge. Unique. 
Fine Details—Graffiti (PCGS). Baker, Fuld, and Breen do 
not record any copper examples of Baker-60 (or of the Baker 
60/59 mule) with the UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
lettered edge as here, citing only the one or possibly two 
known specimens in silver of Baker-60 with lettered edge. 
Musante lists this type (GW-33) as coming with both Plain 
and Lettered Edges, but specifically cites lettered edges only 
on Silver specimens, leaving his Copper listing without any 
specifics as to edge device, all previously known examples 
of Baker-60 have plain edges, as do the Baker-60/59 mules. 
This piece exhibits rather beautiful, dark olive-brown surfaces 
that are smooth and evenly worn, with a few scattered old 
swirly scratches at the 3 o’clock positions of both sides that 
have long since blended with the choice patina. Both sides 
are a bit off center, the obverse towards 9 o’clock and the 
reverse toward 4 o’clock; the left obverse legend is a bit tight 
to the rim and weak as a result. The reverse is in a state of 
failure, showing up as a central mounding which was subject 
to more advanced wear than the rest of the coin, leaving the 
reverse center almost blank; the pertinent dates 1775 and 
1783 that had disappeared through die failure and circulation 


were deftly re-engraved by a skillful hand in an old style, 
leading us to believe that it happened during this coin’s useful 
circulating life and not after it entered the numismatic trade. 
The engraved dates show no attempt to imitate the actual style 
seen on the coins, so we believe it was done by a fastidious 
early owner of this coin who undoubtedly kept it as a pocket 
piece. 

Though the coin is well worn, the edge is unmistakably 
lettered UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, the last two words 
being a bit bolder than the first two. There are big spaces 
between all the words, but UNITED and AMERICA are 
very close, probably as a result of the planchet slipping in 
the Casting machine during application of the edge device; 
as a result, the .X. that usually follows AMERICA is absent. 
Jacob Perkins’ various mulings of the WASHINGTON 
PRESIDENT with eagle or legend reverses generally come 
with both plain and lettered edges, though his productions 
with the WASHINGTON BORN VIRGINIA obverse are 
almost without exception plain on their edges. This is the 
only known Baker-60 in copper with lettered edge, recently 
discovered by our sharp-eyed consignor after purchasing 
it online as the usual plain edge variant. It is a major rarity 
and an important addition to the canon of 18th century 
Washington coins and medals. 
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4241 Undated (Possibly Circa 1793) Success Medal. Large Size. 
Musante GW-42, Baker-266, W-10915. Rarity-7. Brass. 
Reeded Edge. AU-50 (PCGS). Considerable silvering 
remains in and around the centers of this choice piece. 
Otherwise boldly toned in steel-copper with bold to sharp 
definition throughout that includes emerging detail to the eye 
in the center of the reverse. From the second obverse die of 
this type, most readily identifiable by the redesigned lapel on 


Washingtons shoulder. All Washington Success medals are 
scarce, especially with appreciable remnants of the original 
silvering, as here.

GW-45, Baker-30, W-11050. Copper. Lettered Edge. MS- 
66 BN (PCGS). CAC. A carefully chosen specimen that is 
not only the finest graded by PCGS in any designation, it is 
a genuinely pretty example that ticks all the boxes of a type 
coin. The strike is medallic in quality and about as complete 
as one will readily find for the type, just a trivial softness 
noted at epaulet, row of Washingtons hair curls, and stars on 
the reverse. Light brown fields shimmer with rose and blue 
iridescence in the lightly prooflike fields, a generous amount 
of original mint red populating the reverse, with just a touch 
mint color surviving within the central strokes of the obverse 
legends. Breen surmised that this Liberty and Security issue 


made by Peter Kempson in 1795 was a speculative attempt 
to land a coinage contract at a time when the fledgling US 
Mint was foundering, though no specific information exists 
to substantiate this theory. Now mostly hidden from view in 
slabs, the edges of these Washington pieces can be fascinating- 
here the edge reads AN ASYLUM FOR THE OPPRESS’D OF 
ALL NATIONS, an interesting motto given the politics of 
today.

Glossy light brown surfaces boast hints 
of iridescence, chiefly in and around the reverse devices and 
legends. Well made and very well struck for the issue, with 
just a hint of softness in the eagles head on the reverse; a 
strand of thread was struck into Washingtons jaw, leaving 
an infinity symbol shape, serving to identify this piece for 
future pedigree research. A superb, choice survivor of this 
issue that is often found in circulated quality, and even when 
found in high grade, can be spotted or with uneven patina. 
This is quite the opposite, a CAC-verified coin that will 
satisfy even the most fastidious collector.

The Washington portrait on this type is attributed to John 
Gregory Hancock, and it is a close copy of his earlier work 
for the 1791 Large Eagle cent. The Liberty and Security 
penny was produced by Peter Kempson & Co. which, 
along with William Lutwyche & Co., was among the most 
prolific manufacturers of tradesman tokens in England 
during the late 18th and early 19th centuries. This is a solid 
Mint State example that will appeal to type collectors and 
Washingtoniana specialists alike.

Otherwise gray-brown 
surfaces retain considerable medium orange luster in the 
protected areas around the devices, especially around the 
peripheries. Boldly defined with minimal signs of handling, 
this is a handsome Mint State example of the type. The 
Washington Grate halfpenny was produced by Kempson & 
Co. using an obverse portrait engraved by Thomas Wyon. 
The obverse inscription THE FIRM FRIEND TO PEACE 
AND HUMANITY pays homage to Washingtons decision 
to keep America neutral during the French Revolutionary 
Wars, significant for the British who had feared that the 
young nation would side with the French.

While all Washington North Wales halfpennies are 
weakly struck from dies that were not fully engraved, by 
design, this piece displays relatively sharp detail throughout. 
The high points of Washingtons portrait are typically soft, as 
is the lower left portion of the reverse harp, but the balance of 
the devices are more or less bold. The strike is well centered 
on the reverse with crisp lettering to the legend NORTH 
WALES, while that on the reverse is drawn slightly toward 
10 o’clock with the letters RGIVS in GEORGIVS softly 
defined and flush with the border. The letters GTON in 
WASHINGTON are also a bit soft, yet more complete than 
those in GEORGIVS. Warmly toned in copper brown patina 
with a hint of olive, highlights of russet are also evident in the 
protected areas around some of the devices. The surfaces are 
typical of the type with scattered abrasions, although none 
are really worthy of individual attention.

According to Walter Breen (Encyclopedia, 
1988), the Lettered Edge variety was first identified by Dr. 
Charles Clay of Manchester sometime before 1871. Since 
then very few specimens have come to light, the Rulau-Fuld 
Washingtoniana reference (1999) estimating that just six or 
seven examples are known. A unique Lettered Edge specimen 
that omits the word LONDON, W-11065, was discovered in 
England in 1974. In fact, most North Wales halfpennies in 
American collections were discovered in England, although 
it is possible that some examples did see contemporary 
circulation in North America. The coin offered here ranks as 
the second finest certified at PCGS, surpassed by a single AU- 
55 — the Ford specimen — that realized $8,050 when offered 
in our August 2011 Chicago ANA Auction.

Olive tan with subtle bands of slightly darker patina 
on both sides, this piece is smoother and choicer than the 
average 17-S one will encounter. Well centered and well 
struck, with some trifling planchet texture visible at the 
peripheries where it was not completely obliterated by 
the force of the strike. Though rated R-3 in the Newman 
reference, it seems much scarcer, and we like the Retz rarity 
rating of R-5 better. Most survivors are VF or so, and Mint 
State survivors number only 2 in the condition census.

Newman 17-WW, 
W-6945. Rarity-5. STATES UNITED. 4 Cinquefoils. VF- 
30, damaged. 154.4 grains. Well detailed, with attractive 
contrasting tan and black surfaces. Two heavy marks at 
central obverse are deep enough to manifest on the reverse, 
and a dull dent at the bottom of the reverse has affected the 
obverse above the sundial, giving that area a slight wave. 
A very rare variety, far more challenging than the Rarity-5 
rating suggests and maybe worthy of something more like a 
Rarity-6. We can account for just fewer than 20 specimens. 
Both Ayers and Craige lacked this variety, while the Retz 
coin was flawed and scaled. Grading just Fine, it brought 
$1,527 in 2012, while the Keller coin surpassed $2,000 in 
2010. These surfaces are a little granular, but pleasant, 
and the sharpness is better than Retz’s. This would be an 
important addition to an advanced Fugio collection.

This is a 
scarce variety with most survivors well worn. Even some of 
the finer examples in VF show some roughness, as here. A 
find for the astute Fugio copper variety enthusiast.

168.0 
grains. Medal turn. At least EF in terms of sharpness, with 
full numerals visible and well defined on the sundial. Rob 
included this piece as VF in his census, but (ever frank, 
as he typically was) described it as “sharper but corroded 
and recolored.” The current dark charcoal patina shows 
hints of ruddy undertones at rims and centers, revealing 
the fact that the piece was fairly professionally recolored at 
some point. The surfaces are evenly granular, not so much 
as to swallow detail but enough to merit a no-grade from 
PCGS. The top of the reverse is the only area showing more 
significant granularity than elsewhere. A single fine hairline 
scratch is present between ES of STATES on the reverse. Rob 
included this as thirteenth best in his census, one of just 18 
he recorded. Those not included by Rob are undoubtedly 
well worn and likely offer more problematical surfaces than 
those seen here. A few of the finer pieces also show some 
roughness, including Eric Newmans own specimen and the 
Boyd-Ford coin, which showed a few divots where corrosion 
had been tooled off. For this variety, this is actually a strong 
specimen. Rob listed just two at grades better than VF: the 
Norweb coin and the McLaughlin specimen.

Minor planchet flaws 
at lower reverse, and a few lesser ones are noted at upper 
obverse. The bottom of Rob Retz’ 12 coin condition census 
went as low as “VF 20 Net,” and this piece is not included 
there but would have been had he known of this specimen.

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A COLLECTION OF C. WYLLYS BETTS’ DIVERSIONS 

A LEGACY OF NUMISMATIC HISTORY 


The following collection of dies and struck pieces, all created by C. Wyl- 
lys Betts, include several that appeared in our March 1993 sale, one of the 
largest single offerings of such pieces. We have elected to introduce them 
here with much of our 1993 Introduction, slightly edited, as it gave a nice 
overview of this interesting but somewhat obscure series of coins. 

The pieces were made by Betts as diversions while he was at Yale (1863- 
1867), and open a window onto American numismatic history. The sale of 
some by W. Elliot Woodward in 1864, and the controversy that later arose 
over another of Betts’ pieces, deepened a split between two of the foremost 
dealers of the time and occasioned some of the best “purple” prose ever 
written about coins. Their story is worth telling in some detail. 

Late in the 1877 a collector of the day named William Debendorf showed 
an interesting copper coin to several dealers’ attending an auction. Ed¬ 
ouard Frossard, David Proskey, and Edward Cogan were all respected nu¬ 
mismatists whose opinions about coins could be trusted. Debendorf told 
his friends that he had owned the coin for about 20 years, but could never 
come to a conclusion about its authenticity. He wanted his friends’ help in 
making a decision. Frossard and Proskey said the coin was authentic and 
of the highest numismatic and historic value. Cogan disagreed, saying he 
thought the piece was false, a concoction of a much later date. 

The coin in question was a medium sized copper dated 1623. On one side 
was a shield with a beaver in the center and an inscription around that 
which read NOWM BELGIVM 1623. The other side bore a crown in the 
center with the inscription PETER MVNVIT. 

Frossard was convinced that the coin was both genuine and extremely im¬ 
portant. He decided to publish his opinions about the coin in the monthly 
collector’s magazine he wrote, named Numisma. In the November, 1877 
issue Fossard announced to his readers the “Discovery of a Colonial Coin 
Relating to New Netherlands” and told them about the extensive research 
he had done which proved the coin was struck in 1623 for the Dutch colo¬ 
ny of Nieuw Amsterdam. 

Meanwhile, down in New York City (Fossard lived in Irvington, just up the 
Hudson from the Metropolis), dealer John Walter Scott of Scott’s Stamp 
and Coin was preparing to blast Frossard, probably in the hopes of sink¬ 
ing a business competitor. Scott issued his own collector’s magazine, the 
Coin Collectors Journal. In the November, 1877 issue Scott illustrated the 
Novum Belgium copper above an article he pointedly titled “The Last Dis¬ 
covery”. 

Scott called the coin one of those kinds, common in all ages, that is “... 
usually conceived by cupidity, brought forth by lies, and adopted through 
ignorance.” Scott stated that the coin “.. .was made by a young man to pass 
away time, and [was] sold at public auction as a fraud, so that no one could 
offer any excuse for being taken in by it...” Scott made a snide comment 
about Fossard’s difficulties with the English Language, implying that Fos¬ 
sard didn’t understand the meaning of “fraud,” and went on to say that 
when Debendorf had shown the coin everyone else who saw it felt it was 
not authentic. 

Scott wrote that after such general condemnation the coin “...probably 
would have never again been noticed had it not been for the fact that a 
young editor had his acutely reasoning, historical and critical faculties ter¬ 
ribly mixed up by the bewildering anticipation of being the first to have 
‘The honor of bringing out the coin to the notice of the American col¬ 
lectors and numismatics.’” Scott deliberately quoted Frossard’s tortured 
construction and ended his scathing remarks by saying that he would not 
try and rob Frossard of the glory and fame of having discovered such coin! 

To conclude his attack on Frossard and the Novum Belgium copper, Scott 
reprinted the descriptions of the “coin creations” that William Elliott 
Woodward had sold in May, 1864. All had been called fabrications made 


by a young man (unnamed at the time, but widely known to have been C. 
Wyllys Betts), and among them was Frossard’s Novum Belgium. Scott even 
described how Betts had made the coins. 

What was Frossard to do? He had been publicly attacked in the coin press 
and his opinion challenged. He had to make some kind of reply. In the 
January, 1878 issue of his magazine he wrote that he still felt the coin to be 
genuine, did not know anything about the Betts’ creations other than that 
they existed, and replied to Scott by saying, “We view the personal attacks 
they [i.e., Scott] have made upon us with the same indifference as we do 
their opinions on coins...”! However, time would not be kind to Frossard. 

In the following issue of his magazine (March, 1878) Frossard published an 
article entitled “Fabrication.” It turned out that Betts had read Frossard’s 
earlier defense of the Novum Belgium Coin and had written to Frossard 
telling him that it was not a genuine coin of 1623. Frossard rather lamely 
stated that if he had seen the coin in 1860 he would not have been taken in 
by it. He implied that he wanted it to be real so badly that he found reasons 
for its authenticity, overlooking the very obvious falseness of its style and 
fabric. Frossard wrote, without naming him, that Betts made his coins “in¬ 
nocently,” not as fakes to deceive collectors. He went on to reprint the letter 
Betts had sent him, in which Betts told how he made the coins and what 
happened to them and their dies. In conclusion, Frossard wrote that Betts 
promised to cancel any coins or dies returned to him, so that no one else 
would ever be fooled into thinking they were real. 

Why anyone, then or now, would be so gullible as to be taken in by Betts 
creations is difficult to understand. Their styles are wrong, the fabrics are 
generally wrong, the die work is obviously less skilled than even the Ver¬ 
mont Baby Head copper’s, and the coins are usually struck in much too 
shallow relief over some fairly obvious host coins. We have no hesitancy in 
cataloguing the following lots since we are certain they will never enter any 
collection as authentic examples of their types. In some cases no genuine 
examples of the types displayed ever even existed! 

Betts wrote that he gave nearly 200 coins and dies to Yale University, his 
alma mater. He sold others through Woodward in 1864. Wayte Raymond 
acquired some Betts creations and sold them to W.W.C Wilson; They later 
appeared in the Wilson Sale. F.C.C. Boyd, one-time curator at Yale, Bought 
the university’s pieces over 50 years later. Some he sold to Raymond, others 
he donated to the American Numismatic Society circa 1950/51; others he 
sold about the same time to a prominent New York City dealer. These latter 
are the pieces now to be auctioned [Stack’s, March 1993]. They, perhaps, 
represent the largest such offering of these fascinating historical relics since 
the 1864 Woodward Sale. 

Included below are both struck coins and dies. In making his dies, Betts 
stated that he would take two copper coins, grind off their types, heat them 
to soften the metal, and then hand engrave his own designs, backwards 
and incuse. He would then take another copper coin, grind off its types, 
heat it, and then place it still hot between his two dies and wrap the whole 
assemblage in a thin sheet of lead. This he would hit on an anvil with a six 
pound dumb-bell! Naturally, any coins so produced would be in very shal¬ 
low relief. Additionally, the dies would sometimes be bent or damaged if 
they were hit on the wrong axis. Some of the dies are in such shallow relief 
to begin with that it is difficult to understand how they could bring up any 
design on a planchet even if it had been struck in a modern coining press. 
Others are cut deeper, usually the lettering. 

No one had ever figured out whether Betts made his dies and coins to 
deceive collectors or just, as he said, to pass time during the long winter 
nights at college. Whatever their original purpose, they have become part 
of American numismatic history and romance. To say the least, they are 
very intriguing specimens of an age unhappily now gone by.

The ANS Collection includes similar dies attributed to Betts, 
dated 1652, but the struck copy in the Woodward sale was 
specifically identified as a Betts creation.

The design was not sharply engraved to 
begin with, and the soft dies did not fare well so the design 
faded quickly. This one shows just slightly more than a 
ghostly vestige of the central device, with the legend rather 
sharp. This unique die was used to make the Immune 
Columbia fantasy that appeared in our August 2013 sale 
of the Ted Craige Collection, lot 1327. That struck piece 
brought an impressive $1645.

A Bar Copper type 
cut from whole cloth by some skilled 19th century artisan 
counterfeiter, the obverse displaying the usual interlocked 
USA monogram, while the reverse skips the 13 bars design 
entirely, instead replaying it with the date 1786, with the 
denomination ONE / CENT appearing along the rim above 
and below the date. Here is a most fanciful production, 
reminiscent of the “Smith of Ann Street” 1793 Cents, which 
are engraved Wreath and Chain cents, or more perhaps 
more so the various Colonial “Whatsits” that often began 
life as genuine coins but were then reengraved into more 
fanciful types, generally in the 19th century.

A rare and evocative early struck copy, produced at the 
behest of numismatist Thomas Wyatt about 1856 based on 
illustrations published in Joseph Felts 1839 An Historical 
Account of the Massachusetts Currency. Wyatt, or whomever 
accomplished these dies (likely not Wyatt himself), included 
the cross-hatching lines found in the Felt illustrations, 
which themselves copied engraved plates published by 
Martin Folkes in 1745. On some specimens of this type, like 
this one, the cross-hatching lines are all crystal clear, as are 
the misshapen indications of where the original coins rims 
would have been, which appear as well drawn lines inside 
the rims of the round Wyatt planchets. Essentially unworn, 
unlike some survivors of this Wyatt issue that were meant to 
defraud contemporary collectors. Pleasing, rich silver gray 
in tone and about as nice an example as you will readily find.

Fabrication of Uncertain 
Origin. Newman-Unlisted. EF-40. 15.5 grains. Unlisted in 
the fabrication section of Newmans The Secret of the Good 
Samaritan Shilling reference (ANS, 1959), but probably 
from the same maker as Newman-NC and NH based on the 
similar style of NE punch. This Threepence is struck from 
different dies than the example offered in our March 2015 
auction of the Henry P. Kendall Foundation Collection. The 
planchet is irregular in shape with a few minor bruises on the 
edge and a tiny indentation in the left reverse field. Glints of 
russet on that side interrupt otherwise dominant pearl gray 
patina. An intriguing piece with sharp NE and III design 
elements and a generally smooth appearance in hand; given 
that the unique New England Threepence has been missing 
from the Yale Collection for decades, a nice, old struck 
copy like this is the only way collectors or institutions can

A fantasy issue undoubtedly made in the 19th century by 
an enterprising numismatist wishing to fill in the historical 
record, not realizing that the twopence denomination 
was not authorized until 1662, long after the NE coinage 
had ceased! The contoured outlines of the NE punch are 
reminiscent of the punches used in the genuine NE sixpence 
and threepence pieces, as is the tapered shape of the Is I the 
legend. A fascinating piece for the Massachusetts collector 
seeking to add an unusual piece to their collection. 



4300 “1652” Pine Tree Sixpence. Struck Copy of Uncertain 
Origin. Noe-J. Silver. AU-50. 46.0 grains. Medal turn. At 
this weight, this old struck copy would be more like a 7 and 
2/3 pence piece! Well centered and visibly double struck 
on a rounded flan, not unlike the fabric of the Pine Tree 
Threepence (Noe K) in this sale. Light silver-gray patina, 
surface wear must be artificial in an attempt to make this 
piece seem much older than it actually is. The designs are 
a crude though clear attempt to recreate the designs of the 
genuine Noe 33a Sixpence; this may be the only opportunity 
to get a Pine Tree Sixpence with full legends, as most Noe 
33s are struck from misaligned dies on flans that are too 
small to accommodate the entire designs! A similar struck 
copy sixpence (Noe L) brought over $3000 in the May 2006 
Ford Part 14 Sale. 


Struck Copy of Uncertain 
Origin. Noe-J. Silver. EF-40.44.0 grains. Medal turn. A near 
twin to the other Noe-J in the sale, though the die details are 
ever so slightly different and were apparently re-engraved 
at some point in the life of this die marriage, not unlike 
the genuine dies of the Massachusetts Bay Colony coinage. 
Boldly double struck, this pretty, golden gray specimen 
has wear and cuts and bruises made in an attempt to lend 
the feeling of greater age to a piece that was undoubtedly 
created in the second half of the nineteenth century. 
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4302 “1652” Pine Tree Threepence. Struck Copy of Uncertain 
Origin. Noe-K. Silver. AU-50. 17.7 grains. Medal turn. As 
we wrote about the Kendall specimen we sold in March 
2015, this is a “charming crudity, struck on a rounded 
planchet that appears to have been cast then struck in pellet 
or lozenge form, not cut from strip.” The obverse is aligned 
left, with little loss to the border beads, the reverse is aligned 
to 12 o’clock, with resultant loss to the beaded border. 
Closely double struck on the reverse. Lightly lustrous, rich 
silver gray surfaces boast a subtle golden iridescence; this 
piece boasts more eye appeal than the Kendall coin, and 
is sharper and better made than the one from the Picker 
Collection we sold in 1984. Missing from the Boyd-Ford 
collection of struck copies.

The Pine Tree sixpence counterpart 
to the Pine Tree threepence offered above, this piece is also 
one of the copies made from dies originally prepared by or 
for Thomas Wyatt of New York City during the 1850s. The 
initial mintage for this copy is 12 silver pieces, distributed as 
part of eight-piece sets, although Wyatt produced additional 
silver examples for individual sale, as did Edwin Bishop 
when he acquired the dies from Wyatt. Survivors are scarce 
and eagerly sought by advanced collectors of Massachusetts 
Bay Colony silver. Has a TrueView image on the PCGS and 
CoinFacts websites.

Lovely pewter gray and antique gold surfaces are attractively 
original. The definition is bold throughout, although the 
upper reverse border is flush to the tops of the letters NE 
in NEW. Overall smooth and sure to attract the attention 
of advanced Massachusetts silver enthusiasts. Examples of 
this type were made by or for Thomas Wyatt, who lived in 
Mercer Street in New York City, circa 1840 to 1860. Wyatts 
copies were originally made in silver, as here, to the extent 
of a dozen pieces of each type, which were distributed as 
part of eight-piece sets (one example each of the NE shilling 
and sixpence, Oak Tree shilling and twopence, Pine Tree 
sixpence, threepence and one pence, and a Good Samaritan 
shilling). Additional silver pieces were struck for individual 
distribution; the copper impressions are of somewhat later 
origin after the dies were acquired by Edwin Bishop, also 
of New York City, who probably also struck some silver 
pieces.

Robinson of Hartford, Connecticut was an early issuer of 
struck copies of colonial coins, as well as various tokens and 
medalets. In addition to a numismatist, he was also a banker 
and exchange dealer. The store card offered here, with a copy 
of the famous Higley copper as its obverse, is his best known 
and most eagerly sought issue among todays numismatists.

(PCGS). This appealing piece has a few swirls of olive patina 
and blushes of pale rose on otherwise golden-tan surfaces.

Louisiana Senator “Kingfish” Huey Long, a brash, loud, and 
very controversial politician was attending an event at the 
posh Sands Point Country Club on Long Island, and — after 
downing too many drinks, which was his custom — headed 
off to the mens room. In his inebriated condition he had a 
little difficulty with his aim and ended up urinating on the 
pant leg of another man sharing the restroom. The other 
fellow took affront to this and promptly slugged Long in the 
face, giving him a massive black eye — much to the delight of 
the other dinner guests and members of the press attending 
the gala. A journalist from Colliers Magazine jokingly wrote 
an article suggesting that for such an act of public service, 
donations should be collected to issue a gold medal to award 
to the anonymous assailant. Surprisingly, over $1,000 was 
raised, quite a sum in the days of the Great Depression. 

One gold example of this medal was made for the unknown 
man who punched Long, however no one ever came forth 
to claim the prize, and it ended up being presented to the 
American Numismatic Society. A few other examples were 
made in silver and bronze, but the medal in any fabric is 
considered very rare today.

To the extent that the Buyer 
for any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is 
jointly and severally liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or 
capacity of such person or entity. Stack’s Bowers shall have all the rights of a secured 
creditor under Article 9 of the California Commercial Code and all rights of the con¬ 
signor to collect amounts due from the Buyer, whether at law or equity. 

9. Shipping. It is the Buyer’s responsibility to contact Stack’s Bowers after the sale 
to make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some 
lots, Stack’s Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, 
or may charge additional shipping and handling.

SPECT TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN THE CASE OF 
TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE LOT

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or 
agents (including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, 
and are not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific 
written warranty, and no employee or agent of Stack’s Bowers has authority to vary 
or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stack’s Bowers reserves the right 
to vary or alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific persons 
or circumstances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be effective 
only if in writing and signed by an officer of Stack’s Bowers authorized to do so.

Bid¬ 
der acknowledges and agrees that the competent courts of the State of California 
shall have exclusive in personam jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to arbitrate, 
over any dispute(s) arising hereunder, regardless of any party’s current or future 
residence or domicile. Bidder further agrees that venue of the arbitration proceed¬ 
ing shall be in Orange County, California; and any court proceeding shall be in the 
Orange County Superior Court, in the State of California, and in each case waive any 
claim of Forum Non Conveniens. Bidder agrees that any arbitration or legal action 
with respect to this Auction Sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year of 
the date of this Auction Sale. AUCTION PARTICIPANTS EXPRESSLY WAIVE ANY 
RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY.
